L u t a r c h, that excellent Thu 
lofopher , and famous Hijlori- 
an , writtinge the Life of Alex¬ 
ander the Great, fayth, That 
when he came to the Tombe of Achilles, he 
pronounced hym to be mojl happye , becaufe 
he had fo new a Frend as Patroclus, whiljl 
he lived , and foe excellent an Herald to em- 
blafon his famous Deedes after his Death , 
as was Homer. And fuerely , to fay the 
Truth , there is noethinge that maketb Men 
more hardie } or dejirous to attempt Heroical 
FnterprifeSj than the Opinion of purchafing 
Renowne whiljl they live , and to have the 
fame recorded when they are dead; for there 
are but three Spurres and Incitements to vir¬ 
tuous Atfions: The firft is Prayfe , the fe- 
cond is Emulation , and the third is Reward•

The firfi provoketh Men many Times {with- 
tut any other Incoragement) to a fay high and 
honorable Affions, but efpeciatly it ellevateih 
they* Myndes to attempt more difficult Mat¬ 
ters, when there are others of lyke Qualitie 
and Condition, who with a ftudious Emula¬ 
tion doe ftrive to excell and exceede one ano¬ 
ther,. But mofi of ally Men are moved to 
undertake any adventreus Affions for. the 
publicke Weak, when with Prayfe and Emu¬ 
lation there is joyned fuch Hope of Rewards 
and Recompencey that he which doth excell 
the reft, Jhall be recompenced and advaunc- 
ed above the r'efl. It is written of Themi- 
ftocles, That although he was very rioteouf- 
ly and lafciviou/ly given in his Youth, con- 
fuming all his Time in Banqueting and in 
Dalliances- yet when once he herde the Re¬ 
nown which Miltiades had by the famous 
Victory he obteyned at the Battle of Mara¬ 
thon; then prefently Themiftocles began to 
betake hymfelf unto another Courfe of Life, 
fill ftudying, by doeing the lyke Deedesy to 
purchafe the lyke Prayfe, Honor and Pre. 
ferment, as Miltiades had atebieved. lnfoe- 
jnuchthat fotne of his familiar Prender, find¬ 
ing fuch fodayne Alteration in his Actions

asked hym bow it came to pafje that he had 
fo much changed his former Courfe of Life 
in foe Jhorte a Time ? To whom he anfwer- 
ed, That ever fynce his Eares had recev- 
,ed the Renowne of MiltiadesV Fame and 
Viftory, he could not fleepe foundly, nor 
jhiuld not lake his perfect Reft, untill he 
had by fome fuch worthy Actions atteyned 
to the lyke Advancement of Honor and 
Dignitie: And fo afterwards, Themiftocles 
did become admirable in his Victories againjl 
Xerxes and others.

Here was Prayfe, Emulation, and Ex- 
pe ft at ion of Recompence the Provockers of 
hym to attempt and accomplijh noble Deedes 
in the Defence of his Contrie ; whereby, as 
in other the lyke Examples, if is evident that 
the Prayfe, Renowne, and Reward of wor¬ 
thy Men, do ferve as an exceedinge lncor - 
agement to ftirre up the Thoughtes of gene¬ 
rous tnynded Per]ones to indevor that which 
may make them famous, .and theyr Contrie for - 
tunat. All which Examples of rewarding 
and advauncing the worthy and well-defer¬ 
ring Men, and of perpetuating theyr Memo- 
rialls, is no where fo foone and fo certajnly

to be -found, as in Hiftories truly written , 
which Cicero calleth the Witnefs of Time, 
the Light of Trueth, the Life of Me¬ 
mory, the Miftrefs of Life, and the Meflin- 
ger of Antiquitie : For there is nothing that 
gives us more lively Examples of Ihinges done 
as well before, as in our Times, of Dangers 
avoyded, of Vice punijhed, of Virtue ad¬ 
vanced, of Pajhnejs runninge into Con- 
fufion, of Wifdom preventing many Perills, 
of Envy firjl devouringe others, and then 
confuming the Subjects that pojfejfed it, of 
Greatnefs attended with Dangers, and 
of Securitie, prejfed with fodayne Mifery. 
All which the Narration of trew and faith¬ 
ful written Hiftories doth beft declare and 
depaynt ; and more particularly , • the lively 
Defcription of worthy Mens Deedes in feve- 
ral Nations (which are of moft Note, and do 
undertake the greateft Affayres according to 
their feveral Places and Callinges ) may ferve 
as fitteft Examples for others to direct 
their Courfes by: For it is trew which the 
great and greatly to be extolled (1) Philo-

fopher telleth us, That Examples do snore 
move us to Imitation than Wordes or Per - 
fuafions: And it is as true, that in humane 
Aflions we do lefs believe Wordes than 
Deedes. Therefore Examples and Prefidents 
of other Mens Deedes, declared truly by Hi~ 
ftoricall Narration, are moft profitable, and 
the beft Patternes to follow or to flie. And 
of all Examples, thofe doe move us moft to 
Imitation, and do leave the deepefl Imprejji- 
■cn in Mens Minds and Memories, which 
do fet forth the A&ions of Men who lived 
in, or neere theyr own Times. The Fruite 
of reading which, ought (as one (2) faith ) 
to be this, that we Jhould imitate thofe 
Thinges which we allowe in them, and lay up 
theyr Sayinges, which we wonder at, in 
Store for our own life; whereby Men 
might reape great e Profitte by the Obferva- 
tion cfgenerall and particular Actions. And 
I fee no Reafon but that our Contriemen of 
this our Englifli Nation, might reap much 
Benefit by one another’s Examples, as well 
as the Grecians and other Nations did

gayne Knowledge and Honor by reading , 
and carrying in Remembrance the Hiflories 
and Narrations of one another's Lives, 
Deedes , and Sayinges: Tor the Greekes 
•were fo fudious of Knowledge , and fo de¬ 
fir ous to imitate the wo/rthie Attes and, Say¬ 
inges of their Predeceffors , that they did not 
only record every worthie Veede, but alfo 
every wife Sayinge or Sentence that did pro¬ 
ceed from any Man cf Note or good Name 
amongfl them. The Romans, fo much re¬ 
nowned both in Wanes and.in Peace , caufcd 
theyr High-Priefl , called Pontifex Maxi¬ 
mus, to commit unto Tables every Tere , the 
chiefe Abies of the Commonweale , termed 
Annales Maximi; and thefe were fct tip 
to be fecne , whereby the People might be 
informed what was done , faid , or written ., 
worthy of Obfervation; which Cuforne con _ 
timed untill the Time of Publius Mutiu§ 
thcyre High-Priefl. The lyke Care the Bry- 
tanes (being the auncient Inhabitants of this 
Land) had to keepe trew Recorder or Regi- 
fters of Gentlemens Amies, Pedigrees and 
Actions ; for which Porpofe there were 
Statutes and Decrees made by divers of the 
Princes of Wales, but efpepially by Grif- 
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The Author’s Preface, vii 

fith ap Conan, Prince of North Wales* 
which did preferibe and appoynt what Re¬ 
ward thefe Bardes, being they Heralds, 
Should have, at whofe Hands they Jloould 
have it; and what Manner of Men they 
jhould bey both for Sufficiency of Knowledge 
and Honefty in Converfation. The Indians 
in auntient Times had theyr Gymnofophifti, 
who did not only deliver the Rites and Ce¬ 
remonies unto the People, but did preferve 
all their memorable ACts unto Poflerity. And 
it is farther found out in the late Difcove- 
ties of the Indies, that the rude and iilite- 
red People have to this Day a kind of Cuf- 
tome to keepe in Memorie the tnoft worthy 
Deedes of all Men amongft them, that have 
been done for many Teres before ; which by 
perufal of ceitayne Characters made in the 
Barker of Trees, and Knottes tied upon 
Stringss, they can as redify deliver , as if 
the fame had byn penned, and lefte in per¬ 
fect Writtinge unto them. If then in antient 
Times the reformed Commonweales of 
Greece, the renowned Monarchic of Rome, 
and abnoft all other Nations of far lefsglorie 
and fame, have been fo forward in jetting 
forthe the honorable Actions of theyr fCa-

tion and Ancestors ; and alfo in defiribing 
the noble Deedes of every worthy Man in 
theyr Contries and Commonweales. Jt may 
be marvelled why the Hiftorians of our later 
Times y efpecially thofe of cur Englifhe Na¬ 
tion, have not taken the lyke Paynes , or ufed 
the lyke Diligence , in publishing the general 
Accidcntes of theyr Contrie , and the particu¬ 
lar prayfe-worthy Attions of theyr Contrie- 
jnen; whereby it may be made known unto 
the World , that all the worthy Men were 
not borne, and all the renowned Dcedes 
were not done in the firfl Age of the World, 
Tor that were to difeorage heroicall Sprites 
from attempting the lyke Enterprizes, ancf 
attayning to the lyke Honor : For I am per¬ 
suaded , that even our latter Times have af¬ 
forded Men of as great Magnanimities Co¬ 
rage , Wifdom and Experience, as ever the 
J former florijhmg Ages of the World have 
afforded. Tet fome perchaunce will fay y that 
to write the Lives of particular Men, is a 
Tbinge as unneceffarie, as it is unufuall: To 
whom 1 may anfwer, that thoe it be fome r 
what unufual y yet is it nothinge unnecefarie, 
hut rather very profitable, for as it is a Rule 
in Philofophie, that pe cannot come to Qe- 
’. neralts

TicvalU but by Particulars $ fo it is as true in 
Reafon and Policie , that particular Exam¬ 
ples do better informe and inftruCi us , in the 
ordering of our [elves, and the governinge 
of others, than the Obfervation of general 
Attions i the Groundes whereof are fallible , 
becaufe 'the Circumftances are diverfe and 
variable: For as in Conjunction of the Partes t 
the Body naturall and politick has his great - 
eft Force and Strength: 'So in the feveringe 
and apte diftinguifhing of Parts , the Senfe 
hath his greateft Power. Therefore this Hi- 
ftory of a particular Man's Life is here pen¬ 
ned ; partely, that out of the particular Ac¬ 
cidents, Adventures and Revolutions of his 
Fortunes, general Obfervations may be ga¬ 
thered by fuch as fhall reade the fame j and 
partely, that to manifeft fuch Matters as 
are not commonly knowen in the Courfe of 
his Services, and the Varietie of his Fortunes, 
wherein the indifferent and difcrete Reader 
may find divers Things worthy of Obfervati- 
on, concerning the Courfe of Sir John Par¬ 
rott’/ Life; as his Carriage in Touthe, and 
in riper Age, the fortunate Succefs of his 
Imployments, the continual Crofjings of his 
'Adverfaries t and the State of Things may

be fomewhat discerned of the Times where - 
in he lived ; which Narration , tho ’ it be not 
here delivered with foe graceful a Style , or 
extraordinary Invention , is tnoji affetfed 

and effeffuall to pleafe and Jatisfie the Rea¬ 
der ; yet may it be truly avowed, that the 
Defier of the Writer is to anfwer the Expec¬ 
tation of the honefty and not willingly to 
offend any by detracting from the Uvinge , 
or adding any undeferved Prayfe unto the 
Dead ; for the one is dijhonefi , the other is 
vayne and unprofitable. For the certayntie 
of what is here fett downey although the 
Writer cannot fay he was an Eie-Witneffe 
of ally yet that which he hath not feen as a 
Witneffey he hath either receved from fuch 
of fujficient Credity as are for the meft part 
alive (i) to juftifie theyr Informations , or elfe 
it is drawen forth cf Letters } or other au- 
thenticall Writings yet extant. But there are 
divers Thinges here omittedy which were 
done by Sir John Perrott, and worthy of Note ; 
as themanagingeofhis divers Qyanells with 
greate TerJomgeSy and other the lyke youth -

ful Partes by hym performed , wherein he 
never receded any Difgrace , but rather 
gayned greate Reputation. Xet becaufe there 
is noe purpofe to lay any Imputation on his 
Adversaries , and for that the Recital there¬ 
of will not benefit the Reader foe much as 
Matters of greater Moment wherein he was 
imployed; therefore fuch his particular Con- 
troverfies and Quarrels Jhall be Jilenced: 
For the rejl of his Life , here have you the 
Pajfages of many Particulars , written with 
a plain Style , and a fingle Heart , affetting 
no Prayfe nor other Reward j but the indif¬ 
ferent Cenfure of fuch as be Judiciall and 
Honefi.

H T is the Wont of all good 
Writers of Hiftories to be- 
gyn with his Birth and Lin¬ 
age, whole Life and Deedes 

_ they do difcribe ; in ob- 

ervinge of which Rule, I may not neglect 
to place the Difcent of Sir John Terrott in 
equalRank with the auntienteft and beft 

borne 
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borne Gentlemen of this Kingdom, his 
Name and Aunceftors .having matched 
with divers honorable and noble Families. 
By his Mother, he came out of the Lord 
Barckley's Howfe, (a Howfe very honor¬ 
able and auntient, though not fo fortu¬ 
nate as heretofore it hath byn) his Mo¬ 
ther being the Daughter of Maurice , Lord 
Barckley his Brother. Her Prayfe I can¬ 
not alltogether over-palfe, fhe being in 
her Time a Lady of greate Virtue, Wif- 
dom and good Government. Sir John 
Perron, by his Father’s Line, proceeded 
from an auntient and well-knowen Linage 
and Name, which had continued in Pern- 
brockejhier above four hundred Years; fo 
that there were divers Knights of his 
Howie, and not any of his Aunceftors du¬ 
ring all that Time, but lived in Reputati¬ 
on equall with the beft Sorte of Gentle¬ 
men in that Countrie wherein they con¬ 
tinued i for in fourteen Difcents, half of 
them married with Heirefles, and had 
good Inheritance by tlieyr Matches: Such 
was the Favour of the Moft Higheft ex¬ 
tended towards this Pofteritie, as to o¬ 
thers,

thers, to the Ende that they might prayfe 
his divine Majefty. 

‘And that this may appear to be a 
Truth, and no fayned Fable, here fol- 
loweth the lineal Difcent and Pedegree 
of Sir John Perrott , and his Aunceftors, 
from theyr firft Arrival into Pembrocke- 
/ bier . 

PERROTT came out of Normandy 
into England with William the Conquer¬ 
or, as it appeareth by the Chronickles, 
and by the Recordes of Battayle Abbey. 

1. STEPHEN Perrott came into 
P embrockejhier in the Rayn of King Hen- 
ry the Firft, and he married with Ellynor 
Lady of JJlingjlon , Daughter and foie 
Heyre of M erchion ap Rice , being the 
fourth Difcent from Howell Dda, Kinge of 
South Wales , and the Lycurgus or Lawma¬ 
ker of that Land.

Sir John Perrot, Knight, the unfor¬ 
tunate Subjed of this fad and tragical 
Hiftory, married firft with one of the 
Daughters unto Sir Thomas Cheyney 
Knight, Lord Warden of the Cinque- 
Portes, and Sifter to Henry, Lord Chey¬ 
ney, by whom he had Sir Thomas Per¬ 
rot, Knight: The reft of his Children 
were by other Venters. 


Sir John Perrot , was a Man in Sta¬ 
ture very tall and bigg, exceeding the 
ordinary Stature of Men by much, and 
almoft equal to the mightieft Men that 
C lived 
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18 7 he LI FE of 

lived in his Time: His Body was very 
vy compact, and proportionable through all 
^*G_ v the Partes: As he did exceed snoft Men 
v.G. in Stature, fo did he k Strength of Body. 
His Hair was Alborne, untill it grew 
V gray in his elder Yeares. His Counte- 
' T ' nance full of Majeftie, his Eye marvel- 
. Mous perckg, and carrying a commannd- 
v ^Mng Afped, infomuch that when he was 
angrie, he had a very terrible Vifage or 
Lookej and when he was pleafed, or 
willing to lhew Kindnefs, he then had 
as amiable a Countenance as any Man: 
AH which, as many as knew hym can 
well teftify for a Truth ; in this refem- 
bling Auguflus C<efar } who, as it is writ¬ 
ten of hym;, had fo, great a Majeftie in 
his Eye and Countenance, percing like 
the Sun-Beams, that a Soldier beholding 
hym, could not continue, but retired 
back, faying, That he was not able to 
indure the Brightnefs and Majeftie of 
his Eies. 

His Conditions, and Qualities of his 
Mynde were anfwerable, and did keepe 
a kynd of Correfpondence with thofe of 

his 
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his Bodie: For as he did farpafle ntoft 
Men in Greatnefs and Comlinefs of his 
Staturej fo did he furmount the moft 
Part of Men of his Time, in the Great¬ 
nefs and Magnanimitie of Mynd; the 
Greatnefs of his Body and his Mynd 
feemed to drive which ihould grace 
him moft, for he was of an undaunted 
Spirite, never regarding his Adverfarys, 
were they never fo many or fo great. In * 
Time of Danger he fliewed hymfelfe al¬ 
ways refolute and valiant; he had a 
vety fliatpe Witt, and was (as may be 
fayd) naturally wife, for though he 
Were not learned in the Sciences, yet 
would he give as good a Reafon for 
Matters of Experiment, as moft Men. 
And as he had in hym' many excellent 
Partes, as Magnanimitie, Valour, Ripe- 
nefs of Judgment, Underftanding of the 
Languages, as the Trench , Spanijh, and 
the Italian , Judgment in the Warres, 
in Home Government, in forayne States, 
in courtly Carriage, and in moft Mat¬ 
ters that a Man not profeffing Learning 
could comprehende; foe had he fome 
Defe&es (elfe had he not byn Flelh and 
C » Blood) 
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Blood) as namely, he was by Nature 
very choloricke, and could not brooke 
any CrofTes, or diffemble the leaf! In¬ 
juries, although offered by the greateft 
Perfonages, whereby he procured to hym- 
felfe many and mightie Aclverfarys, and in 
the End, fuchas wrought his Overthrow; 
although, even ’tyll then (what by the 
Juftnels of his Caufe, the Clearnefs of 
his Confcience, and Refolution of his 
Mynde) he fupported himfelfe agaynft 
all his Adverfarys, being many and great. 
In Anger he would fometimes deal rough¬ 
ly and feverly, even with them he loved 
beft, but that being once pacified, he 
would eafily forget his former Difplea- 
(ure ; and as longe as any Man did con¬ 
tend with hym, he would ufe all Oppo- 
fition he could by the Sword or by 
Law ; but if Submiflion were offered by 
his Inferior, or Reconcilliation by his E- 
quall, he would as readily receve it as 
any Man. He would (being moved to 
Wrath) fweare too much, which proceed¬ 
ing partly from Cuftome, and partly 
from Choller, he could hardly refirayne 
it when he yvas provocked. Alfo he 

was 
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was adidted to that Sine whereto Men 
are by Nature enclined ; and although he 
were not that Way altogether foe un- 
meafurable in his Defiers as many Men 
are, nor did not maintayne it with fuch 
publick Oftentation and Defence as fome 
Men do, yet did he offend fo farre in 
that Kynde, as it drew God’s Difpleafure 
towards hym, which (if Men may pro¬ 
nounce God’s Judgments) was the 
Caufe of his Ruine, he being otherwife 
cleare of any notable Crime in all the 
Courfe of his Life. He was in his 
Youth prodigall, but ariving to riper 
Age, he grew frugall, and yet not foe 
favinge, but that he regarded his Ho¬ 
nor before Profitt, and meafured both, by 
the Habillitie of his Eftate, which he 
would not exceed, nor yet live under the 
higheft Countenance of his Degree and 
Calling : For he mayntayned the Parte 
rather of a Nobleman then of a Knight, 
for the Space of Forty Yeres, in Re- 
tinew, in Howfe-keepinge, and in all o- 
ther Re(pe<fts. Yet did he manage his 
Eftate foe providently, as he would 
make the moft of his owne with Rea- 
C 5 fon; 
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fon; (and without Ipjurie to any) he im¬ 
proved his Lands tq a high Rate, yet fop 
as his Tenants might live on if, and under 
hym, and tho’ he were therefore fuwe- 
what complayned on in hjs Life-tyme^ 
yet there are none of his Tenants but 
would be glad to take Leafes therpf 
now, and pay fumewhat more for it at the 
fame Rent, which of him they might 
have had without Fine, but never fought 
it, becaufe he did not difplace any that 
werp able and willing to pay theyr Rents 
and Duties: for fynce his Death, fuch 
as have had to do with his Living, have 
improved that which by hym was 
thought to be hardly rented before. He 
was very firme and faythfol unto his 
Fiendes $ and if any of them had done 
amifle, or had offended hym, ho would 
be fure to tell hym of it in the fharpeft 
Manner; but if any other Man would 
go'about to agravate any fuch Matter a- 
gaynft his Frendes, he would, firft hear 
itj and if there were Caufe, he would 
Jhame his Frende; but otherwife he 
would anfwer for hym as much as might 
!??• He was verie jufte and unfpotted 

; for 
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for Bribery, which he could not abyde 
in any Man, nor never was tainted with 
it by his greateft Adverfarys. In Caufes 
that concerned Right or Wronge (wherin 
he had to doe) he was very upright, and 
void of all Partiallitie ; yea, if his neer- 
eft Frend or Kinfman were a Partie: Pi¬ 
rates he could never endure, but did pro- 
fecute them with all his Power, when 
they came upon thofe Coftes where he 
dwelte, or had to doe. To concludes his 
Virtues were many, and his Faltes were 
not to be excufed or filenced ,• for be- 
fydes thofe Faltes which have already 
bin touched, he was high-mynded, and 
made no Accompt of any Man which 
he thought did not love hym ,• neither 
could his Heart be thoroughly humbled, 
untill his laft Adverfitie and extreame Dif- 
after, which brought hym Home from the 
World to hymfelfe, and unto God. 

Next unto the Refitall of Sir John 
Perrott's Birth and Conditions, his Edu¬ 
cation requireth a fpeciall Place of 
Remembrance, which was with the 
beft, did beft befitrt his Callinge and 
C 4 State 
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State in Learning, and other Gentleman- 
lyke Exercifes, untill he arived unto the 
Age of Eighteen, or thereabouts, at 
which Tinie he was fent up to London, 
unto the Marques of Wincheftc/s Houfe, 
then Lord-Treaforer of England, which 
was about the xxxvith Yere of Kynge 
Jimy the Eight his Raigne :, Whether 
when he came, there was at that Time 
in the Marques his Howfe, the Erie of 
Oxenford, and the Lord of Abergenjcny ; 
the Erie was effeminate, but the Lord 
of Abergeveny was foe fierce and hafty a 
yong Nobleman, that no Servant or Genr 
tleman in that Howfe could continew 
long quiet, but he would quarrell with 
them upon any fmall : Caufe, ’tyll that 
Mr. Penott came thither, whom the 
Gentlemen and Servingmen percevinge 
to be of a bold Spirit, comely Stature, 
good Strength, and feminge corageous, 
they then told the young Lord of Aber- 
geveny. That there was a yonge Gen¬ 
tleman come to the Howfe who would 
match hym. Is there fuch a one, fayd. 
he, let me lee hym ? And fo comminge 
where Mr. Perron was, for the Erfl Sa¬ 
lutation

lutation he asked hym, What, Sir, are 
you the kyll-Kow that muft mach me? 
No, fa id Mr. Perrott , 1 am no Bucher, 
but if you ufe me no better, you ihall 
finde I can give a Bucher’s Blow. Caij 
you foe, fayd he, I will fee that? And 
fo being both angry, they buckled, and 
fell to B'owes, in Trial and Continu¬ 
ance whereof, the Lord Abergexeny found 
that he had his Hands full of hym, and 
was rather over-mached in Strength, and 
had no Advantage of hym in Stomack, 
whereby he was willing to be parted 
from hym : So a Haward, the Serving- 
men, and other Gentlemen in the Mar¬ 
ques his Howfe (when they found the 
young Lord of Ahergexeny unrulie) would 
ftill threaten hym with Mr. Perrott. At 
length they grew into a great League of 
Frendftiip, infomuch that they would 
feldorn be alfunder, untill once they 
both determined to make a kynde of 
Banquett, and to invite their Frends 
thereto. But being not fo rich as to be 
Owners of a Cuppbord of Plate, they 
provided good Store of Glafles. Before 
their Guyfts came, they fell into fome 

Con- 
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Contention, and fo to Blowes, that they 
tooke the Glafles and break them about 
one another’s Ears, that when the Guyfts 
invited came thither, they found (in- 
ftead of Clarett-Wine) Blood befprink- 
led about the Chamber. Thus that Ban- 
quett was fpoyled, the two hot Youths 
lofte their Frends Thankes, and brake the 
League that was begunne betwixt them. 

Shortly after, it was Mr. Per- 
rott's Fortune to go into Southwark (as 
it was fuppofed, to a Place of Pleafure) 
taking but a Page with hym, where he fell 
out with two of the Kinges Men, being 
Yamen of the Crowne, which were fuch 
as they call them now that be of the 
Guard to the Qpeene. They both drew 
on hym, and fought with him, againft 
whom he defended hymfelf fo valiantly, 
and was hurt, that the Kinge being then 
at Winchefter-Howfe , near that Place, 
was tolde how a yonge Gentleman (hav- 
inge no Hayer on his Face) had fought 
with two of his Majefties Servants. 
Which the King hearing, and being defi- 
xous to fee hym, fent for hym, demand¬ 
ed 
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ed his Name, Countrie and Kindred. 
This being boldly by hym related, it 
pleafed the King very well to fee fo 
much Valour and Audacitie in fo yongea 
Man, and therefore he willed hym to re¬ 
pair to the Court, where he would bellow 
a Place and Preferment on hym. But 
not long after, it pleafed God to call 
Kinge Henry .from this earthly Kingdom, 
and fo Mr. Perrott loft that hoped for 
Preferment, remayning for a Time, untill 
towards the Coronation of King Edward' 
at the Marques of IVtnchefter's Howfe, 
with the Erle!Tof Oxenford , the Lord of 
Abergeveny, tand other yOnge Noblemen 
and Gentlemen of his Yers, with whom 
he fpent the Time in fuch Exercifes un¬ 
till then, as Youth is accoftomed unto, for 
eche Age of Man hath his feverall Dif- 
pofition and Inclination, according to 
that which the Poet alleagetb, (viz.) 

Diverfos diver fajuvant, non omnibus amis 
Omnia conveniunt , res frius apta meet. 

Exult at lenitate puer , gravitate Seneftus, 

Inter utrumque manens flat juvenile decus. 

That 
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That is, 

Diverfe Men do diverjly delight , not all alyke, 
“The firjl that fitt, do afterwardes dijlyke. 

The Child loves Levi tie, old Age likes Gravitie , 
3 Twixt both the middle Age makes Decencie . 

Soe this yonge Gentleman continued the 
Courfe of his young Yeres, untilKthe 
Death of King Henry the Eight, and e- 
ven about that Time his Noneage ex¬ 
pired. 

As foon as King Henry had finiflied 
the Courfe of this f'rayle Life, Mr. Per¬ 
ron came unto Kinge Edward's Court* 
where, for the extraordinary Comlinefs 
of his Perfonage, and for the Forwardnefs 
of his heroicall Spirite the yonge Prince 
(of exceeding Pietie, and happie Me¬ 
mory) tooke fuch Lyking to hym, tha- 
he caufed hym to tbe made (together 
with the Erie of Ormond , and others) 
one of the Knights of the Bath at his 
Coronation, being a Dignitie which was 
not wont to be bellowed but on Men of 

honoura- 
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honorable Birth, good Livelyhood, and 
fpeciall Expectation. The yonge Kinge 
had a very good Opinion of Sir John Per- 
rott , and fo did he purchafe the good 
Liking of the Court, and in fhort Time 
gayned a fpeciall Reputation, as well by 
yelding Conformitie to the Courfes and 
Commandments of the King and his 
Counfell, as by his Comlinefs of Perfon- 
age, Valour, ACtivitie, Strength, and 
Expertnes in ACtes of Chivalry, as 
Tylte, Turney, Bariers, and the lyke, 
wherein he did exercife and Blew hym- 
felfe. 

S o e for a Time he did continew thole 
courtly Exercifes, untill that the Mar¬ 
ques of Southampton went into Fraunce 
with an Embaflage, to treate of a Mar¬ 
riage betwixt King Edward and the French 
Kinges Daughter. Sir John Perrott did ac¬ 
company hym in that Viage, in fuch Sorte 
as was fitt for his Calling, goeing with lo 
honorable a Man, in foe honorable a 
Melfage. The Marquis being a Noble¬ 
man that delighted much in all Activi¬ 
ties, and did keep always the moft excel¬ 
lent 
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lent Men that could be found in mod 
Kindesof Activities and Difportes; which 
the King of Fraunce understanding, and 
being willing to Ihew hym fuch Pleafure 
as was ufed in that Countrie, on a Time 
he brought the Marquis to hunt the wild 
Boare, and being in Chace, it fell out, 
that a Gentleman charging of the Boare 
with his chafing Staff, did not hitt right, 
and fo the Boare was ready to run in 
upon hym. Sir John Fenott perceiving 
hym to be in Perill, came into bis Ref- 
cew, and with a broad Sword, which 
he then wore, gave the Boare fuch a 
Blow, that he did well neare part the 
Head from the Shoulders. The King of 
Fraunce , who ftoode in Sight of this, 
came prefently unto hym, took hym a- 
bout the Mydle, and imbracing him, cal¬ 
led hym Beaufoiki whereat he fuppofed 
that the Kinge came to trie his Strength, 
and taking the Kinge alfo about the 
Midel, lifted hym up fomewhat high 
from the Ground: With which the Kinge 
was nothing difpleafed, but proffered 
hym a 'good Penfion to ferve hym. Sir 
John Ferrott (having the French Toungue) 

anfwered 
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anfwered, That he did humbly thanck his 
Majeftie for his large and bountifull Prof¬ 
fer, but he was a Gentleman that had 
Meanes of his owne to mayntayne hym- 
felfe, and if that he wanted ought, he 
knew that he ferved a gracious and a 
royall Prince, who would not fee him 
want, and to whom he had only vowed 
his Service duringe Life. 

Shortly, after Sir John Perrot re¬ 
turned from France , and came to the 
Court of England , where he lived at 
great Charge, and at foe high a Rate, as 
he grew into great Debt, and ranne fo 
farre into Arrearages, that he began to 
mortgage fome of his Lands, and yet 
did owe fome feven or eight Thowland 
Pounds, being like to AUexander the Great 
in this, who agaynft his Expedition into 
Ferjia did put moll Part of his Pof- 
feflions (belonging to the Crowne of 
M acedon) in Pawne. And being asked 
by Perdica 3 his chiefe Commander, what 
he left behynd hym, anfwered, Hope. 
So this Knight /pending his Patrimony 
(as many of his Yeres and Calling do 

now- 
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now-a-dayes, waftfully, and above their 
Habillitie) had lefte but a bare Hope to 
recover his Eftate. Yet he at Length 
did begin to bethink hymfelf, and to 
look back into his decaying Fortune, and 
foe grew much a grieved at his owne 
Prodigality. Infomuch that on a Time 
he walked out of the Court, into a Place 
where commonly the Kinge did ufe to 
come about that Hovvre; and there he 
began (either as knowing that the Kinge 
would come that Way, or elfe by 
Chaunce,) to complayne as it were a- 
gaynft hymfelf, unto hymfelf : How 
unfortunate and unwife he was, foe to 
confume his Livinge, having wafted 
a great Part of that in few Yeares, 
which his Aunceftors had gotten and en¬ 
joyed for many Yeres? And muft I 
(quoth he) be the Man that fhall over¬ 
throw my Howfe, which hath continued 
foe longe? It had byn better I had 
never byn born. And what fhall I doe 
(fayd he) to recover my Eftate ? So en¬ 
tered as it were into a Deputation with 
hymfelf, whether he were beft to fol¬ 
low the Court, or to leave the Court and 

fol- 
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follow the Warres $ for he feared that 
fliould he continew at Court, the King 
being yonge, and under Government, if 
upon his good Deferts the King fliould 
be pleafed to graunt him any Thing in 
Recompence of his Service, yet his Go¬ 
vernors, as the Lord-Protestor, and the 
Privey-Counfell, might gaynfay it, and 
foe he fliould rather runne into farther 
Arrearages, than recover his decayed For¬ 
tunes i but if he did retier hymfelfe 
into the Contrie, where he might live at 
lefle Charge, or betake hymfelfe unto 
the Warres, where he might get hymfelfe 
fome Place of Commaund, it might be 
a Meanes to fave his Revenewes, and to 
pay his Debtes. 

A s he was thus fadly debating the Mat¬ 
ter unto hymfelfe, the Kinge came behynd 
hym, and overheard moft of that which 
he fayd, who at length ftepped before 
him, and asked him. How now Perrott 
(quoth the Kinge) what is the Matter that 
you make this great Moane ? To whom 
Sir John Perrott anfwered. And it lyke 
your Majeftie, I did not thinck that your 
D High- 
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Highnefs had byn there: Yes, fayd the 
King, we heard you well inough : And 
have you fpent your Livinge in our Ser¬ 
vice,'and is the King fo yOnge, and un¬ 
der Government, that be cannot give yoti 
any Thinge in Recompence of your Ser¬ 
vice? Spie out futriwhat, and you fhall 
fee whether the Kinge hath not Power 
to beftow it on you, Than he moft hum¬ 
bly thanked his Majeftie, and Ihortly af¬ 
ter founde Out a' Concealment, which >as 
foone as he fought, the King bellowed it 
on hym, wherewith he paid the moift 
•part of his Debtes; and fo always after 
he became a better Husband, 

This Storie Sir Jobfi-Perrott would 
fometimes recounte unto his Frends, ac¬ 
knowledging it a gteate Bleifinge of God, 

! that had given him Grace in Time to 
look into his decaying Eftate, and fuch 
Means to recover the fame by the Healpe 
and Bountie of fo merciful and rare a 
yonge Prince as this noble Kinge Edward 
was, the like of whom, for Learninge, 
Witt, and Princely Pietie, hath feldom 
byn feene in foe yonge Yeres. This 

Ex- 
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Example allfo of Sir John Perron's Pro¬ 
digality and Recovery may ferve for the 
yonge Men of this Age, and of Time to 
come, to teach them (with the Prodigall 
Sonne fpoken of in the Gofpell, and 
with this Knight, whofe Life is here 
difcribed) to return Home in Time, and 
with the Eie of Confideration to look in¬ 
to theyr Eftates before all be fpent, leaft 
that Sentence be fayd of them, as Cato 
fayd of one Albidius , that he did proter - 
r viam facere ; which was an Adage, allu- 
dinge to the Fafhion of the Sacrifices, 
that whatfoever remayned Ihould be burnt. 
And fo in this foolifh Oblation of Prodi- 
galitie, and waftfiill mifpending, without 
Providence or Forefight, whatfoever the 
Belly confumeth not, they fett upon theyr 
Backs, whereby all is fpent and confu- 
med. 

A r t e r the Death of this towardlie and 
noble young Prince, King Edward, Queene 
M ary his Sifter cominge to the Crown, 
Sir John Perrott continewed likewife at 
-the Court, and was well accepted of a- 
mongft the beft and greateft Nobilitie.’ 

D v The 
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The Queene alfo did favour bym very 
well, and would fay, That file did lyke 
exceeding well of him, and had a Hope 
he would prove a worthy Subject, but that 
(as his Words were) he did fmell of the 
Smoake, meaninge thereby his Religion, 
for which he was called in Queftion by 
meanes of one — Gaderne , the Queenes 
Servant, and his Contrieman, who accu- 
fed Sir John Perrott , That he kept certain 
Proteftants, then called Hereticks, at his 
Howfe in Wales, as one Mr. Alexander 
Nowell , who was afterwards Dean of 
Litchfield. Mr.— Perrott his Unckle (who 
had byn Reader to Kinge Edward in the 
Greek Tongue) and one Mr. Banifter, 
with others, upon which Accufation he 
did not denie his own Religion, but was 
committed to the Fleete, yet being well 
frended, and the Queene favoring hym 
well, he was allowed to have his learned 
Counfell to come unto hymj and name¬ 
ly, one Mr. Nowell , Brother to the fore- 
named Dean, and foe by fuch Meanes 
as he made unto the Queene, he was 
releafed. Within a while he'weht to St. 
Quintin, where he had a Commaund un- 
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der the noble Erie of Pembrock , who did 
fpeciall Love and Favor to him fo farre 
that there was never any Unkyndnefs be¬ 
twixt them but once, which happened in 
this Sorte. Queene M ary did once give 
fpeciall Charge unto the Erie of Vembrock 
to fee that no Hereticks (meaning Proteft- 
tants) fliould remayne in Wales. When the 
Erie had receved this Command, coming 
Home to his Lodging, where Sir John Per¬ 
rott lay with his Sonne, Sir Edward Her¬ 
bert, , the Erie acquaynted bym what the 
Queen had given him in Charge, and told 
him, that inafmuch as the Queen had laid 
;his generall Burden on his Back, I muft 
(fayd he) Colfen Perrott eafe my felfe, and 
lay part of my Burden on you for thofe 
Partes as the three Shiers whereabouts you 
dwell and have Living. 1 know there is noe 
Man can doe more than your felfe, and 
therefor that Charge which the Queene 
hath given me for Walet in generall, the 
fame I muft give you in particular for that 
Syrcuite. To which Sir John Perrott an- 
fwered. Good my Lord (fayd he) 1 hope 
you know you may Command my Life 
and my Livinge, yet lay not 'that Bur- 
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den on me, but leave me to enjoy my 
Confcience, and I will not willingly med¬ 
dle with other Mens Confciences. To 
whom the Erie replied fumwhat angrily, 
"What, Sir John Perrott , will you be an 
Heretick with the refte ? Not fo my Lord, 
fayd he, for I hope my Religion is as 
found as yours or any Man’s elfe; and 
fo with fome other cholericke Speaches 
that Conference ended. 

I n the Morning Sir John Perrott arofe 
very early, and went abroad about his 
private Buflnefs, and returned back agayn 
by that Time the Erie was making hym 
readie (thinking that all Unkyndnefs had 
been paft) but the Erie, as foon as he 
efpied hym, asked, What! Sir John Per¬ 
rott , Who fent for you? He anfwered. 
Why, my Lord, I did not think you 
would have ask’d me that Queftion; and 
if I had imagined foemuch, you fliould 
have fent for me twile before I would 
have come once, and lhall doe foe before 
I come, hither agayn. As he was turn,- 
ing about to goe out of Doores, the Erie 
called upon hym to flay, for he would 

(peake 
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fpeake with hym; and fo they coming 
fomewhat neere, fell into fliarpe Words, 
and from fowle Wordes to fowle Play* 
that if they had not byn parted, much 
Hurt might have byn done. And foe Sir 
John Perrot was fayne to depart, not being 
able to make his Party good in that Place* 

This was not fo privatly done, or fo 
fecretly kept, but that it was publifhed, 
and Newes thereof came fpeedily to the 
Court, That the Earl of Pembrock and 
Sir John Perrott were fallen out; and the 
Caufe thereof was known to be for mat¬ 
ters of Religion ; which beinge brought 
unto the Queen’s Eares (as Princes fliall 
be fometimes inform’d of meaner Matters 
than this) Ihe grew greatly difpleafed 
therewith ; infomuch, that Sir John Per¬ 
rot , having at that Time a Suite unto 
the Queen, for the Caftle and Lordlhip 
of Carew (and a Promjfe thereof being 
made unto hym) when he came next un¬ 
to the Queen to renew his Suite, the 
Qpeene would fcarce look on hym, much 
lels give hym any good Anfwer; which 
he percevinge, determyned not to be fete 
D 4 from 
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from his Suite with aufteere Lookes, and 
fo preffcd fo neere to the Queene, that 
he fell upon fome Part of her Trayne, 
and befought her Majeftie, to remember 
fair Princely Promife made unto hym for 
CareWi wherewith fhe feemed highly of¬ 
fended, and in angry forte ask’d, What! 
Vernt , fayd fhe. Will you offer Violence to 
our Perfon ? Then he befought her of Par¬ 
don for his Boldnefs ; but fhe departed with 
much Indignation. At that Time, there 
was in London one Sir Thomas Jones , a 
Knight of good Judgement and Wifdom 
(who had married Sir John Perrott’s Mo¬ 
ther) he hearing what had happen’d, ad- 
vifed- Sir John Perrott to reconcyle hym- 
felfe unto the Erie of Pembrock , and to 
make hym a Meanes to pacifie the Queene, 
telling hym there was noe other way to 
recover hir Favor, and to avoyd prefent 
Perill. Sir John Perrott anfwered, that 
fithence the Erie had offer’d hym fuch Un- 
kindnefs, he could not feeke his Favour, al¬ 
though it coft hym his Life. But within 
ihort Time, Sir John Perrott found fuch 
Trends about the Queene, that fhe was 
content to remitte what was paft, in Hope 

he 
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he would be reformed in Religion, and to 
referre his Suite unto the Lords of her 
Privey Counfell. When he came before 
the Lords of the Counfell to know theyr 
Pleafures, whether it were convenient 
tliat he lhould have Carew, according to 
the Queenes Promife, there was amongft 
them one who bare greate Sway, the Buy- 
lhop of Winchejler: He had underftanding 
of Sir John PerrotU Dilpofition in Reli¬ 
gion, and of the Difference that had byn 
betwixt the Erie of Pembrock and hym > 
therefore he began vere fharpely to cenfure 
hym, and to tell hym; Sir John Perrott , 
fayd the Buyfhop, Do you come to feek 
Suites of the Queene ? I tell you, except 
you alter your Hereticall Religion, it were 
more fitt that the Queene ihould bellow 
Fagotts, than any Livinge on you; and fo 
lie pafs’d on with a very fevere Sentence 
againll hym. But when it came to the 
Erie of Pembrock to deliver his Opinion, 
he fpoke thus (as Sir John Perrott hym- 
felf hath related it) My Lords (quoth 
the Erie) I mull tell you my Opinion of 
this Man, and of this Matter, for the Man, 
1 thincke he would at this Time, if he 

could. 
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could, eat my Herte with Salte; but yet, 
notwithftanding his Stomacke towards me, 
I will give hym his dew, I hold hym to 
be a Man of good Worth, and one who 
hath deferved of hir Majefty in hir Ser¬ 
vice, as good a Matter as this which he 
ieaketh, and will noe doubt deferve bet¬ 
ter, if he reforme his Religion ; therfor 
lince the Qyeene has part her Gracious 
Promife, I fee noe Reafon but he Ihould 
have that which he feaketh. When they 
heard the Erie of Pembrnck fpeak foe favo¬ 
rably for hym, who they thought would 
have been mod vehement agaynft hym» 
then all the reft of the Counfell were con¬ 
tent that he fhould have his Suite, and foe 
made favorable Report thereof unto her 
Majeftie, who fhortly after graunted hym 
the fame. And he did ever after (as he 
had Caufe) acknowledge hymfelf much 
beholding unto the Erie of Pembrock , who 
in this, as in all things elfe, fhewed hym¬ 
felf moft honorable. For what better Te- 
ftimony could be given of a worthy he- 
roicall Mynd, then not only to forgett an 
Unkindnefs, but to fhew hymfelf moft 
kynd, when he had both Caufe and 

Meanes 
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Meanes to be revenged ; farre differing 
from the Difpofition of divers Noblemen 
now a Dayes, who would be glad to finde 
fuch an Opportunitie (as was then offered 
unto this Noble Erie) to work any of 
their Adverfaries Overthrow, who ihould 
fo deepely offend them. But this Noble¬ 
man bare a more heroicall Spirite, know¬ 
ing that to be trew which the Poet te- 
flifieth.

Sunder & infinni eft animi exiguiq; voluptaf 
Ultio , c ntinuo fic collige , quod 'vindifta 
Nemo magii gaudet quam fcctnina. 

He faith, that Defier of Revenge is a 
Signe of a meane, weak, and an abjeft 
Mynd j for that none do rejoyce in Re¬ 
venge more than Women: And foe on 
the other Sidey we fee many Times that 
forgetting artd forgeving of Injuries (efpe- 
cially, where there is Power to revenge) 
doth gayne more good Will, than the gev- 
ing of greate Rewards. Which is manifcft 
in tips Nobleman’s worthy Cariage, who 
was truly valiant and magnanimous j but 
not foe reVengefull as thole, whom Fear 

and 
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and Malice doth move to worke other 
Mens Overthrow. 

And this Example is here fett downe, 
as well to give this Noble Perfonage his 
due Prayfe, as to leave it for a Patterne of 
Imitation unto others. After this Paflage, 
Sir John Perron did always honor the Erie 
of Pembrocky as there was great Caufe he 
fhould, and the Erie did lykewife extra¬ 
ordinarily refpedt hym, as many others 
did in regard of his Perfonage, Witte, 
Valour, and Expertnes in Armes, which 
he did much exercife, although the Parti¬ 
culars be not here fett down. 

Whin Qpeen Mary had run out the 
Race of Mortality, her Sifter, our Sove- 
reigne of happie Memory now levinge, 
fucceeding her, moft Men (as the manner 
of the World is) came to prefent their 
Service to the new Princefle ; for it is true> 
that more do reverence the Sunne ryfinge 
then the Sun declyninge j amongft whom 
Sir John Perrott , not foe much to'follow a 
Multitude, or to hunt after Favor, as to 
offer the Oblation of that Zeale, which he 

had 
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had formerly profefled unto hir in the time 
of Affliction, came now as rejeycinge at the 
times Felicitie and the Princes Profperitie, 
unto Qjieen Elizabeth's Court before hir 
Coronation, who did gratioufly accept of 
his Service, fo that by the Princes Favor, 
his own Worthinefs, and the Comlinefs of 
his Perfonage, he was appoynted for one of 
the fower (as the Chronickles make men¬ 
tion) to carry the Canopy of Eftate over 
the Queeneat hir Coronation From which 
time he lived conformable to the Courfes 
prefcrib*d by the Qjieene, hir Counfell, and 
Lawes j and lhevved hymfelfe forwards in 
all Services for his Prince , and Countrie. 
But before we come to defcribe his ma- 
naginge of weightier Affayers j for hither¬ 
to youthful! Delightes, Court Intertayn- 
ments, and fometimes the Cariage of pri¬ 
vate Quarrells with Noblemen and 0 - 
thers had pofTeffed hym, and the Expence 
of a great part of his Time j therefore in 
the clofinge up of his youthfull Conditi¬ 
ons, we lhall declare one Pageant, which 
he played in the Prefence of the Queen, 
and it was thus. There was in the firft 
Year of Qiieen Elizabeth's Reign an Em- 

baflador 
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balTador from Francis lid Kinge of Frauncet 
as whofe being in England the King his 
Matter was flayn at Tylte, by the riling 
up of his Beaver, and the running of a 
Launce thorow the fame into the Kinge’s 
Head ; whereof Queen Elizabeth had 
fpeedy Advertifement by hir Leidger in 
Fraunce , and file propofing either to com¬ 
fort the Leidger for the Death of the Kinge 
his Matter,- or elfe to conceal the fame 
from him as long as Ihe might, whereof 
he then feemed ignorant, and made no 
outward Show of Sorow j Hir Majeftie 
then tooke the late flayne French Kinge’s 
Leidger with hir into the Parke at Gren- 
wich , where Tentes were fet up, and a 
Banquet provided. As Ihe patted through 
the Parke Gate, a Page prefented a Speech 
unto hir, fignifyinge that there were cer- 
tayne Knights come from a farre Contrie, 
whoe had dedicated theyr Services.unto 
theyr feverall Miftrefles, being Ladies for 
Beautie, Virtue, and other Excellencies 
(as they deemed) incomparable j and> 
therefore, they had vowed to advance 
theyr Fame thorow the World, and to 
adventure Combate with fuch that Ihould 

be 
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be foe hardie as to affirm, that there 
were any Ladies lb excellent as the Saints 
which they ferved. And hearing greate 
Fame of a Lady which kept hir Court 
thereabouts, both for hir own Excellencie 
for the Worthinefs of many renowned 
Knights which Ihe kept, they were come 
thither to trie whether any of her Knights 
would incounter them for the Defence of 
their Miftrefles Honor. When this Speech 
was ended, the Qyeene told the Page, 
“ Sir Dwarfe, you give me very Ihorte 
<£ Warninge, but I hope your Knightes 
“ lhall be anfwered : ” And then looking 
about, lhe asked the Lord Chamberlayne, 
Shall vve be out-bragged by a Dwarfe ? 
No, and it lyke your Majeftie, anfwered 
; he. Let but a Trumpett be founded, and 
•*it lhall be feene 1 that you keepe Men at 
Armes inough to anfwer any proud Chal¬ 
lenges. Then was the Trumpett founded, 
and immediately there ylfued out of the 
Eaft Lane at Grenwich divers Pentioners 
gallantly armed, and mounted. The 
: Chiltengers were the Erie of Ormond , the 
Lord North , and Sir John Perrott ; pre¬ 
sently upon their coming forth, the Chal¬ 
lengers 
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lengers prepar’d themfelves to run cer- 
tayne Courfes in the Fielde agaynfte all 
Commers j amongft the reft of the Defen¬ 
dants, there was one Mr. Cornwallys , a 
tall Gentleman and a good Man at Armes, 
to whofe turne it fell at length to runne 
agaynfte Sir John Perrott. As they both 
incountered. Sir John Perrott ( thorough 
the Unftedines of his Horfe, and the Un- 
certayntie of Courfes in the Field ) chan¬ 
ced to run Mr. Cornwallys thorow theHofe 
fcarringe his Thigh, and fumwhat hurting 
his Horfe j wherewith he being offended, 
and Sir John Perrott difcontented, as they 
were both cholericke, they fell into a 
Challenge to run with fliarpe Launees 
without Armour in the Prefence of the 
Queene, which her Majeftie hearing of, 
would not fuffer it; but with good Pet- 
fuafions pacified them : So they were re¬ 
conciled, and the Combat ended after 
certayne Courfes performed on both Sydes 
by the Challengers and Defendants, . I 

And, after the finifhing of thefe Field. 
Exercifes, hir Majefty did invite the French 
Leidger to the Banquett provided in a Pa¬ 
vilion

Vilion in the Parke $ but he belyke having 
receved then Advertifement of the King, 
his Majefties Death, prayed Pardon of her 
Majeftie for refufinge to be Partaker of a- 
ny pleafant Banquett at that Time, when 
all Shewes and Intertaynmentes founded 
nothing but Sorow into his Eares and 
Senfes, for the Death of his Matter and 
Soverayne the Kinge of Fraunce. After¬ 
wards Sir John Perrott did confinew by 
interchangable Courfes, fometimes at the 
Court, fometimes in the Contrie, and at 
all Times in the Service of his Prince, 
wherein he was very forward, whether 
Abroad or at Home, untill the Year 1572; 
at which Time it pleafed the Prince and 
State to imploy him in Foreyne Affayers, 
and to make hym the firft Lord Prefident 
of Monfter in Ierland 3 being then a Pro¬ 
vince much difordered and defolate, waft¬ 
ed by Means of the Erie of Defmond’s 
Warres and Rebelion, and thorow the 
continual Spoyles, Burnings and Deftroy- 
ihg of the Queenes good Subjects by the 
Rebells there j and efpecially by the mer- 
dles, blody Deedes of 'James Fitz-Moris, 
the Erles Senefhall or Lifetenant, and the 

E chief 
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chief ACtov in all thofe crewel Devafta- 
tions. He was a Man very valiant, poli- 
ticke and learned as any Rebell hath byn 
of that Nation for many Yeres. 

- Against hym, with the reft of his 
Accomplices, was Sir John Ferrott fent to 
be President of Monfier y and he landed at 
Waterford the firft of March 1572, being 
St. David's- Day. And within three Dayes 
of his landing, the Rebell James Fitz- 
Moris burned the Town of KyUtnalog, 
hanged the Soveraigne of that Town, and 
others of the Townfmen (as many as he 
could take) at the high Crofs in the Mar¬ 
ket-Place, and caried all the Plate and 
Wealth of the Towne with hym; with 
which Intertaynment Sir John Ferrott, 
the new Prelident, was much difeontent- 
ed, and therefore halted unto Dublyn y to 
take his Oath of the Lord Deputie, Sir 
Henry Sidney , with Porpofe to prefent the 
Rebells with fliarpe and Ipeedy Warre, 
at his Return from Dublyn to Coorlie, which 
was about the 10th of April following. 
He firfte gathered and lodged his own 
Companies there, havinge with hym two 

Companies 
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Companies of Foote, under the Command 
of Captayne Bowler , and Captayne Furfe ,' 
befyds 200 lrifh Soldiers of Herne and 
Galleglajfes ; alfo he had with him his 
owne Troupe of Horfe, which were of 
the Qiieenes Intertaynment, and of his 
owne Servants 100 Horfe, and Captayne 
Abfiow commanded under hym as many. 
With thefe he went to Kyllmalog , the late 
wafted Towne, where he lodged hymlelfe 
m a Howfe half burned, and about a Se- 
veneth, and he made a Proclamation, 
That as many of the Townefmen as fled, 
and were Jivinge after the faid Slaughter, 
mould returne Home,- which they did 
perform accordingly, and began to buyld 
their Gates, to repayre the Towne-Walles, 
and to re-edifie their Howies as well as they 

might in fo Ihort a Time after fo greate a 
Spoyle. , s 


Before the Lord Prelident’s Depar¬ 
ture from Kylltnalog, one Night the Crie 
of theCountrie was up, That the Rebells 
had befet the Lord Rocb his Caftell, burnt 
his Baurne, flayne feme of his People, 
and taken away a great many of hisCat- 
E 2 ' tell. 
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tell. Which Alarom being given, the 
Lord Prefident fuddaynly aroafe, armed 
hymfelfe, took with hym his own Troupe 
of Horfe, and Captayne Abjlovos , leav¬ 
ing the Foot-Bands behynd to guard the 
Towne, and foe he purfued the Rebells, 
being in Number 200, whom he over- 
tooke at a Place called Knocklonga , with¬ 
in three Myles of Arlange Wood ; there 
the Rebells fell to the Bogges, as their 
beft Faftnes, and left theyr Preie. The 
Lord Prefident caufed his Men to light 
from theyr Horfes, to ryppe off their 
Bootes, and to leppe into the Bogges, tak¬ 
ing with them theyr Petronels and Light- 
Horfemens Staves infteede of Pykes, with 
which they charged the Enemie in the 
Bogges, overthrew them, and cut off fifty 
of their Heads, which they carried Home 
with them unto Kyllmalog , and put the 
Heads round about the Crofle, which 
were knowen by the Townefmen that the 
Prefident fent for from Lymbricke , who 
had lately loft theyr Goods, and then he 
reftored unto the Lord Rcch all his Cat- 
tell. 


Then 
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Then the Lord Prefident, after he 
had comforted and ftrengthned the Townf- 
men of Kyllmalog , he departed towards 
Lymbricke , and on the Way came to a 
Caftell of Fybott Burk , who had byn in 
A&ion with James Fitz-Moris , but af¬ 
terward they flew one another j there the 
Prefident demaunded the Jjteyes of the 
Caftell, and that he might enter. Which 
they not only denied, but fliutt the 
Prefident’s People out of the Caftell, they 
having about forty Soldiers in it. The 
Prefident thereupon caufed the Caftell to 
be undermyned, which was within three 
Hours ihaken on the one Side, that Part 
of the Wall fell to the Ground, which 
flew fome of the Re bells within : Where¬ 
upon the Wife of Fybott Burk did yeild 
hir felf, with her Sonne, and the Caftell, 
into the Hands of the Prefident, wholefte 
there thirty Englijhmen to guard the Ca¬ 
ftell, and he departed to Lymbrick , to re- 
ceve the Lords that came unto hym, as 
the Earl of Tomond , O'Hones, Defmond , 
and others, as alfo to fettle that Part of 
the Contrie. 

E 3 From 
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From Lytnbrick the Lord President 
went to C.ajhill, and ion the Way there 
was a Caftell held by the Rebells, which 
he caufed to be fet on Fier, by {hooting 
of Fier up into the Topp, which was cove¬ 
red with Thach, he commaunded his Men 
to light from theyr Horfes to do the Exe¬ 
cution, who lefte their Horfes with their 
Footeboys hard by to feed ; but the Noyfe 
of the Caftell at the Fall thereof, and the 
Sight of the Fier, did fo fright the Horfes, 
that they broke loofe from the Boys which 
helde them, and ranne into the Woods, 
where they were taken and caried away 
by the Rebells which lay in the Woods. 
but fhortly after the Prefident recovered 
moft of his Hor fes agayne. When he came 
to Cafoill, there he hanged feven of the 
Grafy Marchants, being fuch as bring Bread 
and Aquavita, and other Provifions unto 
the Rebells ,• the Soverayne of the Towne 
hardly efcaped that Puniihment. From 
Cajhill the Lord Prefident went to Fether 
and Clotnell , and to Sir Edward Butler’s 
Contrie, where he took hischiefe Caftell, 
it being yielded, and alfo Pledges for his 

Fidelitie $ 
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Fidelities alfo he took in other Holds, 
and fo went up to G trick, the Erie of Or¬ 
mond's Howfe, whom he appoynted (af¬ 
ter fome abode there) to meet hym at 

Cork. 

When the Prefident came to Corke, 
[i ultimo Mait] he affembled there the chief 
Lords of the Province, which came un¬ 
to hym, as the Erie of Ormond, Qyncarty 
and Tomond ; the Lord Bury, the Lord 
Roch, the Lord Cor fey, Mackcarty, Reuch, 
Gormond Mack-Teage, and almoft all the 
Lords, fave fuch as were out in Rebelion ; 
he appoynted them to gather theyr Forces, 
and to meet him within a Moneth after, 
meaning to follow the Rebells wherefo- 
ever they went, and foe they did. 

For firft the Lord Prefident drew all 
his Forces into the white Knight's Con- 
trie, takinge two of his Caftefls, burnt 
mahy of his Howfes, and drave hym into 
the Woods. From thence he march’d 
with his Power unto Arlaugh Woods, be-' 
ing the Rebells chiefe Place of Strength, 
and following them there for a while, he 

E 4 returned 
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returned unto Corke to refrefh his Men, and 
fo went into Mac Swines Contrie j there 
he flew many of the Rebells, and hanged 
. as many as he might. take, whom the 
Marfhiall executed always as he went a- 
long j fo that they took a great Prie, fpoyl- 
ed all the Enimies Contrie, and with con¬ 
tinual Travell wore out all their Provi- 
fion, having noe Corn in the Contrie left 
to make them Bread, which the Prefident 
hymfelfe wanted for divers Dayes j their 
chief Suftenance being the Mylke of 
thofe Kine which they had taken, and fo 
they brought 2500 Kine with them to 
Cork, after two Month's Travell, purfuing 
the Rebells from Place to Place. 

JAMES Titz-Moris finding his Forces 
weakened, and that beinge foe followed 
without Intermiflion, he could not conti- 
new longe, except he were fupplied with 
fome Farayrie ' Ayde, did therefore draw 
over into Monfler , 500 Scotti/h, Irijh 3 or 
Redfhanks, out of the Iflands, with whom 
he thought hymfelfe able to make Refin¬ 
ance againft the Prefident’s Power, having 
1000 Followers of his owne. The Pre- 
.. ' fidef^ 
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fident hearing of bis Power, did lykewife 
prepare to incounter with hym, and fent 
for the Lords of that Contrie, as the 
Lord Roch, the Lord Bury, Sir Gormond 
Mack-Teag, and others, with whom he 
went agaynft the Rebells, and met them 
in the Woods, within the County of Urn- 
brick, where they had as it were intrench¬ 
ed themfelves upon the Skyrte of a Wood ,* 
the Lord Prefident viewing the Campe, 
fent them Word, That he was come to 
give them Battayle, and would flay for 
them in the Playne, if they would come 
forth to fight with hym; but they being 
not willing foe to doe, anfwered, That 
there they flayed for hym, and from thence 
they would not goe. Which he percev- 
Ing, prepared his People to Battayle, and 
charge them. Soe he placed the Irijh 
Lords, and others of the better Sort, with¬ 
in the Body of the mayne Battayle, tel¬ 
ling them. That he was not willinge to ex- 
pofe them to the uttermoft Danger, which 
he did out of this Politicke Confidera- 
tion, knowing that thereby the Lords (if 
any of them were ill mynded or fearfull) 
fliould be kept in from running away, and 

that 
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that theyr Followers would flick to it the 
better, feeing theyr Lords ingaged. Which 
the Prefldent had the more Reafon to .doe, 
becaufe of Eleven Hundred then in his 
Company, three Partes at the leaft were 
Jrijh: So with this good Order and Refo- 
lution he fet on the Rebells, who were 
about 1500 ftrong, and brake them, kil¬ 
ling eleven Score of the Rebells and their 
'Aydersj whereupon they made their Re- 
trayte towards the Northe, and fb 'James 
Titz-Moris grew weake agayne. 

. F R O m thenceforwards the Prefident 
followed his good Fortunes and his Foes, 
with fuch Earneftnefs, that feldom would 
they come to fight with hym, except it 
were light Skyrmezes, and that upon greate 
Advantage. Which he percevinge, pur- 
fued them Night and Day in Perfon, even 
in the Winter, and lay out many Nights 
in the Field both in Frofte and Snow, en? 
during fuch Hardnes, that I have heard 
two of fys Followers, yet living, report 
that of hym, as were they not Men of 
good Credit, it would hardly be beleved, 
the one of them being prefent when fol¬ 
lowing 
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lowing of Kerne thorow ‘the Woods, 
where they could not ride. The Lord 
Prefident hymfelf took fuch Paynes in 
inarching, that with the Earneftnes of 
purfuing, and the Deepnefs of the foule 
Ways in the mideft of Winter, he loft one 
of his Shoes, and fo went on a pretty Way 
without his Shoe, or without feelinge the 
Loife of it, till at length it beganne to 
payne him fo much, that he refted on this 
Gentleman’s Shoulder, and told hym there 
was fomewhat which greved his Foote, fo 
lifting up his Legge, the Gentleman told 
hym. My Lord, you have loft your Shoe. 
Tis noe matter, quoth he, as long as the 
Leggs lafte we will find Shoes, and foe 
calling for another Payer, he marched on 
ftill. At another Time, being abroad-in 
Service, they incamped neere a Wood, 
where the Prefident lay in his Tent, hav¬ 
ing for his Guide fome of his Servants, 
and certayne Gailyglajf ?/. The Galliglaf 
fes had gotten a Hogge, which they roaft- 
ed after their Manner by a great Tier 
neere the Prefident, and when they had 
halfe roafted it (with halfe the Hayerabont 
jt) they began to make Partition therof, 

and 
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and one of them in great Kindnefs, did 
reach a Peece to one of the Prefident’s Ser¬ 
vants, being a Gentleman of good Sorte 
(and a Juftice of the Peace in his Contrie, 
yet livinge) the Prefident percevinge it> 
told him, James (quoth he) this was 
good Meate in fuch a Place, meaninge his 
Dwelling.' To whom the Gentleman 
anfwered. And it pleafe you, it is good 
Meat here amongft thefe Men; but if it 
were at Home, I would fcarce give it to 
my Doggs. This and the lyke Paynes, 
Danger and Travell, did the Lord Prefi¬ 
dent putt hymfelfe and his People unto 
for a long Time, belyke following the 
Counfell of the Poet, which fayth, 

; Perfer (J obdura , dolor hie tibi proderit olim; 

S/epe tulit fejfis Juccus amarus rpern. 

And by this Meanes did the Lord Prefi¬ 
dent fo infeeble James Fitz-Moris , with 
all his Adherents, that they durft not ihow 
themfelves in open hoftile Manner, as they 
were wont to do j but now they began to 
betake themfelves to Slightes, and to play 
leaft in Sight, and to feeke all Meanes of 

protracting 
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protrading the Lord Prefident’s invading 
them. As for Example, James Fitz- 
Moris (who in all thefe Feates was his 
Craftes-mafter) knowing, that the Lord 
Prefident did defier nothing more than the 
finifhing of thofe Warres, and the fubdu- 
inge of thofe Rebells, made fhew that he 
alfo was willing to finilh the fame with 
Combate or fingle Fight, and did fend 
the Lord Prefident Word thereof, as be¬ 
lieving that the Prefident’s longinge for a 
fpeedie Yflue, and his Expedation thereof 
would keepe hym for a Time from far¬ 
ther Adion, and proceeding agaynft the 
Rebells ,• and foe indeede it tooke the fame 
Effed, for James Fitz-Moris did firft of¬ 
fer to fight with fiftie of his Horfemen, 
agaynft the Lord Prefident, and fiftie of 
his, which the Lord Prefident willingly 
accepted, and made Choyfe of foe many, 
whereof moft were his owne Servants; 
but when the Time of Performance came, 
James Fitz-Moris made Excufe, and fent 
Word that he would willingly fight with 
the Lord Prefident in fingle Combate, 
Hand to Hand. To which Meflage the 
Lord Prefident fent Anfwer, That al¬ 
though 
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though he knew there was a Difference 
betwixt theyr Perfons and theyr Places, 
yet he would willingly accept his Chal¬ 
lenge for the finifhing of the Warres. 
Then the Time, Place, and Manner of 
his Combate was concluded on, the Place 
appoynted at Amely , an old Towne, fix 
Miles from KyUmallock. The Weapons 
that were affigned to fight withall, was 
by James Fitz-Moris appoyntment. Sword 
and Targett, and they Ihould be both 
clad in Irijh TroufTes, which the Prefident 
did provide of Scarlett, and was redie ac¬ 
cording to appoyntment, faying, <c Thatal" 
cc though he knew James Fitz-Moris to be 
<c his Inferior in all Refpe&s, yet he would 
“ reckon it a Life well adventured, to be- 
“ reve fuch a Rebell of his Life. 

Thither came the Lord Prefident, 
and thither came moft of the Nobilitie 
and Gentlemen of that Province, to fee 
this Combatt performed. When the 
Time of Performance came, James Fitz - 
Moris came not, but fent a cunning and 
fubtle Excufe, by one Cow Roe Oharnan , 
beinge an Irijh Poet, faying, That he would 

not 
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not fight with the Lord Prefident it all, 
not foe much for feare of his Life, but 
becaufe on his Life did depend the Safe- 
tie of all fuch as were of his Party. For 
faid he, if I lhould kyll Sir John Perrott , 
the Queene of England can fend another 
Prefident into this Province, but if he do. 
kyll me, there is none other to fucceede 
me, or to command as I doe, therefore I 
will not willingly fight witli hym, and. fo 
tell hym from me. When the Lord Pre¬ 
fident herd this, he was much difcontent¬ 
ed, that he had fuffered hymfelf to be 
thus abufed, and that he had loft fo much 
Time and Opportunitie, therefore he vow¬ 
ed, without Delay, to hunt the Foxe out 
of his Hoole (as he fayd).. 1 And befyds his 
owne Diligence, he did earneftly incorage 
and charge.all the Noblemen of the Con- 
trie to ufe their bell Meanes for the fub- 
duing of that fubtle and perilous Rebell j 
Amongft the reft, he wrote unto the Erie of 
Ormond , whom lie loved well, a moft er- 
neft and reprehenfive Letter, as it follow- 
eth: 
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My very good Lord, 

<£ T T a v i n g e foe convenient a MeP 
<c JLJL finger, I may not but trouble 
£C your Lordfliip with thefe few Lines; 
££ wherein I muft impart unto you, that 
££ fix Days paft having Conference with 
t£ fome one your good Frende, about 
££ Caufes of lerland , among other Speeches 
££ yourLordihipes Service againft the Erie 
££ of Defmond was comuned of, wherein, as 
<£ you were greatly commended for your 
£C honorable Service agaynft hym at the 
“ firft entery into the fame; fo there paf- 
w fed fome Speaches, that now of late 
‘ c you did not fo earneftly profecute the 
<c Rebells as it was thought you might 
‘‘ have done, confidering the Number of 
« c Englijhmen that remayne now in lerland , 
<c your own Forces, and the Weaknes of 
tc the Rebells. And, my Lord, as I have 
* c ever loved and honored you, fo it can- 
<£ not but grieve me, if any Way you 
££ ihotild be imputed flack, or to ufe any 1 
££ Kind of Policie in fo good a Caufe. 
££ And if your Lordfliip fhould not doe

By this Letter it appereth how carefull 
the Lord Prefident was to have the Re¬ 
bells thorowly profecuted, and how jea¬ 
lous he was of the Erie of Ormondes Ho¬ 
nor and Reputation, whom tho’ he loved 
moft deerely (for they had been fworne 
Brothers ever fynce the Coronation of 
Kinge Edward) yet the Lord Prefident 
preferred the Love to his Countrie, and 
the Service of his Prince, before any par¬ 
ticular Love to any Perfon, tho’ never fo 
noble or honorable, which made hym 
write fo playnly and boldely as few would 
have done the Lyke, unto the Erie of Or¬ 
mond, who was in high Eftimation in the 
Contrie, and was in greate Favor with his 
Prince. For he might well conceve that it 
would much offend the Erie to be touched 
with any Sufpicion in fuch Sorte, he hav¬ 
ing 
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ing ever carried hymfelf fo honorably in 
the Eies of the World, and in the Opini¬ 
on of the Frigjifb State, that none of his 
Nation had that general good Eftimation. 
And therefore, whether the want of 
Viftuells, or fome other fpecial Impedi¬ 
ment, did flay the Erie from that fpeedie 
and effe&uall profecuting of the Rebells, 
as the Prelident did then expert, I may 
not undertake to determyne: Only this 
we may with Reafon conclude, That the 
Lord Prefident feemed too playne in this 
Exhortation, as his Manner was in all 
other his Dealinges, which in the End 
was the Caufe of his Confulion. Now 
as the Prefident was earneft to put for¬ 
wards others in the Queenes Service, to 
fupprelfe thefe Rebells and their Confede¬ 
rates: So was he nothing backwards hym¬ 
felf to lee the lame executed in his owne 
Perfon, which he did defire to be alfifted 
by others ; for prefently he fought after, 
and at the length found out the Ringe- 
leader of the Rebells, James Fit z-Moris, 
whom he overtooke not farre from a’ 
Biidge, but not in that Sort as he fought $ 
for it fell out thus, that James Fitz-Mo-

rii , who now drew his Breath by Shifted 
and Slightes, fuffered a falfeSpieto come 
unto the Lord Prefident, with Protefta- 
tion and Oathes, That he knew where 
James Fitz-Moris was lodged, with lefs 
then xxx Perfons in his Company, and 
that if the Prefident would come with 
Expedition, he might be fuer to take the 
Rebell in that Manner this Night, with¬ 
out Danger; and for Confirmation where¬ 
of he offer’d not Words aloane, but the 
Adventure of his Life to goe with them ; 
and if it were not foe, let hym be the 
firft Man that Ihould die for it. With 
which defperate Pawne of Life (the Pre¬ 
fident, with others who were neerefl him, 
were perfuaded to take that Opportunity 
for the apprehending of foe notorious a 
Rebell. This being after Supper, the Pre¬ 
fident caufed fome xxx of his People to 
arme themfelves, and he with them 
took Horfe, not flaying for any more Com¬ 
pany, leaf! they Ihould loofe fo good an 
Opportunitie as they then hoped for* 
fome fower others followed after them as 
foon as they could make redie: As they thus 
polled on to the Place where it was fayd 

that 
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that this Traytor Ihould be fo flenderly 
guarded, they came up to the Place to¬ 
wards the Dawninge of the Day, where 
James Fitz-Moris lay in Ambufli under a 
Hill, with fewer or five Hundred Foot, 
and above feme Fourfcore Horfe, whom 
the Prefident nor his People could not 
efpie, (it beinge but the Dawninge of the 
Day, and they lying under the Covert of 
a Hyll) untill two or three of his Horfe- 
men were within the Reach of the Re¬ 
bells, who charged them j and there the 
Prefident’s Secretary, called Trewbrigg, 
being one of the foremoft, was flayne, 
and about a Hundred Pounds of his Ma¬ 
ilers Money, which he caried with hym, 
was taken from hym. The Prefident per- 
ceving how he was intrapped, when others 
would have retired, and would have hym 
returne, faying it was his beft Safetie, 
confidering his fmall Number, and the 
Multitude of the Rebells j he anfwer- 
ed. That he would not do foe, for 
he had rather die fighting than runninge 
away; and therefore he bid them to charge 
Home with hym, and he was one of the 
foremofl: hymfelf (as they fay who were 
F 3 there 
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there, and are yet livinge) fo that he en- 
countred with one of the Rebells, and 
run hym with his Launce thro’ a Skirt of 
Male, wherewith he unhorfed his Ene¬ 
my, and flood over hym, redie to ftrike 
hym agayne as he arofe. In the meane 
Time, there came in another Horfeman of 
the Rebells Side behynd hym, thincking 
to have run hym thorow behynd (having 
forced his Horfe to lepe upon a Banke or 
Ledge to reach this Rebel 1, whom he un¬ 
horfed) the other behynd being redie to 
punch the Prefident with his Staff over- 
band, as the Maner of the Jrijh Charge 
is; but one George Greame , a valiant Gen¬ 
tleman, now a Knight, and a Captain yet 
livinge in Jerland , came in to refcew the 
Prefident, and run the Rebell thorow be¬ 
fore lie could give the Prefident that 
deadly Blow which he purpofed. With 
that they charged others afrefli, and were 
furcharg’d tbemfelves with Multitudes, 
havinge they re Handes full; fo that the 
Prefid ent’s Horfe was almoft fpent, and 
yet he would not give over. But by the 
Report of fome now livinge (who were 
prefent, and whofe Eftates and Condi¬ 
tion 
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tion of Life deferve goode Creditt) The 
Lord Prefident was left three Times that 
Morninge one of the laft in the Fielde, 
ftill encouraging his Men to come up and 
charge anew, for he was once near taken, 
and hardly refcued, fo that lurely he had 
been flayn or taken, if an extraordinary 
Accident (or rather, as we may truly fay, 
a Divine Appoyntment) had not pre- 
(erved him. For at the laft, one Cap- 
tayne Bowler , with fower more that made 
themfelves redie as loon as they might, 
came after. And they appering upon the 
Toppe of the Hyll, James Fitz-Moris fup- 
pofed it had been Captain Bowler , with 
hys Company, and the reft of the Eng¬ 
lish Forces that were coming with a Sup- 
plie. Whereupon James Fitz-Moris, ym- 
mediatly made his Soldiers to retire, lb 
that the Prefident was delivered from a 
very greate Danger, whereto he fell, by 
giving Credite to a wandring Spiall, which 
made him more circumfpeft, and lefs 
credulous of any fuch Reports or falfe In¬ 
telligence ; and yet he ceafed not to fol¬ 
low after the Rebells with his Forces, in 
fuch Sorte, that lhortiy after he overtooke 
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James Fitz-Moris , with his Companies of 
Kerne, near a Bridge, and not far from a 
.Wood Syde, where the Rebell finding 
himfelf fo clofely purfued, that he could 
hardly efcape without fome Slight, did 
prefent devife to fend towards the Prefi¬ 
dent one, as it were a Herald, with a 
white Cloth on the Top of a Spear, in 
token of Parley; which being perceved, 
the Prefident imagining that he would 
bring fome Newes, flayed his Companies 
from marching forward, to know what 
Meffage this ftrange Herald brought with 
hym, who to delay Time offered cer- 
tayn Conditions of Submiflion, but not 
fuch as the Lord Prefident expe&ed, or 
would accept of. In the mean Time, the 
fubtle Rebbell, James Fitz-Moris , clofe¬ 
ly conveyed his Kerne over the Bridge into 
the Wood, and fo efcaped for that Time. 
Whereat the Lord Prefident was wonder¬ 
fully difpleafed j yet nevertheles, thisDe- 
yife did but a very little protrad Time, 
and exafperate the Prefident with more 
Defier and Induftrie to follow hym, and 
to finilh the Warres, which were now al- 
moft at an Ende. for within fmall Time, 
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the Pre/Ident givinge the Rebells no reft, 
or leaving them any Means of Maynte- 
nance, did difperfe the Power of James 
Fitz-Moris , and made hym glad to fe- 
parate his fmall Numbers, and to' hide his 
Head, without any Strength or Number 
of Men to accompany hym. So that he 
was Forced to feek and fue for Pardon, of¬ 
fering to fubmit hymfelf to the Qiieene’s 
Mercy. Which at length the Lord Pre¬ 
sident did confent unto, and James Fitz- 
Moris came to KiUmallock, where in the 
Church the Lord Prefident caufed hym to 
lie proftrate, taking the Poynt of the, 
Lord President's Sword next to his Heart, 
in Token that he had receved his Life at 
the Queene’s Hands, by fubmitting hym¬ 
felf unto her Mercy. And foe he tooke a 
folemn Oath to be and continew a trew 
Subject unto the Queene and Crowne of 
England, whereby the Province of Moun¬ 
ter was much quieted, and maynteyned 
in as good Peace as any Part of Ierland } 
which the Lord Prefident’s owne Letters, 
written to the Erie of Warwick, and o- 
ther his honorable Frends doth teftifie; 
£he Copies whereof are as followeth: 

My 
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My very good Lord, 

Were much to be condemned , if ( what- 
/o£W Bufines 1 had) 1 would leave 
your honorable Letters unanfwered, thincking 
my felf much beholding to you for the wri¬ 
ting of fuch as I have receved s affuring 
you , that 1 have fent unto you two feverall 
Letters before this Time , which if they 
were not trewly delivered , bejhrew the 
JJertes of the Carriers. Tour Lordjhipp 
Jhall never have Occafion to thincke Un- 
kindnes in me, but that I will be as redie to 
honor you, as any who wijheth you befl, 
after Troble, Toyling, fome Hazard, run¬ 
ning up and down after Kernes (with as 
iU Legges as your Lordjhipp hath.) And be¬ 
ing let with moft of the fine Heades of this 
Land (as well Englifti as Irifli) to bring 
that to pafs which I was fent hither for, 
I have now, l thancke God, in the Land, 
compajjed that , in bringing her Majejlies 
'Subjetfes here to Obedience, as I truft her 
Highnes may (land fatisfied therewith ; for I 
know not any Kerne abroad at this prefent 
flower, neither neede any Man feare to 
Travell thorow any Tart of this Province 

Without 
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without Weapon or Affurance. T he idell 
Sort fall as fajl unto the jPlow y as they were 
wont to runne unto Mifchief. lean fay noe 
more , but whatfoever it Jhall pleafe the 
Qyeene's Majeftie to command here , it Jhall 
be done. 1 under (land that the Erie of Ef- 
fex, with a great Rout , intendeth the Con- 
quejl of the North , for her Majefties Ser- 
vice, l wijh hym good Succeffe; but for 
hymfelf , I care not what cometh thereof for 
he and bis Frendes have fought as much to 
difcredit me m my Abfence y as in them lay . 
But 1 thank the Queene's Majeftie they were 
not beleved , neither was there any Cauje. 
If they lie on me, chide for your poor Bro- 
ther y &c. From Corke, this xiiiith of

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This Letter Iheweth unto what Sub¬ 
jection and Tranquilitie the Lord Prefi¬ 
dent had reduced that Province, and how 
he was hindred by his Enemies (altho’ 
they were the Queene’s SubjeCtes) to do 
her Majeftie Service. Alto it is manifeft 
hereby, what Complaynts were made in 
England againft hym in his Abfence, for 
there did never want thofe which would 
be ready to fett forwards, and to further 
his Adverfarys in artickliug and petition¬ 
ing againft hym to the Queene and Counfell, 
whereof he complayn’d to this honoura¬ 
ble Erie that loved hym fo deerely that 
he did always call hym Brother , and 
would be redie ftyll to anfwer for hym in 
his Abfence. At that very Time, the 
Lord Prefident wrote the lyke Letter 
unto the Erie of SuJJex , fomewhat of the 
fame Subject, firft acknowledging, That 
he had receved a Letter from the Erie of 
SuJJex, who thereby feemed glad that 
the Lord Prefident had purged hymfelf, 
touching that he was charged with, a- 
bout a Marfigllian Shipp that came into 
Mounjler . 

And 
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and fo lykewife the Erie wilhed that 
he might unburden hymfelf of the reft, 
for which the Lord Prefident did thanck 
his Lordlhip, as one whom he knew did 
wifti hym well for old Acquaintance, and 
told hym in thefe Termes : Truly, my 
Lord, there is noe Man that hath been 
more wronged than your Lordlhip, touch- 
inge your Jrijh Service, whereby I think 
you may the better (untill Proffe be had) 
excufe any one that ferveth here, who is 
ill reported of. He faid alfo. That for 
his own Part, fithence almoft xlv Years 
had palled hym, he were worfe than 
madd, if either Pelfe Ihould caufe, or 
light Toy move hym to do that which 
Ihould palfe the Boundes of Reafon or 
Honeftie. And further, he telleth the 
Erie of Suffex , That your Lordlhip hath 
knowen me, I am fure, thefe xxvi Yeres 
at the leaft, during which Time you ne¬ 
ver knew me do any dilhoneft Deede s 
perhapps fome willfullnes you may remem¬ 
ber that I have committed, whereof your 
Lordlhip hath feen part your felfe. I 
ask of my trends no more but one Thinge, 

Never 
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Never to love me , if any ill 'Xhinge can be 
layd to my Charge before or fynce my coming 
into Ierland, can be proved true. Whatfo- 
everl have done, I am able to anfwerthe 
doeing therof, either by Commiflion or 
Reafon. And touching the Lord Prefi- 
dent’s Service, and the State of that 
Contrie, he informs the Erie of Sujfex by 
that Letter, That he had ftaied in Moun¬ 
ter but only one Hundred Englijh Foote- 
men, whom he ceafed and placed in feve- 
ral Townes of that Province, in fuch 
Sort as theyr Aboad there was neither 
chargeable greatly unto hir Majefty nor 
hir Subjects, upon whom they were pla¬ 
ced. Which whenfoever there Ihould be 
any neede of them, he could fpare them, 
and would be able lend a Thowfand Men 
when Occafion (hould requier (fo as they 
might be vi&ualed) and yet would re- 
ferve befyds, at the leaft, five or fix 
Thowfand able Men to ferve the Queene’s 
Majeftie there. Wherein his Service was 
fufficiently Ihewed, into what Peace and 
good State he had brought that Province. 
And alfo it is no lels manifeft by this De¬ 
claration, and by the former Letter, how 

much 
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much the Lord Prefident was moleft- 
ed with the Complayntes and Calum¬ 
niations of his Adverfaries; that it Ihould 
feem he was as much trobled, and had in 
a Manner as much to do with anfwering 
the Articles and Obje&ions of his pri¬ 
vate Adverfaries, as to withftand the Af- 
faults and Alarumes of the publick Eni- 
mies of State. For it is furer, that by 
his Service there he had procured more 
Enimies than by any other Meanes, fuch 
was his Severitie and playne Dealing with 
all Men, and efpecially with Offenders, 
without refpeft of Perfons. And that may 
be feene by another Example, of an Ac¬ 
cident which fell out in the Time of his 
Government there, whidi was thus: There 
was fome Queftion made of certayne Li¬ 
berties which the Erie of Ormond claimed 
to belong unto his Signiories; and one of 
the Priveleges fo chalenged, was, That 
no Man fhould be brought to take his 
Triall out of thofe Liberties or Lordfhips, 
for any Offence committed within the 
Precin&es thereof, but that they fhould be 
only tried before the Erles Officers. Then 
it came foe to pafle, that certayne Offen¬ 
ces 
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ces were done within thofe Liberties, and 
the Offendors could not be found or 
brought forth : Therefore the Lord Pre- 
fident lent unto the Erie’s Officers, either 
to bring the Parties punifliable before 
him, or elfe to fend the Sheriffe of that 
Countie unto hym : Which they in fome 
Sorte refufed to doe, excufing theyr Re- 
fufal, by pleading the Erie’s Patentt or 
Graunt of their alleadged Liberties and 
Privileges. But the Prefidenttookeit in ill 
Part, and wrote a fliarpe Letter unto the 
Erie’s Officers (as the Lord of Donborne i 
Sir Edmond Butler , Knight, John Talbot , 
Richard Sheeth , and James Tobyes , She¬ 
riffe of the Countie of Typperary (the 
Erie hymfelf beinge then in England ) 
wherein he did lharpely reprend them, 
much marvelling at the Inconftancie of 
fome of them, which not longe fynce 
complained of the Partialitie, that the 
Minifters of that Liberty exercifed j and 
of the reft he marvelled much moer, that 
being learned and wife, would bringethe 
Liberties into difpute, by making of un¬ 
due Excufes. He further argued. That 
if they of the Libertie were anfwerable 

upon 
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•upon the Command of the Lord Depu- 
tie (as he trufted they would not Hand to 
Defence of the contrary) then were they 
by the fame Authoritie anfwerable be¬ 
fore the State of Prefidencie, which 
had the lyke Jurifdidion over them. Al¬ 
io he lignified that there were exempt¬ 
ed fower Caufes out of the Erie of Or¬ 
mond's Patentt, which was referved to the 
Crowne (and which the State of Prefi- 
dencie had Power to determyn) becaufe 
it were not convenient to expreffe the 
Caufes, or to name the Places unto them 
where the Offences were committed : He 
did allure them that he had not byn yet 
of Mynd to make any Queftion of the 
Erie of Ormond's Liberties $ neither would 
he hereafter, unlelfe by Handing in unrea- 
fonable Thinges they forced hym thereto. 
For the Erie of Ormond was his very 
Frend, and one whom he entirely loved, 
which yet in cafe of Juftice he was not to 
refped. And howfoever they teem’d to 
let the Apparance of them in that Liber¬ 
ty, yet the Erie (as the Prefident affirm¬ 
ed) commaunded at his Departure, That 
any Ihould be fent whom the Prefident 
Q would 
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would call for. Lykewife the PrefidenC 
told them, That in the End be fliould be 
found a better Frend to the Erie of Or¬ 
mond, then any that by Handing in unrea- 
fonable Matters would call his Liberties 
into Queftionj and he had as yet borne 
but too much with the Abufes committed 
within that Libertie, in punifliing of 
which he had not feene Earneftnefs in 
them j neither did he promife but that 
now and then, as Occafion ihould ferve, 
he would ufe Martial Law within that 
Libertie ; and if he were hindred by 
theyr dilatory Excufes, from the Admini- 
ftration of Juftice (as by their Means oc- 
cafioned fo to do) he muft call the other 
Partes of the Liberties to Triall. And fo 
he required them, and in hir Majeftie s 
Name eftfones commanded them to fend 
theSheriffe of that Countie (and the Per- 
fons for whom he lent unto them before) 
by the xiiiith Day of that Moneth. Which 
Letter bears Date at Umbrick, the ad of 
March 157*. 
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This, and the like plain Dealing, 
purchafed the Lord Prefident much Evill- 
Will, whereby there were heaped on him 
divers caufeles Complayntes (as he thought) 
profecuted with fuch Vehemencie, and 
fometimes fhadowed with fuch Probabili- 
tie and countenanced by greate Men in fuch 
Sorte, that in Parte they were beleved i 
and he being not at hand to anfwer his 
Adverlaries Obje&ions, had now and then 
fome fliarpe Letters lent unto hym out of 
England , wherefore the Prefident did de- 
termyne to come into England , with In- 
tente to cleare. hymfelfe of fuch Con> 
playnts as were preferr’d againft hym; 
and tho’ he had not Licence fo to doe, yet 
knowing that he left the Contrie in good 
Qviietnes, and the People peaceable, he 
did prefume and hope, that his fodayn De¬ 
parture from that Service would be tlie 
better excufed, becaufe be left the Con- 
trie in .quiett, and no Enemie of the State 
to take Advantage of his Abfence. Which 
Adventure in hym (although it fucceeded 
well with hym) is noe fuer or^fife Prefi. 
fident for other Prefidents or Governors 
Q 2 to 
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to follow, becaufe we fee, that fithence 
that Time fome others have felte the 
Smart for cominge from theyr Charge 
without Commaund or Licence. And it 
is a certayne Rule, that thofe Rulers which 
being placed by theyr Prince in any great 
Commaund of People, or of Truft, doe 
leave theyr Charge without Commiflion 
or Authoritie from their Soveraigne, or 
fuch as may give Libertie fo to doe, 
thereby do fubjed themfelves to theyr 
Prince’s Difpleafure, the Danger of the 
Lawes, and the Envie of their Evill-Wil- 
lers about the Prince, whofe Perfuafions 
of Contempt of Danger, and of exem¬ 
plary Punilhment, may in this Cafe much 
prevayle with the Prince, and bringe the 
Partie fo offending into much Perill. Yet 
the Lord President, with this Refolutiori, 
fetting Things in Order for the prefent 
Government of Momfter, and making up 
his Accompts, departeth thence about the 
begynningof March 1573, andfo fliort- 
, ly arived in England ; where we muft now 
falute hym by his firft and proper Name 
pf Sir John Perron , having hitherto given 
hym that Title which did belonge to his 
' v Office. 
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Office. When Sir John Perrott came firft 
to the Court of England , it was thought 
that the Queene would have byn highly 
offended at his coming over without Li¬ 
cence, and that Ihe would have fhewed 
fome Signes of hir Indignation towards 
hym, which fbmeof his back Frends went 
about to procure to incenfe the Queene, 
and to aggravate Matters agaynft hym. 
Yet as foon as Sit John Perrott came to 
fpeach with the Queene, and had related, 
unto hir the State of the Contrie, the 
Particulers of his Service, and the Caufe 
of his cominge over, with Anfwer unto 
fuch Objections as had byn made agaynft 
hym in his Abfence: Her Majeftie (con¬ 
trary to the Expectation of many) did al¬ 
low of his Doings, and commended his 
Indevours. Infoemuch, that hir High- 
nefs would have him to returne fpeedily, 
doubtinge that in his Abfence, fome Dif- 
quietnes or civill Difention might arife. 
To the which Sir John Perrott anfwered. 
That for the generall State of the Pro¬ 
vince, it was foe well fettled, as noe new 
Alteration on the fodayne neede to be 
doubted. But yet there were divers Par- 
G 3 ticulers 
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ticulers fumwhat amifle, which might be 
amended without any great Difficulty. And 
for the prefent, he thought there fome De- 
feds, both in eftablifhinge the State of 
Prefidencie, and the Allowance fitt for his 
Place ; as for other Services incident to the 
fame, which being allow’d by hir High- 
nefs, he was readye to ferve hir there 
whenfoever it fhould pleafe hir to ap- 
poynte hym. And that the fame might 
be the better underftood, he prefented a 
Plott unto the Queen to be confider’d by 
hir Majeftie, and hir Privy Counfell, 
which was in thefe Words. 

Neceflary Confederations for the Qgiett 
maynteining of the State of Mounster. 

I. First of all, that hir Majeftie would 
write fharpe Letters ta the Arch-Buyfhops 
and Buyfhops of that Province, to deal 
more carefully in theyr feveral Charges 
than hitherto they have done, in fettinge 
forth of God’s Word within theyr feveral 
Dioceffes; and to caufe the decayed 
Churches to be re-edified, placing in them 
good and meete Minifters, by which theyr 
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good Example, the People will the fooner 
grow to know theyr Dutie to God, and 
perfed Obedience to theyr Prince. 

II. Also that the fame Buylhops be in- 
joynd to pay from henceforth tne firft 
Fruites, and twentieth Part of all the Spiri- 
tuall Livings, within ech of their Dio- 
celfes, which they themfelves have hither¬ 
to deteyned in their owne Hands,(although 
by the Laws of the Land, it ought to have 
come unto hir Majefties Ufe) and that 
they do accoumpt for foe much thereof, 
as hath come unto theyr Hands, which 
will amount unto noe fmall Summe. 

III. That the faid Buylhops Ihall mi- 
nifter the Oath generally unto all Prieftes, 
within theyr feveral Diocefles, and to de¬ 
prive fuch as doe or will refufe the fame, 
placinge others of honeft Behaviour in their 
Roomes. 

IV. That forthwith a Prefident befent 
thither, being both valiant, wife, and 
found of Religion, with other Qualitys 
meet for his Place. 

G 4 V. That 
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V. That likewife a principall Juftice be 
fent thither, and he to be learned and jufte; 
and farther, for the Execution of Juftice, 
he and the lecond Juftice Ihould be injoyned 
twice in the Yere to keepe Seflions in fe. 
verall Shiers, as ordinarily it is ufed in 
England. 

VI. T h a t there be fent thither two of 
the moft honeft Attorneys out of the 
Marches of Wales, for the better inftru- 
fting of the Attorneys, there in following 
the Courfe of the fayd Court. 

VII. That farther Allowances of Wa¬ 
ges may be made unto thofe, which ihall 
ferve the Prefident. 

VIII. To take into hir Majefties Hands 
all Liberties within the fame Province, 
except of Cities and Townes corporate. 

IX. The Lord Deputie to be written 
unto, that Defmond may be reduced in¬ 
to a Countie adjoyning unto it. Part of 
Dooly, and all that is betwen the River of 

Mange 
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Mange and the Erie of Clancarties Coun- 
trie ; the fame Countie to be called by 
fome other Name, as the Queenes Coun¬ 
tie, or the lyke. 

X. That Commiifioners be appoynt- 
ed to make Agreement betwen the Lords 
of Mounfter and their Freeholders, which 
my fell have caufed them to yeld unto j 
and to tie thofe Lords to defift from theyr 
wonted Exactions. Provided that if they 
at any Time hereafter ihall take any of 
thofe forbidden Exactions, that then fuch 
Rents as the Freeholders ought to pay to 
their fayd Lords, to fall by Way of Ex¬ 
cheat into her Majefties Hands. 

XI. T h a t the Surveyor be comaunded 
anew to furvey all hir Majefties Lands 
within the fayd Province, (not being leafed) 
namely, Kyllor , the Abbey of Adome , the 
Priory of Balmesketon , the Abbey of Al- 
lough, with divers other Abbeys, Mona- 
fterys, and Priorys, never hertofore furvey- 
ed, or put in Charge j and to rate the 
lame at reasonable Rents. For of late one 
Fitz-JVilliami, coming noe farther then to 

Waterford, 
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Waterford , did furvey divers Abbeys, Par-* 
fcnages, and other hir Majefties Revenews 
there, at fuch great and high Rents, 
whereby he made a large and greate Book 
(as one that would fliow hymfelfe a good 
Officer) but by Reafon of fuch Survey, 
thofe Lands have everfince layen wafte, 
noe Man manuring the fame, to hir Ma¬ 
jefties noe (mall LofTe and Detriment. 

XII. That Commiffioners be appoynt. 
ed to view the Liberties of all Citties, and 
Townes corporate, within the faid Pror 
vince; and to fee what Coftomes they 
ought to have by theyr Charters. FOt 
they doe not Only fake fuch Coftomes, as, 
at the firft, were given of the Thinges co- 
ftomable by Graunt of the faid Charters > 
but alfo many other, that, by Ad of Par¬ 
liament, have byn given fince unto the 
Province i which by no Meanes they ought 
to have. 

XIII. That two truftie Perfons be ap- 
poynted, one to be Auditor, and the other 
Recever within the fayd Province, with 
reafonable Fee to them affigned, which 
will profit hir Majeftie five times more 

than 
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than the Valew of the fame Fee to them 
allotted. 

XIV. That Coftomers, Comptrollers; 
and Searchers, be appoynted in all Gtties, 
and Port Towns, where her Majeftie hath 
not alredy given her whole Coftomes j 
they to receve allfuch Coftomes, as from 
henceforth grow due unto hir Highnefs. 

XV. That all her Majefties Lands; 
not leafed, be let unto Englijhmen asneere 
as may be, for that they beinge placed in 
feveral Places within the Province, will 
more truly advertife the Prefident and 
State, of Thinges chauncing neere them, 
then any of the Irijhrie will doe. 

XVI. That a Parliament may be had, 
whereby may be eftabliihed the lyke Or¬ 
dinances for M ornfter as is for Wales; for 
in Effect the lyke milbrders, which hereto, 
fore have byn in Wales y were of late in 
Mounfter. 

And farther, That in the fame Parlia¬ 
ment it may be enacted, that it fliall be 

lawfull 
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lawfull for the Lord Deputy and Counfel- 
lors,to appoynt Commiffioners for Devi- 
fion of the Shiers into feveral Hundreds. 
And lykewife the Lords, in their feverall 
Seigniories, to be afligned what Excheates 
fhall come unto them. And that by 
like Commiflion, the Lords Seigniories 
may be devided into Manors, whereby 
Courts Barons may be kept for the Peoples 
more Eafe, in the determyning of fmall 
Caufes. 

XVII. That there be a bafe Coyne of 
i d , ij d , iij d coyned, and the Mynt for coyn- 
ing thereof may be at Lymbrick. And to 
call in the halfe-fac’d Groats, with other 
old Coynes, and the Refidue of the Coyne 
to pafle as it doth. 

XVIII; That the Caftell of Maynt 
may be re-edified, which will be done 
with one 200 Markes Charge. And that 
the Priory of Kylla be annexed unto it, 
whereby it will maynteyn the Captain and 
xij Men, defraying hir Majefties Charge 
for keepinge thereof; which ihould not be 
fuffer’d to paffe from the CrQwne, becaufe 
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It will always matter Kerrey, and the Erie 
of Qancartiet Country. 

XIX. That 200 1 . of the fayd bafe 
Coyne be allowed unto the Inhabitants of 
Kylmalocky for the fortefyinge of their 
Wall, and caftinge of the Diches thereof, 
which Place, fervinge moft aptly of all o- 
thers in Mounfier, will be at all Times as 
a Fort and Randevous for hir Majeftie to 
attemble her People, when any Occafion of 
Service fhall be required. 

XX. That 200 1 . of the like Coyne 
may be allow’d unto the Dingle, towards 
the makinge of a Wall about the fame 
Towne, the Refidue (although they be 
poore Men) themfeives will furnifh, and 
this the rather, becaufe the fame Town 
hath faythfully ferv’d hir Majeftie, being 
much fpighted therefore; and becaufe alfo 
that it is an apt Place for the Prince to have 
Footinge. 

XXI. That one thowfand Marks be 
allow’d towards the buyldinge the Caftell 
of Lymbrick, Whereof £00 Marcks out 

of 
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of the Queenes Coffers, and the Refidue 
to be had of the Fynes, together with the* 
Tymber of the Abbeys neere unto the 
faid Cittie, and others without the fame. 
Whereby an apt Place, both for the De¬ 
puty or Lord Prefident, may be made to 
refide in; yea, and for the Prince if neede 
lhallfberequier. The which Caftell being fo 
re-edified, whereunto may well be brought 
the Ward of Dongarvan , it will be no 
fmall Meanes to reduce Conoght the fooner 
to Obedience j and is not farre diftant from 
the Countie of Tiberary, nere unto Mac 
Bryan 0 Donagh , and William OmurUanr 
Countris ; Conelagb and Arrathie , and 
Comobere, which have bynthe worft Places 
of all Mounfter. 

XXII. That one other Howfe for the 
Prefident may be buylt at Ccrke, or nere 
thereunto; forthathe,atthisprefent, hath 
no one Howfe to abyd in within any Part 
of the Province, but is driven (to his noe 
fmall Charge) to hyer in eche where he 
cometh two Howfes for hym and his, be- 
fyds other Store-howfes for his neeeflary 
Provifions. 

XXIII. That 
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XXIII. That an other (mall Cartel], 
being in Arlongh , called Ballyny Court, 
may lykewife be buylded up; which will 
be don with the matter of L pound. 
Wherby if any Rebell Ihould herafter 
rtart out, drawing hymfelfe into the fayd 
Wood, he might not be able there ionge 
to continew. 

XXIV. That all Offices of Collector, 
Comptroller of the Import, with Cofto- 
mers, and Searchers, within the fayd Pro¬ 
vince, may be at the difpofinge of the 
President, for the better Recompenceof 
fuch as fhall ferve under hym; becaufe that 
there is nothing elfe for hym to give them: 
And noe Man of Account will ferve with¬ 
out feme Recompence. 

XXV. That the Leafe of the Perfo- 
nageof Dongarvan, by feme convenient 
Meanes, might be had agayn into hir Ma. 
jellies Hands; and the fame, together with 
the Abbeyes, and other Perfonages and 
Lands belonging to hir Highnes, may be 
annexed to the State of Prefidency, for the 

bctte r 
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better maynteyning therof: For that my 
felfe have not hitherto had, by anyMeanes 
or Wayes, the Benifitt of one Myte, be- 
fyds my ordinary Allowance, towards the 
neceflary finding either of my Men or Hor- 
fes. And whether that the bare Allow¬ 
ance of per Diem , will find a Horle- 
manhis chiefe Horfe and Furniture, and 
vid. eche Footeman and bis Furniture, 
without ceafing ; may eafily be judged by 
the Lord Chamberlayn, who beft know- 
eth what therto belongeth. 


XXVI. Th at if hir Majeftie will lend 
6000 1 . of the forefayd Coyne unto fuch 
Perfons, which lhall give good Aflurance 
for the fame, to repay it in the lyke Mo¬ 
ney at the Ende offower Yeres, hir High- 
nes, in Confideration therof, lhall have 
cutt downe the great Woods of Domfymen , 
Arlonghy Kylhoghy , Comielagh Woods> 
Glanfleske the great Wood, and other 
Woods within that Province. In which 
Workes will be imployed 2 or 300 Men, 
meete for Service if neede fhould requier ; 
without any Charge unto hir Majeftie. 

.Wherby 
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Wherbyalfo, not any Rebell lhall herafter 
have any Succor or Place of Strength in 
thofe Woods, to put hir Highnes unto fur¬ 
ther Charge.- Therewith Shipps may be 
buylded at Yongball. 

XXVII. That hir Highnes doe take 
Order to pardon the Erie of Ormond's 
three Brethren, and James Fitz-Morice, 
or otherwile to determyn of them; for 
as yet they Hand doubtfullwhat lhall be¬ 
come of them, neither is any Man cer- 
tayn what they will doe. Wherefore in 
my Opinion it were not amifle, upon Af- 
fiirance, to graunt them Pardon for that 
is paft. 

XXVIII. That fome comfortable Let¬ 
ter be written unto Sir John of Defmond , 
touching my good Report made of hym j 
and that lykewife he be put in hope to be 
in Afliirance of a 100 /. per Annum in 
Leafe, according to hir Majefties Letters 
written unto the Lord Deputy: Which 
may be given out of Parcel! of the JVhitt 
Knights , the Knights of the Valleys Lands, 
with other efcheate Lands j as by the Lord 

H Deputy 
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Deputy and the Lord Prefident (hall be 
thought meete. And this the rather, in 
refped of his Willingnes to ferve dutiful¬ 
ly. He hath agreed to all the Articles 
prefcribed unto hym by the Lord Deputy 
and me, with the Confent of other the 
Counfell there. And alfo his Eftate is but 
poore, and therfor to be holpen, he being 
faythfull, and his Service neceflary.

Bhsy dis this Projed propounded by 
Sir John Perrott for the Goverment of 
'Monjler j he layd downe therewith the 
,Valew of the feverall Coynes, both of 
Silver and bafe Moneys, at that prefent

The Alteration of thefe Coynes, the 
Callingeof them in, and the caufing other 
Coyne of lefle Valew to be current, Sir 
John Perrott helde as a good Helpe for 
the Accompliihing of all the other fore- 
named Services and Purpofes; which 
conteyned divers Poyntes in one Plott; 
As for the planting of Religion in that 
Province, being the fureft Knott to the 
Heartes of the Subjects in the Bands of 
Fayth and Loyaltie unto theyr Prince: 

H 3 For 
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For the due adminiftring of Juftice unto 
all Men, according to the Lawes of 
England: For the keeping of the People 
in Peace, and the anfwering of hir Maje- 
fties Rents and Revenues more alfuredly: 
For the fetting hir Lands at more Cer- 
taynty: For the dividing of that Province 
into Shiers and Signiories: The buylding 
of certayne Fortes and Caftells, fome to 
bridle the Rebells, and fome for the 
State of Prefidency : For the cuttinge 
downe of Woods, which were then Har¬ 
bors of, and Fortrefles unto Theeves, Re¬ 
bells, and Outlawes: And the buyldinge 
of Shippes out of the fayd Woods for 
the Quepnes Service. All which Services 
as we fee Sir John Perrott let down a 
Courfe to accomplilh without any great 
Charge unto hir Majeftie, Burden or Tre¬ 
ble to hir Subje&s. Which Plott he firfl: 
prefented to the Qvieene, and the lame to 
be confidered of by the Lords of hir Pri¬ 
vy Counfell. The Qjieene lyked well of 
the Plott, and foe did fome of hir Coun- 
fell i but fome others myflyked it, more 
becaufe it was his Doeing, and his De¬ 
fier, jhfia for any Defeft that they fcunde 

therin: 
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therin: Yet they Teemed to Ihew Tome 
Reafons of the Inconveniences of Tome of 
thole Poyntes; and foe the fame was hun¬ 
dred. 

The Queene, notwithftanding, would 
have had Sir John Perrott to goe over as 
Prefident agayn ; but he perceiving his 
Courfe to be eroded, and fearing lead in 
his Abfence the Complayntes of his Ad- 
verfaries might prevayle (wherof he had 
former Experience) did then excufe the 
Undertaking of that Service, by his Dili*: 
billitie of Body, (being touched with 
that Country Difeafe, and one of his 
JLegges much payned with Colde which 
he had taken in his Winter Services) • 
And therfor prayed that he might be li¬ 
cenced to repayer into the Country for, 
the Recovery of his Health which being 
graunted, after Leave taken of the Queene,’ 
he departed home to his Howfe. 

A t Sir John Perrott his coming into 
the Country he continewed there for a 
Time, as well in fettling Courfes for his 
private State, as in caringe and travelling 

9 4 ' for 
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for the publick State of the Contrie; 
wherin he bare Authority, being one of 
the Counfell of the Marches (befydshis 
other Offices in the Country). And foe 
he tooke Truce for a Seafon with his 
Travells j yet foe as be was feldom free 
from Ill-wiilers, and fuch as did oppofe 
themfelves agaynft hym, as much as they 
might, which were divers Gentlemen of 
the better Sorte in that Contry wherin he 
dwelt; and they, to ftrengthen themfelves 
the more agaynft hym, drew in Walter 
Trie of Ejjex to be theyr Back, becaufe 
fome of them depended on hym, who 
had a Howfe called Lajnfey in Pembrock - 
fitiere , where he fometimes refyded, 
neere Sir John Perrot's Caftell of Carezv. 
,What part betwixt hym and them inpri- 
vat Quarells and in publicke Contentions 
I over-pa fife, and will not troble the Read¬ 
er therewith j partly becaufe Sir John Per - 
rott's Carriage therin is well knowen to 
all that Countrie, where it is frefh in the 
Memory of many yet livinge j andparte- 
Iy for that this Erie of Effex was a wor¬ 
thy Nobleman, wife, bountiful and affa¬ 
ble (whofe Daughter afterwards was ma- 

ried 
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lied unto Sir John Perron's eldeft Sonne 
Sir Thomas Perrott Knight) j therefore to 
advance the Prayfe of the one, or to di- 
minifli the Honor of the other (they be¬ 
ing both dead) might founde and favor 
either of Vanitie, Partiallitie or Malice: 
Befyds that the Recital of privat Quarrells, 
Duellions, or Contentions, is not foe 
profitable for the Reader, or Praife-worthy 
in the Writer. Only this much may be 
alledged (as an Annotation not Imperti¬ 
nent in this matter, and for other mens 
Inftru&ions,) That as there were at that 
Time fome, which (by bringinge of falfe 
Reports, and doeinge of evill Offices be¬ 
twixt the Erie of EJJex and Sir John Per¬ 
rott) fought to incence and fette them far¬ 
ther afunder, then otherwife they would 
have byn 5 foe is it ufual that, in molt 
Places, Perfonages of beft Quallitie and 
Reputation are devided in Loire, and 
fometimes feperated from all mutuall So-, 
cietie (if not driven into Difcord and Di- 
fention,) by foch as, (to ferve theyr owne 
JTurnes,) are all way foe apte to nourifhe 
Contention betwixt Men of beft Cal¬ 
lings and Condition; wherofif the better 

Sort 
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Sort be not wife inoughe to take Heede, 
they can hardly efchew the Harme. 

Now when Sir John Perrott had re- 
pofed hymfelfe for a while in the Coun- 
trie, and fometimes repayred to the 
Court ( as his Occafions ferved ) for 
fome few Yeres after he cam from be¬ 
ing Prefident of Mounfter in Ireland ,• he 
was fodaynly fent for out of that Contrte un¬ 
to the Court, to take Charge of fome 
of the Queene’s Shipps, which were to 
be fent unto Sea ( agaynft the Invafion 
of the Spaniards ) upon Intelligence re- 
ceved. That James Fitz-Moris (who be¬ 
fore fubmitted hymfelfe to Sir John Per¬ 
rott when he was Lord Prefident of Moun¬ 
fter) had fynce ’byn in Spayne, and pro¬ 
cured the Promife of certayn Shippes and 
Men to be fent into Ireland , to invade and 
difquiett the State of Ireland , efpecially 
the Province of M ounfter. 

This beinge knowen to the Queene 
and hir Privy Counfell, they fent for Sir 
John Perrott to take the Commaund of 
fuch Shippes and Pinaceffe as fbould be 

made 
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made redie to intercept, or internpt the 
King of Spajne his Navie and Forces 
which were defigned for Ireland. He be¬ 
ing fent for by Poft, mad fuch Speede 
in coming to the Court, that he came 
from Pembrockjhier to Grenwich in lefle 
then three Dayes; there being about 
200 Myles Diftance betwixt both the 
places. Infoemuch that when he came un¬ 
to the Queene’s Prefence, Ihe marvelled 
at his foe fpeedy repayer thither 5 and 
told hym, ihe thought he had not herde 
from hir foe foone: Yes Madam, quoth 
be, and have made as much Haft as { 
might to come unto your Majeftie. Soe 
methinckes, fayd the Queene, but how 
have you don to fettle your State in the 
Contrie ? And it lyke your Majeftie, fayd 
Sir John Perron, I have taken this Care 
for all; that fetting all privat Bufines 
afide, in refpedt of your Majefties Ser¬ 
vice, I have in the Contrie appoynted 
the white Sheepe to keepe the blacke: 
For I may well inoughe adventure them, 
when I ame willing to adventure my 
Life in your Majefties Service. With 
whkh Anfwer the Queene was well plea- 
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fed, and foe tooke hym afyde, with whom 
lhe conferred privatly for a Time; then 
diffmifling hym and appoynting hym to 
receve farther Directions for that Service 
from the Lords of hir Privy Counfell; 
Then did Sir John Perrott prepare for 
that Voijge with all convenient Speede. 
He had with hym fiftie Men in Orange 
tawny Cloakes, wherof divers were Gen¬ 
tlemen of good Birth and Qualitie. All- 
lo he had a Noyce of Muficions with 
hym, beinge his owne Servants. He was 
ferved all in Silver Plate, with all Things 
elfefutable: And foe being royally fur- 
nilhed in all RefpeCts, he departed from 
Jjondon ’ abouts Augufl, and goeing from 
thence by Barge, he had with hym di¬ 
vers Noblemen and Gentlemen who did 
accompany hym unto the Shipps. As they 
lay in their Barge agaynft Grenwich where 
the Queene kept hir Court, Sir John Per - 
rot fentone of his Gentlemen afliore with 
a Diamond in a Token, unto Miftris 
Blanch Parry , willing hym to tell hir, 
that a Diamond coming unlooked for, did 
allways bring good Looke with it : 
^Vhich the Queene hearing of, lent Sir 
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John Perrott a fair Jewell hanged by a 
white Cyprefle; fynifyingwithall, that as 
longe as he wore that for hir Sake, Ihe did 
beleve,with God’s Healpe, he fhould have 
noe Harme. Which Meffage and Jewell 
Sir John Perrot receved joyfully, and he 
returned Anfwer unto the Queene, That 
he would weare that for his Soveraigne’s 
Sake, and doubted not with God’s Favor 
to retorne hir Shipps in SafFetie, and ei¬ 
ther to bringe the Spaniards (if they 
came in his Way) as Prifoners, or elfe to 
finck them in the Seas. Soe as Sir John 
Perrott paffed by in his Barge, the Queene 
looking out at the Window lhaked hir 
Fanne, and put out hir Hand towards 
him; who making a low Obeyfance, put 
the Scarffe and Jewell about his Necke, 
which the Queene fent hym: Beinge 
arrived at Gyttingham , where the 
Queene’s Shipps rode. Sir John Per - 
rott feafted on Shippboard, fuch Noble¬ 
men and Gentlemen as came with hym 
thither.

The Benenge , wherof Sir John Per¬ 
ron was Admirall ; the Dread-Naught , 
wherof Mr. William Gorge was Vice-Ad¬ 
miral ; the Forefight, in which Mr. Ni¬ 
cholas Gorge was Reare-Admirall; the 
Catis 3 of which Captayn Torke was Cap- 
tayne ; the Swiftfuer , in which Captayne 
Peirce commaunded; the Seabright, wher¬ 
of Captayn Ward was Captayn. 

With theife Shipps Sir John Perrott 
fett out from Gyllingham to the Downer, 
and there rode at Ankor one Night; 
from thence they fett forwards to Falmouth, 
where they remayned for a Sevenight, 
and fent to the Court in Poft, from 
whence Anfwer was returned in conveni¬ 
ent Time. And during the Time of 
tfyeyr Aboad at Falmouth , fome of the 
Gentlemen and Seamen went to Shoare,' 
and foe 'did Sir John Perrott hymfelfe, 
yvhom Sir John Kyttegrew enterteyned 

.very 
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very kyndly, palling the Time in Wreft- 
ling, Hurling, and fuch-lyke Exercifes, 
betwixt the Seamen, Servingmen, and 
that Countreymen. At legthe they de¬ 
parted from thence, but were put into 
Plitnotb byStormes and contrary Windesj 
yet they loofed foone from thence, and 
foe fett to Sea for lerland, where they 
arived at Baltimore. At Sir John Perrott's 
landing there came unto hym the Lord 
Finey, with bis Lady, Children and Fol¬ 
lowers } allfo allmoft all the Countrey 
thereabouts flocked about hynvj and by 
reafon of his former Goverment in that 
Country, they bare fuch Affedion towards 
bym, that the People came in greate 
Numbers as neere unto hym as they 
might, fome of them imbracing his Legges 
and coveting to touche any Part of his 
Body: Which the Vice-Admirall beinge a 
Shippebord did perceve, and thincking 
that they came to doe hym fome Hurt, 
did determyn to turne the Broad-Side of 
his Ship towards them, and to difcharge 
the full Ordinance upon them j but being 
informed that they came in Love to fee 
and falute Sir John Perrott , then he al¬ 
tered 
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tered his Purpofe, and landed to accom¬ 
pany hym, where they were all enterteyn- 
ed as well as the Falhion of that Gontry 
could afford. From Baltimore, after fome 
Dayes Stay there, they fayled to Corke y 
where they flayed as longe. And from 
Corke they cofted to Waterford, and in 
theyr Way about Kynfale they mett with 
the Seabrtght, which had byn fent to the 
Coaft of Spape to difcover. 

O n Sir John Perron's Arivall at Wa¬ 
terford he mett there with the Lord Cheife 
Juftice, that worthy Gentleman Sir Wil¬ 
liam Drewry, who was newly come off 
of a Journey and was fallen Sicke; foe that 
being very feeble in his Bedd, he did 
Knight Sir William Pelham,who fucceeded 
hym in Goverment, Sir T ho. Perrott the 
Sonne of Sir John Perrott , with Sir Wil¬ 
liam Gorges and one other j and within 
fower or five Dayes after Sir William Dru¬ 
ry died. At which Time Sir John Per¬ 
rott being redie to depart thence with the 
Queene s Shippes; the Counfell and No- 
bilitie of Ireland were very deflrous that 
he Jhould take the Sword to bo Lord 
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Cheife Juftice, untill farther Dire&ions 
were receved from England , for the Dif- 
charge of that Place. But he refufed 
foe to doe ; faying, That he had allredy 
taken the Charge of the Qjjeenes Ship- 
pes, which Service he muft, difcharge, 
and accounte for, befor he might under¬ 
take any other, and that being don, he 
wou’d be redy to be imployed, as he 
fliould be commaunded by the Queenes 
Majeflie. 

Sir John Perrott remayned a while 
at Waterford , and thereabouts upon the 
lrijh Cofte, to give Impediment unto the 
Spaniards Landing if t{iey came that Way: 
At length when he faw the Seafon of the 
Yere was paft for them, without great 
Perill, to attempt any thing agaynft Ier- 
land , and underftanding by other Intelli¬ 
gence that they had given over theyr 
Enterprife for that Yere $ Sir John Per¬ 
rott determyned to returne for England , 
and to deliver up the Qjjeenes Shippes 
without fpending more Vi&uell Money 
and Time in vayne. Soe they fayled 
I home- 
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homewards untill they came neere the 
Kentifh Downs, harde by which Place 
they efpied a Pirat, one Deryfold, unto 
whom the Admirall Sir John Perrott 
gave Chafe, and followed hym to the 
Cofte of Flaunders: After the taking 
of hym, coming back to fetch the 
Downes agayn, the Ship ftrake Ground 
on the Kentijh Knocks ; where the 
Quecnes Ship, with all the Perfons 
that were in hir, flood in greate Perill 
to be caft away ; what betwixt the 
Danger of the Place and Violence of 
the Weather. 

'A t the which Time they made all 
noe other Accounte, but that a fpeedie 
Death Ihould end all theyr Accounts, 
lnfoemuch that all Sir John Perron's 
neereft Ffends and Followers came to 
take theyr laft Farewell of hym, (as 
they then thought;) amongft the reft 
his Sonne Sit Thomas Perrott was one t 
To whom he fayd. Well Boy, God 
Blefle thee, and I give thee my Blefling. 
I would to God thou wert a Ihore, 
and the Queenes Ship faffe ; then I 

Ihould 
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ftould caie the Ie/Ie for my felfe. With 
that With and Refolution Sir John Ptr- 
tott committed hymfelfe to the Mercie 
of God, and comforted them that were 
about hym j they All continuing that 
Night hopeles of Life, or of Deliverance 
from Danger : Untill at length by God’s 
good Favor they were driven to Sea, 
and foe .did remayne in Stormes and* 
Tempeftes for fower Dayes and a halfe, 
iiot knowing where they were : For 
the Mafter of the Queenes Ship, called 
Gray, had loft cleane all the Knowledge 
of his Gourfe ; beinge taken with Teni- 
jjfift in the mideft of the Night, and foe 
continuing in Myfte and fowell Wea¬ 
ther, as the Violence of the Waves and 
Windes would carie them : Neither had 
they eafily come to any better Know¬ 
ledge of theyr Being, but that they 
were directed by one Deryfold , the Pi- 
rat whom they had taken (and the fol- 
lowing of whom was the Caufe of all 
theyr Danger, foe the Callinge of hyiri 
was the Caufe of theyr fecondary De¬ 
liverance.) He was. drawen out ©f the 
Biibows, and his Direction was more 
I * certayri 
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certayn then the Matter’s of the Queenes 
Ship; for he had ufually haunted that 
Cofte as a Rover. When Deryfold was 
called upon for his Opinion, whereabouts 
they were; he demaunded where they 
firft loft theyr Courfe ? WhatiiWindes 
they had fithence, and how long they 
fayled by eche Winde? Which being 
fignified, he prefently conjectured where¬ 
abouts they ftiould be, and aymed at it 
very neerely, appoynting what Courfe 
they fliould take. In the Mideft of the 
Weeke the Ship loft hir Mayn-fayle, be¬ 
ing ftripped off from the Yard and from 
hir Tackes and Suites, and was never 
found agayne : Soe that they were con- 
ftrayned of two Bunnetts to make a 
mayne Courfe, without which the Ship 
could have made noe Way, but would 
have byn fwallowed in the Sea. At 
the length they were driven neere Uare- 
wichy where they mett with two Hoyes 
who tolde "them firft the certayne Place 
where they were. From thence they 
came to Harewicb , and flayed there two 
Dayes: Soe they fayled into the Thames , 

At 
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At Sir John Perrott 1 s firft Coming 
to the Court, Objections were layed a- 
gaynft hym, (as Envie did ever accom¬ 
pany his greateft Actions) that he had 
mifpent much Time, and put the Qiieene 
to unnecettary Charges, befyds the Pe- 
fill of hir Ship. And this was fuggef- 
ted by Gray , the Matter of the Ship, 
fett on ( as it was fayd ) by greater 
Men then hymfelfe. And he envying 
that Deryfold fhould have the Prayfe 
from hym, (for whofe Pardon Sir John 
Perrott made Suite) or that it fhould be 
knowen, that the Matter of the Ship 
fhould not know his Courfe foe, neere 
his owne Home, who dwelt at Har¬ 
wich i therfor Gray did as much as he 
could excufe hymfelfe, and lay the 
Faulte on Sir John Perrott. But as it 
fell out there was one Cefar, then Sir 
John Perron's Page, who, thoe he were 
foe yonge that few foppofed he had ta¬ 
ken any Heede what had byn don in 
that Voyage, yet he did every Night 
carefully lay downe in Writting, what 
had byn don, that Day, what Windes 
they had, and what Courfes they took, 
I 3 with 
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with all the Circumftances belonging- to 
that Voiage, from the begyning to the 
endinge: Which being founde out, and 
the fame appering to accord with the 
Relation of Sir John Perrott in every 
Poynte ; and the Queene being fatisfi- 
ed, as allfo hir Counfell, that Sir John 
Perrott did performe as much as was 
poflible for hym to doe : The Accufa-* 
tion was anfwered, and the Accufer did 
gayne noe Credit thereby, but rather 
Reproch. 

Yet, nevertheles, Sir John Perrott 
wanted noe Adverfarys, whatfoever he 
attempted or performed: -For prefently, 
upon his Returne from Sea', one Tho¬ 
mas Wyriott, a Juftice, and a headie 
Man, did preferre a Petition, with Ar- 
tickles, agaynft Sir John Perrott unto 
the Queene; which Petition was refer¬ 
red by the Qjjeene unto the Mailer 
of the Requefts, to be examined and 
reported. The Mailer of the Requefts 
tooke Paynes to heare the Caufe j and 
in Conclufion certified the Queene, that 
there was noe Caufe of JVyriotfs Com- 
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playnts agaynft Sir John Perrott. TVy- 
riott was not foe fatisfied, but complay- 
ned to the Queene of the Matter of 
the Requefts, that he had made a par¬ 
tial! Report for Sir John Perrott. Where¬ 
upon the Qpeenes Majeftie referred the. 
Examynation of his Caufe unto the 
Lords of hir Privey Counfell j who did 
lyke.wife heare the Matter, and found 
that it was Malice, and noe jufte Caufe 
which Wjriott had to preferre agaynft 
Sir John Perrott} which they did in 
lyke maner make knowen to hir, Ma¬ 
jeftie. Wjriott continuing his Malice, or 
rather his Madnes in this, made the lyke 
Complaynt unto the Queene agaynft hir 
Privey Counfell, as he did before a- 
-gaynft the Matter of the Requefts; 
Wherupon he was committed firft by 
the Captayn of the Guard, under whole 
JSand he forved, unto the Marjbialfie j 
and Sir John Perrott lefte bym there, 
at what Time he had purged hymfelfe 
of all Complayntes mad agaynft hym by 
his Adverlaries, and had Lifence to de¬ 
part into the Contrie, for his Health, 
3 ftd for the Difpofmg of his Affayeirs, 
- . 14 which 
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which he lefte in evill Order at hi* 
fodayne Departure from thence unto his 
Sea Voiage. 

Sir John Perrott departing into the 
Contrey lefte Wyriott in Prifon, by Or¬ 
der of the Privey Counfell, that he 
ihould not be releafed from thence, 
but to remayne Prifoner untill that he 
ihould finde fufficient Suerties to enter 
into 200I. Bands, and hymfelfe to be 
bound in 500I. to anfwer Sir John Per¬ 
rott in an Aftion of the Cafe. Yet Sir 
John Perrott was noe fooner gon.into 
the Countrey, but within ihort Time 
Wyriott found fuch Frends, (not foe 
much for his owne Sake, as for the e- 
, vill Affe&ion which they bare unto Sir 
John Perrott) t hat they did not only 
procure Wyriott*s Inlargment, ( without 
entring into Bonds as was ordered) but 
allfo Letters were written from fome 
of the Privey Counfell unto the Juftice 
of the Afliffe, in that Cyrcuite wherin 
Sir John Perrott*s Leving lay 5 to take 
the Examination and Triall of fuch Prof- 
fes as ihould he produced, either by 

Sir 
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Sir John Perrott agaynft Wyriott , or by 
Wyriott agaynft hym, touching fuch Ar¬ 
ticles as ihould be tendered unto them.' 
Wheras, in truth. Sir John Perrott had 
not obje&ed any thing agaynft hym at 
all, but only anfwered his Objections be- 
for the Privey Counfell. When the Jud¬ 
ges of that Cyrcuite had receved this 
Letter from the Privey Counfell, they 
wrote unto Sir John Perrott , lyinge lick 
x then at his Caftell of Qarew of a fweat- 
ing Sicknes, (which was then common 
in that Country) fignifying unto hym 
the Effect of the Letter receved from 
theyr Lordfhips, and requiring his Re- 
payer unto Haverfordweft , where the 
Seflions were then holden. As foone 
as Sir John Perrott was certified ther- 
of, he perpofed to performe what they 
required, allthough it might be per- 
chaunce with the Perill of his Life • 
and foe he came to Ha'vcrfordweji : 
Where Wyriott attended the Juftices, 
and had procured from them Precepts 
to bringe in all fuch Perfons, as he fup- 
pofed would prove the Poyntes objeifc- 
ed by hym. 
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The Artickles be exhibited were a* 
boots LXX, and the Witneffes, he had 
converted, were about that Number. 
t When Sir John Perrott perufed the Ar* 
tickles, he told the Judges it was a 
ftrange Courfe, (and as he thought net 
ver ufed before) that a Man’s whole 
Life ihould be ripped up without any 
Action or Forme of Law $ but (quoth 
Ik) here are many Matters fuggefted 
agaynft me, and yet if one of theife 
Artickles can be proved, I will con* 
fefle all the Reft to be trew. Tlien 
they fell to examyn the Particulers, 
and in fine found that Wyriott was not 
able to make due Prooffe, and to juftifte 
any Part of his Accufations, or hittSr 
Exclamations: Soe Sir John Perrott was 
cleared, and his Adverfarie departed with 
Shame. 

Sir John Perrott , having thus put* 
ged and acquited hymfelfe, was yet 
much greved that his whple Life fhou’d 
be called in Qpeftion, without any 
Oufe as he cqnceved. Acid tberfor 
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prefuming on his owne Innocencie, and 
the Queenes Majefties Indifferency, he 
wrote Letters, as well to the Queene 
and to the Privey Counfell, as to fome 
fpeciall Noblemen of the Counfell, 
whom he honored, and of whom he 
was beloved, grevoufly complayning of 
the hard Meafure which he had rece- 
ved; that his Life ihould be from his 
Cradell foe rypped up upon mere Sug, 
geftion and Slaunder. The Tenor of 
Sir John Perron's Letter to the Qpeenes 
Majeftie was this, 

M AY it pleafe your mo ft Excellent 
Majeftie to graunte me Pardon 
in that 1 prefume upon your Gracious 
Goodnes , fekinge me other Meaner , (be- 
caufe I ferve your Majeftie only and fol¬ 
low noe other) to defend me from Injuries 
or to helpe me unto Good , but only from 
your facred Hander. JVhilJl 1 ferved your 
Highnes in Ireland, and fithence, there 
toere fower or five fever all Perfons ani¬ 
mated by fome , my Contraries, unjuftly to 
exclayne, as well unto your Majeftie as 
mto my Lords of your Privey Counfell, 

agaynft 
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agaynft me with Intent to bringe me to 
Lifcredite : Whofe Lordjhipes (upon the 
hearing of apparent Wronges they offered 
me) committed them all unto the Prifon 
of the Marlhialfey; where I lefte one Wy- 
riotf, being one of them, in Prifon, when 
your Highnes lifenced me laft (after 1 had 
ftrued upon the Seaes) to repaier into the 
Contrie: Who by fome indirect and unufu- 
dU Meaner, without Byll or Artickle offe¬ 
red agaynfi me, or Calling me to anfwer, 
gatt a Letter thence unto the Juftices of 
AJJife of theife three Shiers, (where I have 
fome fmall Levinge) at well to receve the 
Complayntes which I Jhould deliver a- 
gaynft Wyriott, as that which he Jhould 
exhibite agaynft me j where in troth I 
never complayned unto my Lords of the 
Counfell, or to any other Perfon agaynft 
hyrn. Soe that it JhMd appere, (wherof 
1 ame forie to writt) the Intent was to 
fifte me of whatfoever I had don fince 1 
was firft borne: A Courfe (as I take it) 
never ufed to any Gentleman, or other 
Perfon hertofore, or convenient to be don 
henceforward. And allthough thereby I 
have receved greate Lifer edit, (and foe 

mat 
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mailed in my Contrey ) by the publick Ex- 
amyninge and Reexamyninge of the Ju- 
ftices in tbeyr feverall Cyrcuites this Som¬ 
mer , (upon that Lettery and Artickles 
grounded therupon ) to feme your Majeftie 
as 1 defired: Tet I am ajfured, there 
neither i;, hathy or can be proved one 
whitt, that can touch me with diforderly 
Levinge here , or doinge Wrong to any 
particular Perfon : Protefting unto your 
Majeftie, that by my owne Experience 
I finde there is not foe great Greify (that 
foe neerely toucheth the Mynd of Man , ) 
as to be mifrujied , and therupon to be 
generally fifted. And feeing 1 cannot be 
proved guyltie of any Crime , and that 1 
remayne here repayring my felfe to feme 
your Highnes, when and howfoever it 
Jhall pleafe you to commaund me * 1 trufi 
your Majefiie will caufe it to be examy- 
nedy wherfore and by whom fuch unufuatt 
Letters were fent out , with Intent to doe 
me Harme. And foe with all Humble - 
nesy referring the Confideration of the Pre- 
mijfes to your snoji gratious Pleafure j 1 
agayne crave Pardon for the Length of 
this Lottery praying unto God to fend your 

Msu 
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Majeftie all abondant Felicitie, longe and 
frojperous Raigne over us, and continual 
Victory over your Emmies* 

Tiiis playne Letter Sir John Per- 
irott wrote, preferring his Complaynt 
onto the Qjieenes Majeftie, who accep¬ 
ted it in good Part $ and gave Order 
unto the Erie of Lecefter that he ihould 
make Inquirie touching the Wronges 
offered unto Sir John Perrott , and that 
he learning it out, ihould certifie hir 
Highnes whoe were the Authors and 
.Workers of the fame. Soe that Sit 
John Perrott thought hymfelfe reafona- 
ble well righted, and his Mynd fum- 
what eafed, when once the Queenes 
Majeftie had receved his Complaynts and 
promifed hym Redrefle. But withall he 
wrote unto the Lords of the Couniell* 
and to other his honorable Frendes, tou¬ 
ching the hard Courfe ufed towards 
hym: And in one of his Letters unto 
the Lord Prefident of Wales, (who lent 
unto hym to know how he had been 
handled) he writeth thus* 
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My very good Lord, 

I Have receded your Letter of the fixth 
of this November, whereby I under* 
fund the greate Care your Lordjhipe hath 
to know how Thinges procedeth in Court 
with me , touching the hard Meafure offer* 
ed unto me this laft Somer. For the which 
I yeld your Lordjhipe due Tbankes. And 
allthough I were the Man that was 
.firft Jhott at by fuch an unwonted and 
extraordinary Courfe t yet perhappes there 
was a Meaninge to reach farther t but God 
WtU not permitt the Envious to doe more 
then he is pleafed to fuffer. And feeing that 
1 ante knowen above , not to have don any 
Offence in the Contrey (and thereby tried to 
hr trew Silver by the Touche ) fince l was 
fir ft rocked in my CradeUf I have not 
Jpared {as fane as became me ) to write 
both unto bir Majeftie t and to tny Lords of 
the Counfelly of the Manner of this Mifufej 
and dangerous new invented Courfe agaynft 
mey that allwayes ment hir Highncs and my 
Contrey all faythfull Service. From the 
which , whilft I leve, there /hall not Whip 
of Defpite drive me. And touching fuch 

Letters 
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Letters as I receded from my Lord of Le- 
icefter, Mr. Secretary Walfingham, and my 
Sonne , of that Matter j 1 have fent your 
Lordjhipes theyr Copies here inclofed, by the 
which it may appere that hir Majeftie is of. 
fended with the fower Courfe ufed agaynft 
me, and allfo meaneth to wad farther in 
feeking to underftand the Caufe, See.

B y which Letters we may behold Sir 
John Perrott his Innocencie, the Bittern^s 
of his open Enimies, and the Support 
they receved from his fecret Adverfaries; 
who yet regarded them not, though they 
fate in high Places of Authority. And as 
fotWyriott, (who ftill perfifted in his malici¬ 
ous Purpofes) Sir John Penott caufed hym 
to be arrefted upon an Action of the Cafe, 
for the Artickles which he had exhibited, 
and recovered thereupon a iooa l. Dama- 
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,ges ,• for which he was committed to Pri- 
fon in Haver ford weft, and there did re- 
mayne in Durance, being fo willfully 
bent, that he would never confefle his 
Faulte, or crave Favour at Sir John Per- 
rotfs Handes, which if he would have don, 
he might have byn re lea fed; but Sir John 
Perrott perce vinge his Obftinacy, fuffered 
hym to be a Punilher of himfelf, and to pay 
for that in Body which otherwife he could 
not fatisfie ; having fought to take away 
the good Name and to blemilh the Re¬ 
putation of a Man of his Worth. 

When Sir John Perrott had thus 
anfwered the Clamors of his Adverla- 
ries, to the Increafe of his owne Fame 
and theyr Difgrace ; he did continew 
for a Time in the Contrie, yet not for- 
getfull of the Common-weale or care- 
les of the publick State: For he both 
did receve Letters from fome grave 
Counlellors of the State, touching the 
Occurents of Thinges at that Time; 
and did give fuch judiciall Anfwers 
touching the fame/as were fhewed to 
the Q.ueene, and flie liked well therof.

Befyds fuch Advertifments as he rece- 
ved from forayne Partes, he did impart 
ufually unto fuch Perfons of the Privy 
Counfell, as were of belt Judgment and 
Place, the Copie of one Letter written 
unto Sir John Perrott from a Privy 
Coimfellor, touching Monfieurs coming 
into England , having reference to a former 
Letter received from hym concerning the 
fame, was as followeth : 

S I R, 

I T may be that you have receded divert 
Reporter touching Monfieur's cominge , 
but the Truth is, that hir Majefty, (at the er¬ 
ne fi Requeft made by his Minifiess here ) and 
for that Jhe could not otherwife well be dip- 
patched of hym , but by according an Inter¬ 
view , hath fent hym a Sqffe Condu&or, 
And whereas at the firfi , the Tune was a- 
greed on for Auguft, Jhe defired aftewardes 
that it might be deferred unto September, 
and foe ftandeth determined. What the 
Coldnes of the Seafon may bringe forth , I 
cannot p^ognofiicat. Tour Opinion and Judg- 
men l perceve by your former , which 1 ac-

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quaynted hir Majefty withall , and they were 
taken in very good Part, 

And foe refling alwayet yourr, to doe you 
what Pleafure and prendfhip J may , 1 bid 
you right hertely farewell.

This Letter Iheweth how willing 
that grave Counfellor was to advertife 
Sir John Perrott the Truth of what hap¬ 
pened in that Matter of foe greate Mo¬ 
ment, and what reckning he made of Sir 
John Perrotfs Opinion, wherewith fie ac¬ 
quainted the Queenes Majefty, who tooke 
it in good Part (as it ihould feame). And 
allthough Sir John Perrott pofleffed noe 
Office in the Court at that Time, yet was 
he made acquaynted with moft of the 
great Affayers and Accidents which hap¬ 
pened there in his Abfence: Soe lykewife 
did he playnely write his Opinion touch¬ 
ing the fame, unto Perfonnes of greate 
K a Accompt, 
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Accompt, and was as carefull of the Com- 
tfionweale as if he had injoyed a high 
Place of Authoritie in the State; for when 
he receved any Advertifments from beyond 
the Seas, which might any way concerne 
the State, he did allwayes fpeedily ac- 
quaynt fome of the Privy Counfell there¬ 
with ; which may partely appere by one 
Letter that he fent unto a wife and a grave 
Counfellor, as it fhould feame, in anfwer 
of a former Letter receved from hym $ 
the Contents wherof were as follow- 
eth: 

S I R, 

A T it pleafe you to underjland , 

That upon the coming of this Mef- 
fenger , and (untill that 1 faw the Tetters he 
brought , was only from you ) 1 war not with¬ 
out Feare , that there had byn intended fome 
bad Journey for me : But upon Perufall I 
found myfelfe bound unto you, that you had 
my Suite in Remembrance (if time ferved ) 
but I believe this Age procureth to all Men 
rather Troble or Expences , than any Thinge 
due upon Defertes. And feeinge that many 
deferring better than myfelje , doe myffe that 
which apperteyneth to them, I will content

me by the Director of all Thinges , hum¬ 
bly praying you not to troble yourfelfe for my 
Good 9 but as Conveniency Jerveth.

Herein we may perceve Sir John Per - 
rott\ Care for his Countries Weale, and 
how willing he was to advertife any 
Thing that might tend to the SafFetie of 
the Prince and of the State wherin he 
lived. And in this Coqrfe he continew- 
ed fometimes in the Court, fometimes in 
the Countrie, as Occafion ferved, until! 
the Yere, at which Time the Queenes 

Majeftie, 
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Majeftie, and hir Privy Counfell, thought 
it meete to make hym Lord Deputy of 
lerland , where he was lent, and governed 
there fome Yeres, as the Particulers of his 
Services will (hew; but before Declara¬ 
tion therof be made, it may not be deemed 
unneceflary or unproper to premife a' briefe 
Difcourfe of the Envie which attended 
hym, both before he entred into the Ser¬ 
vice, and the Prediction, or rather wife 
Forefight, which a wife and a worthy 
Knight his half Brother, Sir Henry Jones, 
did feeme to fbrefee, and fliew what Dan¬ 
ger Sir John Perrott Ihould fall into by 
that Imployment, being Lord Deputy of 
lerland. So that Enimies and Enviers he 
he had betimes (efpecially when he un- 
dertooke any gr^ute Enterprife) hath 
byn partely made knowen by fome for¬ 
mer Examples) and now agaynft his En¬ 
trance into hir efpeciall Service, the fame 
evill-will of his Adverfaries did not ceafe 
to fhew it felfe; for there were two Gen¬ 
tlemen of that Contry, wherin he dwelt 
(being both Juftices of the Peace, and 
Men of good Livelyhood) who did ac- 
cufe Sir John Perrott unto the Lords of 
K 4 the 
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the Privy Counfell, That he was an Qp* 
preffor of his Neighbours, and a Man of 
fuch Power in his Contrie, as no Redreffe 
could be had of the Wronges, which he did 
unto divers of his Contreymen. Which 
grevous Complaynt being made agaynft 
hym, he was called before the Counfell 
to anfwer it, and bis Accufers lykewife to 
approve theyr Accufation. 

When they were herde on both Sides } 
and the Complaynants could not jufti- 
fie theyr" Accufations j it was ordered by 
the Lords of the Counfell, that they 
Ihould be both committed to the Fleet for 

{laundering Sir John Perrott , and that 
they Ihould publickly confeffe before 
the Jufiices of that Cyrcuite, wherein 
they lived. But Sir John Perrott hav¬ 
ing Compaflion on one of them, becaufe 
he was an old Gentleman (called Mr* 
Griffith White ) befought theyr Lordihips 
to remitt his Committment, faying, It 
ihould be fufficient Satisfaction for hym to 
have them confefle, that they had wrong¬ 
ed hym. This is regiftred amongft the 
Orders in the Counfell Table Booke, and 

remayneth 
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remayneth there to be feene. Soe hardly 
was Sir John Perrott befett on all Sides 
with Calumniations and Clamors of his 
Adverfaries j foe that, wherefoever he went, 
there wanted not fuch as would be redie 
to (launder and maligne hym : Which 
made his halfe Brother, Sir Henry Joner y 
(who is mentioned before) to forefee, and 
as it were to foretell, what hard fortunes 
would befall hym in this Service wherin 
he was to be imployed: For when Sir 
John Perrott was redie to depart for Jer- 
land, he fent a Gentleman to recommend 
his Love, and to bring his Farewell unto 
Sir Henry, who receving theMeffage (and 
being both a kinde natured, and a wife 
Knight) began with Teares to lament the 
Fortunes, and as it were the Fall of Sir 
John Perrott , faying, Alas! (quoth he) 
what meant my Brother to undertake this 
Service ? he might have lived at Home 
as well as any Man of his Sort in this 
Kingdom, and now he (hall be envied 
more: than ever he was. Well, commend 
me unto hym, and tell hym, I thirike l 
IJiall never fee hym agayne. 


Th<s 
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This fad Farewell Sir Henry Jones 
fent to his Brother Sir John Perron, who, 
whether he fpake by way of Predi&ion, or 
as a prudent Man, judging of Events by 
Lykelyhoods, we cannot dire&ly deter- 
mynej for he did feare that Sir John Per- 
rott fhoqjkl finde more and greater Adver- 
faries in this his Goverment, then he had 
before ; and allfo he knew his Nature to 
be fuch, that he could not beare the leaft 
Croffe at his Adverfaries Hands. And 
fiirely foe it fell out, that Sir John Perrott , 
by his fever Goverment, and by the 
fupprefling of fuch as he thought did op- 
prefs the Subjects in that Kingdom, was 
mightily maligned, and did procure many 
evill-willers, not of the meaneft Sort* 
fo fell it out trewly in that which Sir 
Henry Jones fayd, both in this, and that 
he beleved never to fee hym agayn ; for 
Sir Henry died before his Brother’s Returne, 
and in that was the Happier, becaufe he 
faw not the finall and fatall Unhappines 
which befell his Brother Sir John Perrott , 
whom he loved fo deerely j but in this he 
gave Sir John Perrott fuch a forrowful 

Farewell, 
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Farewell, (goeing to be Lord Deputie) as 
Arrius Antonim did gratulat, or rather be- 
wayle the State of Cocceiur Nero ,- when 
he waschofen Emperor of Rome , and re- 
ceved joyfully of all the Senators into 
the Court, only Antonim his deere Frende, 
(beinge a wife Man) embrafed hym, and 
expreffing the Condition of them that bare 
greate Rule and Goverment, faya, That 
he did rejoyce at the good Fortune of the 
Senate, the People, and the Provinces* 
rather than at his, to whom it had byn 
more fafe to fee the Faultes of bad Prin¬ 
ces, thenfuftayninge the Force of foe greate 
a Burden, to be fubje& not only to Tro- 
bles and Dangers, but to the ill Report 
and Difpleafure as well of his Frendes as 
his Enimies, who, when they cannot have 
that they would have (fuppofing they de- 
ferve any Thing) become more fierce then 
publick, profefled Enimies.

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The Second BOOK. 

S I R John Tenott , after he receved in 
i #3 his Commiflion to be Lord 
/ Deputie * of lerland , departed into the 
Contrie, where he repofed hymfelfe for a 
Ihort Time to fettle his State and private 
AfFayers there. And before his Departure, 
the Erie of Ormond coming out of lerland, 
to travell unto the Court of England > 
landed at Milford , where, he meetinge 
with Sir John Tenon, rejoyced much at 
his goeing to be Lord Deputie, remayned 
with hym at the Caftell of Caretv, dur- 
Inge his aboad there, and fo returned back 
with Sir John Tenott to lerland , geving 
over his goinge to the Court for that 
Time, and repofinge foe much in Sir John 
Tenott' s Indifferencie, that the Erie thought 
hymfelfe fecuer, and that he needed not

the End of this Work. 
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trie his Frendes at Court duringe Sir 
John Perron's Governement. Soe Sir 
Perrott ', after fome fmall Staie in the Con- 
trie, tooke Shipping at Milford Haven 9 
and fay led for Ireland , where he arrived 
at Dublyn in January 1583. Within a 
Sevenight after his coming thither, he tooke 
the Sword, and fo prefently fate in Coun- 
felle tofettell good Courfes for the quiet¬ 
ing and good Government of that State, 
being a Contrie that had byn Jonge infefted 
with Warres, Bloodlhed, Sedition, and 
civill Contention; foe that for the Space 
of fixtie Yeres or upwardes, feldom had 
there byn any C<?ntinuance of Concord 
and perfe&e Peace thorow all the Partes of 
that Ifland, but that either thorow the Cor¬ 
ruption or Ignorance of the Governors, 
the Contention of the Lords and Men of 
Accompt amongft themfelves, or the Dif- 
obedience of the People, and theyr prin¬ 
cipal Leaders agaynft the Prince and Ma- 
giftrate, the Sword was more in Ufe 
amongft them then the Lawes, and Re¬ 
venge was more pra&ifed then Peace. 


The 
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The Corruption of the Governors* 
either by Covetuoufnes or Partialitie, had 
divers Times occafioned greate Tumultes 
and Trobles in that Land, but never 
more then in the former and lad Warres 
of lerland , which did grow partely by the 
Avarice, Inftigation, and Procurement 
of fome late Governors, whofe Names 
fhall be filenced, becaufe they are deceas¬ 
ed, (for of the dead we are willed to 
fpeake but only the bed) and this laft 
Warre did exhauft more Treafure from the 
Crowne of England , Ipente more Englijh' 
Blood, and the Lives of more worthie 
Men, then all the Warres within that 
Contrie had confumed for two Hundred; 
Yeres before. The Ignorance of the Go¬ 
vernors had a'llfo fometimes given greate 
Advantage to the ill-affected Subje&es, 
who being lyke to Coltes not well rid¬ 
den , when they finde the Rider not 
to carrie a draight, even Hand, and a 
flier Seate, will drive to take the Head, 
and runne away with theyr Rider, or to 
cad hym out of his Seate, if they can* 
Such is the Nature of that People (and 

of 
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of moft others, which are conquered* 
and conftrayned to obey) to feeke Liber- 
tie, and to preferre auncient Coftomes 
before new Ordinances, be they never foe 
good. Yet to fay the Truth, the People 
of that Contrie love to be juftly dealt 
withall by theyr Governors, howfoever 
they deale with one another, and will doe 
more at the Command of theyr Gover¬ 
nor, whom they repute and have found to 
be jufte, then by the ftri&e Execution of 
the Lawes, or Conftraynt of any Force or 
Power: Allfo they are for the moft parte 
naturally wife, 1 and apte to obferve the 
beft Advantage and Opportunitie to ob- 
teyne theyr Porpofes. All which Sir 
John Perrott , the now Lord Deputie, 
knowinge, partely by his former Expe¬ 
rience, when be was Prefident of Morn - 
ftcr , and by the Depth of his Judgment, 
did now devife and determyne wholly 
to follow fuch Courfe as might reduce 
them, to a perfed Obedience, and fet- 
tell an. undoubted Peace in that King-* 
dom. Therefore he determyned imme- 
diatly to travell thorow the feveral Pro¬ 
vinces of lerland in Perfon, perfuading 

hymfelfe. 
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hymfelfe, that it would be the beft Evi¬ 
dence unto his Knowledge to become an 
Eie Witnes of the particuler State of 
Thinges, as well to heare the Complayntes 
of diftreffed Perfons, as to compound 
the Controversies which grow betwixt 
Men of all Qualities. To this Porpofe 
he firft taketh his Jorney into Conaughh 
there to place Sir Richard Bingham in his 
Government, and to take order for the 
Settlement of that Province in Peace* 
which theLord Deputie performed within 
a few Monethes after he receved the Sword. 
And foe from Conaught [he travelled to 
wards the Province of M ornfter, intendinge 
to take fuitable Courfes thorowout all the 
Provinces of lev land $ but when the Lord 
Deputie came to Lymricke , there theLord 
Deputie receved Advertifements of a greate 
Number of Iflanders or Scotijh Irijh, dis¬ 
covered and redie to land in Ulfler , or in 
fome Part of the North, beinge by Efti- 
mation above Fifteen hundred, tranfport- 
ed in Twenty two Galeyes, and drawen 
over by oneley Boyes> and his Confede¬ 
rates. Hereof Intelligence was given to 
the Lord Deputie by divers Perfons, name- 
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l^j from the Maior of Waterford, who 
informed what Shippes were feene nere 
. the Cofte j allfo Captayn Mynro made 
Report of theyt Landinge at M ayney in 
O'Nile's Contrie. Befydes the lyke Ad- 
vertifment recev’d from the Baron of Don- 
ganon , and from the . Provoft Marlhalj 
but. efpecially the Pra&ife and Plott 
of that Attempt was difcovered by 
the Archbuyfliop of Cafhilles, who fent 
unto Sir Luias Dyllon , who did im¬ 
part unto the Lord Deputie certayn Let¬ 
ters, which Torlough Lenough wrot unto 
the Archbuyfliop of CaJhiU , to this Effe<ft: 

HT hat Torlough challenged the Buy- 
• ihop to be his Follower borne, and 
therfor to be trufted, and that he fliould 
finde Ulfier his R.efuge, when all other 
Partes fayled ; and finally, that he fliould 
credite the Meflinger. After thit the Buy u 
jhop being fent for , came unto the Deputie to 
Dublyn, where he declared that he found 
the Meflinger was appoynted to pra&ife 
with all die Lords and Irijh Captaynes of 
Monfter and Conaught , to enter into Re¬ 
bellion whenfoever Strangers fliould arive, 

L Then 
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Then the Archbuyfliop was dire&ed by 1 
the Lord Deputie to interteyne the Mef- 
ttnger, and to fend one of his owne with 
'hym, as well in the Jorney into M ounfler v 
and Con aught, as in his Return to Ulfter, 
to the Ende he might be apprehended in 
his Returne j for which Porpofe the Lord 
Deputie wrote to fovvre feverall Conftables 
of the Queenes Howfes (by one of which 
he mutt needes come) and foe according¬ 
ly he was apprehended in Athlone , where 
the Lord Deputy, andfomeof the Coun¬ 
fell , tooke iiis Examination. He con- 
feffed after greate Threatnirtges of Tor* 
ture, that he was no common Meflinger, 
but one of great Account with O-Neale his 
Fofcerer, and a Leader of xl Horfemen, 
and had under hym 2000 Kinej that he 
was fent to deale with the Erie of Gan- 
carty , the Lord Fitz Moris , and all others 
of any Account in Mounfter and Conattghty 
to requier them to joyne with his Matter, 
agaynft the Queenes Majeftie, and to afc 
fner them, that Troopes under the Kinge 
of Spaync (with other forayn Ayde) would 
enter the Relme with fuch Force, that be¬ 
fore Michaelmas theie ttiould not be one 

Englijh 
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Englijh Man lefte (or any that loved the 
Queene of England) to be found in Ireland , 
notwithftanding anyFaftnes withintheLand, 
and that this fliould have byn done in May 
laft, if all Thinges had byn redie for it. 

H e fayd that he fpake with none but with 
Fitz Mow, with whom he brake the Matter, 
whole Anfwer Was, That fynce the Depu- 
tie was now arrived (whom all that Pro¬ 
vince knew) they would doe nothing, but 
as he would have them, foe long as he 
and the Erie of Ormond' did tary in the 
Land, and therfor Willed hym to returne 
to his Mafter. 

He fayd, that his Mafter was promifed 
to be made Kinge of Jerland , and that he 
accepted of it; faying he would be Kinge, 
allthoe he died within one Hower after. 

Being demanded of the Caufe why 
his Mafter would rebell, confidering he 
had all that he required of the Queene ? 
He layd that the Realme was carelefly lefte 
without Force, and noe Man of Warre 
to govern it j therfor they thought it beft 
La not 
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not to lofe foe good an Occafion, efpecially 
when they were offered foe greate Aide 
from forayne Partes. 

This Confeflion beinge gott from the 
Spiall, he was then committed to clofe 
Prifon, where he remayned, and Torlough 
Lenough knew not therof, or any befyds 
the Lord Deputie and the Counfell, and 
by this with the other Advertifments, the 
whole Combination and Confpiracy was 
difcoveredj foe that the Lord Deputie, to 
prevent foe imminent a Perill, was forced 
to returne to Dubbm, to make fpeedie 
Preparation for Reinraice, and did fur- 
ceafe his intended Jornev for that Time, 
to travell thorovv the other Partes and 
Provinces of Ierland , whereby he thought 
and began to fettell a good Courfe for 
planting of Peace thorowout the Realme, 
which fuerly he would have performed, if 
he had not byn interupted by this unex¬ 
pected Accident of the fodayn landing of 
the 1 Handers in greater Number, and bet¬ 
ter fernifhed than had byn before that 
Timeaccuftomed, allthough they had made 
often Incurfions into lerland before that 

i. Time; 
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Time ; for before theyr coming, the Lord 
Deputie had paffed thorow Conaught, in 
which Jorney he dealt with the O-Kellys > 
O-Conor Roe, O-Coner Done , O-Coner Sly go, 
Mac Willin Onger, Morothe, Done Affluer- 
ty, the O-Neales, the Burkes of Enter Co- 
naught., the Mac DonyMahone, Mac Ena- 
fpike, the Erie of Thomond, the Erie of 
Clanrickard, the Lord Bremingham, both 
the Mac Nemaraes, the two Mac Ma¬ 
hons, and every other Lord of Conaught and 
Thomond. All which the Lord Deputie 
pacified and quieted for Wronges palL 
tooke Pledges for Affurance of theyr Loy¬ 
alties, and for Performance of theyr Com- 
pofitionsj and finally, he executed that 
moft notable Traytor Connough Beg ObrL 
an, and fix of his Followers, and decided 
all Controverfies by Aide of the Counlell, 
in the whole Trad of his Jorney thorow 
Conaught and Thomond, whereby the Peo¬ 
ple learned to be very well latisfied and fet¬ 
tled to Peace. But with nothing more 
were they better pleafed, than with the 
Corredion of the Sheriffes, and limitinge 
them with what Companies they lhould 
travell.

Lastly, The fufpe&ed Buyfhop^ 
Malachias /.Innalone , and a Friar,, being 
Brother to Mac IVellin Engher t did re¬ 
nounce the Pope, fware to the Suprema¬ 
cy, and die Friar gave over his Habit pre- 
fently, bocli publifti’d a Profellion of theyr 
Fayth and Recantation. The Lord De- 
putie alifo increased the Schole-mafters 
Fee at Galloway , without the Queenes 
Charge, and entered into fome Reforma¬ 
tion of Religion, which he propofed 
ftiould be better provided for by Parlia¬ 
ment. 

At the Lord Deputies cominge to 
Lymbticke , there met hym the Lord Pre- 
fident: the Erie of Ormond , before his 
coming there, repayred unto hym into 
Conaught 3 the Erie of Mounfter, and 
the Erie of Mac Moris, Ofewlinan More, 
the Knight of Perrey , and certayn Septes 
of the GaloglaJJe; and after at Lymrick, 
all the reft of the cheif Perfons in that 
Province, prefented themfelves unto the 
Lord Deputie, faving fuch as did accom¬ 
pany Sir William Stanley , then Sheriflfe of 
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the Countie of Corke , with whom was 
the Lord Bary , the Lord Roch, and Sir 
Owen Mac Cartie , thinckinge to meete the 
Lord Deputie in the Entry of that 
Countie j but theNewes cominge to hym 
at Lytttrick , of the Arival of the IJlanders , 
and the Shipping which was feene upon 
the Cofte, the Lord Deputie was thereby 
diverted from proceeding in his purpoled 
Jorney, and foe compianding the iufpedt- 
ed Men of that Province to attend hym 
in his Northern Jorney, and to follow the 
Lord Prelident and the Erie of Ormond , 
who both were appoynted to accompany 
the Lord Deputie. He ordered the Coun¬ 
tie of Corke to be governed by the Ju- 
ftices, Waltho Meath by the Sherife, and 
by Barrey of Roch, the Countie of Lym- 
byyck , by the Provoft Marlhial, the Conn- 
tie of Kerne by the Sheriff, and Fitz Moris , 
and others, whofe Pledges the Lord De¬ 
puty tooke. The Countie of Definond he 
committed to be governed by the Erie of 
Clancarfy } Sir Owen Ofewilinan , Ofwilinan 
More the Shire of Tipperary to be ruled 
by the Erie of Ormondes Officers, and the 
whole Province generallie under the Ju- 
L 4 ftices. 
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dices, and certayne other Commiflio? 
ners. 

Before the Deputies Departure from 
thence, he took Pledges of Franch Mac 
Hugh, who came and delivered hisUnckle 
and his Sonne for Hoftages. The O-Brians 
delivered theyr Pledges to Sir Henry Har _ 
rington. 

The O-Coners (both Brethren) fubmit- 
ted themfelves, and put away theyr idle 
Men, reducing themfelves to a very fmall 
Number. The 0 -Mores , after the Death 
of their principal Leader, James More, 
alias M eagh, were divided into two or 
three Sceptes, and Pledges taken of them, 
iThe Canenaughes havinge not, at the De¬ 
puties coming away, delivered theyr 
Pledges, were referred to Sir Nicholas 
White , and certayne other Commiflia- 
ners in the Aflociation. Sir Henry 
Wallope ft>r the Survey of, and View of 
the Portes of Maribrow and Philipfton. 

Finally, 
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Finally, He divided the Liftenan- 
Cy of the Fortes, Philipfton and Kinges 
Countie , to Sir George Boucher , Knight, 
and the Queems Countie , to Warham Saintf 
Leger. The 0-Kellies, as well Sir as 
Edtnond and Philip , repayred unto the 
Lord Deputie at Dublyn , and fubmitted 
themfelves to his Order concerning theyr 
Controverfys. 

When the Lord Deputie had taken 
this Care and Order, as well to receve filer 
N Pledges for the Loyaltie of the Lordes, as 
for the placinge of fufficient Men to com¬ 
mand in his Abfence thorow all the Weft- 
ern Partes of lerland 3 as hath byn fett 
downe, and as it was certified unto the 
Lords of the Privey Counfell of England, 
in this Sorte, under the Handes of the 
Lord Deputie, Sir John Ncrryes , Lord 
Prefident of Mounjler , Sir Lucas Dillon , 
Knight, Sir Edward Waterhouse and Sir 
Jeffery Fenton. Then the Lord Deputie 
having layed this Guard behynd hisBacke, 
to maynteyne the Contrie in Quiet in his 
Abfence, prepared fpeedily,with convenient 

' Fower ? 
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Power, to goe into the North, and to in¬ 
counter with all the Forayne Forces there 
landed, and with theyr Adherents the 
Tray tors; and foe prefently he left for¬ 
wards in his Jorney, with fuch Fprces as 
he could make, about the fifteenth Day of 
Augufl 15 Betaking his Jorney towards the 
Newry, when the Iflanders hearing of 
the Deputies Determynation to flop them 
and theyr Galleys in Loughfoyle , with 
certayn Shippes, and to purfue them with 
all the Sharpenes he could poflibly; allfo 
underftanding how well affedted all the 
Subjedtes of Leynfter , Mounfler , and Co¬ 
naught were, and how redie (contrary to 
theyr Expe&ations) to ferve with the 
Lord Deputy agaynft them, they for the 
moft part fled before the Lord Deputie 
could come to the Newry: The Lord 
Deputy imputed theyr Efcape unto fome 
Negligence in the Shipping (though they 
did excufe it by a Leake) lor the Galleyes 
got out of the River but one Hower be¬ 
fore the Shipping came thither, elfe they 
had byn taken j and the Shipping had 
them in Chafe, but did them little Hurte*

W h h n the Lord Deputie came unto 
the Newry , Orleg Lenough met hym halfe 
a Mile from the Newry , havinge neither 
Protection nor Pardon, and there the 
Lord Deputy received his Pledges, he 
yeldinge hymfele in all Thinges conform¬ 
able and dutifull, as he was required. 
Thence forwards (as the Lord Deputy 
wrote) the better he became, the weaker 
he waxed, and the leffe regarded of his 
Followers, foe that the Lord Deputy was. 
driven to affift hym agaynft them, and to 
make them depend on hym, that thereby 
the Lord Deputy might the better lay up¬ 
on them and hym fuch Impofitions as he 
had determyned for the Queenes Service, 
Which Example of Turlongh’s Weaknes > 
and want of Followers, (after his Submif- 
fion to become a good Subject) is an Ar¬ 
gument, amongft many other lyke Inftan- 
Ces, of the common and greater Sorte of 
People’s ill Difpofition in that Contry, 
who are ufually more redie to follow a 
meane Man in any tumultuous or feditious 
Action, than the fame Man, or one much 
tetter than he, when he fhali become a 

good 
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good and a peaceable Subjeft ; foe that it 
hath been often feene, that he which had 
a Thoufand Followers in a Rebellion, 
could not carrie after hym one Hun¬ 
dred Men afterwards toferve agaynft a 
Rebell for his Prince. 

Whilst the Lord Deputy ftaied at 
the Newry , there came unto hym, upon 
his Letters of Commandment, without 
Protection or Pardon, Sir Hugh Mogettye, 
Mac Mahon , O-Hanlan , Turlough Br aft- 
laugh, and the Captaynes of the Jcwes, 
Jerncy, Carty , Kylwarlen , Kylultagh , and _ 
allthofe of Clandaboy's Syde, with whom 
the Lord Deputy tooke Order to affuer 
the Borders, having appoynted upon his 
Returne, to receve theyr Pledges: And 
fith the Lord Deputy was come foe farre, 
and foe well provided, he thought it not 
meete to returne backe all his Preparations 
fruitles, without any Good done to requite 
fome Part of the Charge. And therfor 
underftanding that Sorleboy had interteyn- 
ed a Number of ljlanders , and joined un¬ 
to hym Okeham , and Brian Carraugh- y 
and that he flood upon Termes, to hold 
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by Force what he had gotten by the fame 
(which was the Rout, and part of the 
Clyves, Mac Gwylin, and other hir Maje- 
fties Subje&es Lands,) the Lord Deputy 
thought it a great Difhonor to hir Maje- 
ftie, and found it would be a great Lett 
to his Determynations, to fuffer hynt 
proudly to Countenance the Invafion of 
Forayners to eate out hir Majefties natural 
Subje&es. 

WHERUPONthe Lord Deputy entered 
into A&ion agaynft Sorleboy , with his Ad¬ 
herents, and devided his Army into two 
Partes, to follow hym on both Sides of 
the River, called the Band. The Lord 
Deputy, accompanied with the Erles of 
Ormond and T homond, Sir Lucas Dillon, Sir 
Edward Waterhowfe, and Secretary Ten- 
ton, the Lord Deputy hymfelfe, went 
with the chiefe Men, and halfe the Forces 
kept on Clandaboy Side. He then fent Sir 
John Norreys , Lord Prefident of Moun¬ 
ter, accompanied with the Baron of Don- 
gannon , to Tyrone Syde, with the other 
part of the Armey. The Lord Deputy 
on the one Side fpoyled Brian Caraugh’s 

Contry, 
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Contry hymfelrj and Sorleboy being fled 
over, the Ban , to the Faftnes of Cion- 
combine , with all theyr Forces and Crea¬ 
tures, Sir John Norrejs on the other 
Syde, overflypping Sorleboy , fell upon 0- 
C kan, and tooke from hym Two Hundred 
Cowes (which gave the Armie fome Re- 
leife) though many of them were im- 
beafelled in the drivinge. Wherupon 
0-Chan , fubmittinghymfelfe, came in and 
made offer to ferve upon Sorleboy , and Bri¬ 
an Caraugh made Meanes for Mercie. 

Because Sorleybofy flionned the Lord 
Deputy’s Side, trufting to his Faftnes on 
the other Syde, and. that he was loath to 
overflyp any Time or Advantage agaynft 
the Rebel 1, he lent over to the Lord Prefi- 
dentfomeof his Horfemen, and. a good 
Part of his Footmen, with moft of his 
Kerne, hoping^ that dividing his Compa- 
nys as he directed, according to good Spi- 
alls, fome Good might be done upon 
hym on that Side. 

\ 

The Lord Deputy, with the reft of 
his Company, incamped before Dunlufe, 

and

and befieged it, being one of die ftrongeft 
Peeces within the Realme of Ireland, for it 
is fcituate upon a Rock, hanging over the 
Sea, divided from the Mayne, with a' 
deepe Rock Ditch, natural and not artifi- 
ciall, and havinge noe Way to it but a 
\fmall Necke of the fame Rocke, which 
is allfo cut off very deepe. It had in it 
then a ftronge Ward, wherof theCaptayn 
was a Scotijhman , who when the Deputy 
fent to hym to yeld, he refiifed Parley, 
and anfwered (fpeaking very good E n~ 
glijh) That they would keepe it to the 
laft Man, which made the Deputy draw 
neere thither, and planted a Battery of 
Culverines,and ij Cannon, before it, which 
being brought by Sea to Shinies Port R ujh 3 
the Lord Deputie caufed to be drawen 
thither, being (two Myles off from Dun - 
lufe ) by Force of Men, wherin he fpar- 
ed not the Labor of his owne Servants; 
and when fmall Shott played foe thicke out 
of the Fort, that the common Soldiers be¬ 
gan to fhrinke in plantinge of the Artille¬ 
ry, the Lord Deputy made his owne Men 
fill the Gabions with Earth, and make 
good the Ground, untill the Ordinance 

was 
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Was planted, and the Trenches made 2 
This being don,the Lord Deputie hymfelfe 
gave Fire to the firft Peece of Ordinance, 
and difcharged it, which did noe great 
Hurt j but fhortly after, it being better 
ihaked, the next Morninge (after that 
they had over Night ielte a little the 
Force of the Battery) they fent unto the 
Lord Deputy to be receved unto Merck* 
wheruntohe condescended the rather, be* 
caufe he would fave the Charges of Re¬ 
payring agayn that Peece, which other- 
wife he muft have beaten downe; and for 
that he would not fpend the Provifion, 
weaken the Forces, and hinder the reft of 
the Services then intended, by lyinge. 
longe before one Forte, and therfor he 
graunted them Life and Liberty to de¬ 
part. After the taking of Dunlufe , the 
Lord Deputy allfo took in Donjerte , the 
Ward being fled, lykewife another Pile 
by Port-rajhe , and all Sorleboyes Iflands and 
Longhs i foe that he had not a Hole lefte 
in the mayn Land to creepe into, except 
the Woods, the Ranghlyns being his 
cheife Refuge, which was the accuftomed 
Landing Place ol the JJlandm , where they 

might 
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might ftay to refoive upon theyr At- 
temptes, and make Provifion for the Exe¬ 
cution of the fame. 

A s the Deputies Campe remayned be¬ 
fore Donlufe , there came unto hym Sir 
Owen Otyle and O-Donell, and there the 
Lord Deputy, having Turlough O-Neale 
with hym, caufed them orderly and duti¬ 
fully to implead each other by Byll, An- 
fwer, and Replication, fubmitting them- 
felves and theyr Controverfies to the Lord 
Deputy and the Counfell’s Order. After 
he had decided theyr Contentions, and 
mad them fweare firft theyr due Allea- 
giaace to hir Majeftie, and then theyr 
Mayntenance of the Peace, and the Af- 
fiftance of ech other agaynft all Traytors, 
and other hir Majefties Enimies, the Lord 
Deputy drew them farther, and won them 
to conditionall Compofition to find hir 
Majeftie Five Hundred Men in Garifon, 
as hir Majeftie would contribute for 
theyr better fynding 250 1. to every Hun¬ 
dred Men, towards theyr Bread and Drinke 
by the Yere. The Rate was thus, That 
O-Neale for hymfelfe, and thofe that were 
M pndef 
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under hym, fliould finde Three Hundred 
Men. The lyke Compofition he mad 
there allfo with Magzvyly for a Hundred 
Footmen, and Twenty Five Horfemen. 

When the Lord Deputy had finifh- 
ed theife Services at Dunlufe, he deter- 
myned to paffe farther into the Kawlinger y 
to difpoflefle Sorleboy of that Refuge allfo, 
but he was inforced to leave the At¬ 
tempt, partly by a very vehement Storme 
that arofe fodaynly and dangeroufly, and 
cheifely for two Doubtes he was conftray- 
ned to haften homewards, the one of the 
Waters, which at the Seafon of the Yere 
would, upon fmall Rayne, rife fo high in 
thofe Partes, that it would ffopp theyr 
Paffage, and returne for want of Bridges. 
The other was the Scarcitie of Vi&ualls, 
wherof then they had greate Want, the 
Winde not fervinge to bringe any Bread 
or Drinke. 

Before the Lord Deputy lefte thofe 
Partes, Vonell Cor me ^ the Lady Cambeel, 
and O-Neale's Wiffe’s Sonne, came unto 
hym, and upon theyr Submiflion re- 

nouncinge

nouncinge the Obedience bf all Forayne 
Powers and Potentates, he receved them 
to hir Majefties Mercie, mad hym a De¬ 
nizen, and pafled unto hym the Benefitt 
of the Qvieenes Graunt, procured by his 
Mother, for foe much of the Glynes as 
was Maffetfs Lands, he both paying ther- 
for yerely Sixty Beifes, and finding, upon 
his owne Charges, Eighty Men to ferve 
in any Part of Ulfier , at the Governor s 
Call and Command. 

T h e i s e Thinges thus eftabliihed, 
and Garifons planted, viz . Two Hundred 
Footemen, wherof One Hundred found 
by M agwylly, and Seventy Horfemen at 
Colerane , under Captayn Carelile , and 
Two Hundred Footemen, beinge of the 
olde Bandes, and Fifty Horfemen, wher- 
of Twenty Five were ere&ed at Kock-fe - 
ryns, under Sir Henry Bagnall , whom the 
Lord Deputy made Collonell of the For¬ 
ces there, he tooke his Way thorow the 
Woods of Kylultage and Kylwaren , and 
foe returned to the Nowrey the 28th of 
September , where he remayned ten Dayes 
to perfe# this Service. 

H 2 At 
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A T the Nowrey there came unto the 
Lord Deputie, Tttrlough 0 -Neale, bringing 
with hym, as the Lord Deputy had ap- 
poynted, Henry 0 -Neale, Shane O-Neale’s 
Sonne, that efcaped from Sir Henry Sid¬ 
ney ; and to that Place there came allfp 
un^o the Lord Deputy, all the reft of the 
Lords of Ulfter, as Sir Hugh Magenys. 
Con Mac Neale Oge, Hugh Oge, Shan Mac 
Brian, Mac Mahon, Tirlaugh Brafelaugh, 
Cart an, Ohanlan, the Captaynes of Fer- 
ney, Fens, Danghatry, Kylultagh, and Kyl- 
warren. They all upon theyr Knees fware 
Fealty unto the Queenes Majeftie, pro- 
teftinge to ferve hir Highnes agaynft all 
Men. They delivered in fuch Pledges as 
the Lord Deputy demanded, and made 
lyke Compofition for fynding of Soldiers* 
and upon the lyke Condition as O-Neale, 
O-Vonell, and Magroyly had don, every one 
for the Numbers infuing; Hugh Oge and 
Shane Mac Brian, for the neather Clanda- 
hoy Eighty Men. Sir Magenes for Huaugh 
Forty Men; the Captayn of Kylultagh 
Fifteen ; Captayn of Kylwarlen Ten 
Mac Carten Ten; thp Baron of Vonganon, 
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Forney, Mac Mahon, Fowes , Dangutry^ 
and O-Harilan two Hundred. In all which 
0 -Neale's, O-Donell's, and Mac Wyllie's 
amounteth unto Four Hundred Englijh, 
befyds Thirty to be maynteyned after the 
Irijb Manner, by Donell Come. 

The Lord Deputie having made theife 
Gompofitions, and taken Pledges, percev- 
ed fome Hertburninges and Queftions for 
Government amongft them, but efpeci- 
ally betwixt Turlough Q-Neale , the Ba¬ 
ron of Dunganon, and the Marlhall. He 
firft reconfiled all Unkindnes bet wen them, 
and then thought good to divide the great¬ 
er Governments into fmaller, that none 
ihould be two ftronge, which was order¬ 
ed in Sorte following: 

Con Mac Oge afpired to the whole Go¬ 
vernment of Qandeboy by the olde bad 
Couftom of Caunisbe. Shane Mac Brian, 
and Hugh Oge, they flood for the Neether 
Clandaboy, and yet could not agree a- 
mongft themfelves for theyr Portions* 
But the Lord Deputy concluded with 
theyr owneConfentes, that Con Ihould eon- 
M 3 tent

tent hymfelfe with the Upper Clandaboy> 
and Shane and Hugh with the Neether, to 
be divided and bounded between them, 
by his Aflignation, and by fuch Commif- 
{loners as he had authorised. Befydes he 
devided all Ulfter , (except O-VonelZs 
Contrie) into three Livetenances, with a 
Consideration to extinguish O-Donelts 
Clayme to the Uriaghs; and to that Ende 
did affigne unto T urlough Lenough, one 
of the three Liftenants, of foe much as 
was allredy under his Rule. The Refi- 
due he devided betwen the Baron and the 
Marlhall. 

Wherin the Lord Deputy did im- 
ploy his belt Indevors, hopinge it would 
fucced well, if the Oportunitie were tak¬ 
en hold of, and the Iron ftroken whilft it 
was hott; and as he hymfelfe wrot unto 
the Lords of the Privey-Counfel in Eng¬ 
land (refytinge by feverall Letters, the 
Particulers of theife Services as they are 
here fett downe, and were juftified allfb 
by the Handes of Sir John Norris , Sir Lu¬ 
cas Dyllon , Sir Edward JVaterhoufe , and 
Secretary Fenton 3 who were in the Nor¬ 
thern 
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them Jorney; in one of which Letters the 
Lord Deputie hath theife Wordes: 

yO UR Lordjhippes may fee, I have not byn 
* idle, {having notwithfianding the very 
bad Weather that hath byn here) gon tho- 
row all the fine Provinces of the Realme 3 
within leffe then a Quarter of a Ycre j foe 
may your Lordjhippes allfo perceve what 
Care I have taken to incounter theife Acci- 
dentes that at the firft feamed dangerous , 
and foe would have proved if they had byn 
but a While fuffered. 

This Letter beareth Date from the 
Camp at Dunlufe, the 15th of September 
1584, and the fame with the reft of the 
Lord Deputie’s Advertifments (conteyn- 
ing the Particulers of his Services pro- 
mifed) were confirmed by Letters from 
fuch of the Privey-Counfell in Ireland, as 
were WitnefTes to the fame, in this Sorte 
by them fignified.

M AT itpleafe your Lordfhippes, the 
the Lord Deputy hath made us ac- 
quaynted with his Letters of Advertif- 
xnents, which he hath fent unto your Lord- 
Jhips ; and for that we have attended on his 
Lord/hip all this Jorney in Ulfter, where¬ 
in we have Jeene from one Aft ion to ano¬ 
ther , with what Sincerity he hath labored to 
prevent herafter the chiefe Groundes and 
Occafeons of theife Dijlurbances in the 
Province. We are bound in this joynt Ma- 
ner to concurre with his Lordjhip touching 
the Contentes of the fayd Advertifments , 
which we affirme to be true in \all Poyntes , 
(all Thinges fesne by us, and puffing thorow 
our Knowledge ) humbly defiring your Lord- 
Jhippes this Time to difpence with us for not 
writing more fever ally andparticulerly. And 
foe humbly taking our Leave for this Time, 
pray God allwayes to blejfe and preferve 
your Lordfhippes. At the Campe nere Dun- 
lufe, xixth of September 1584.

When 
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W h e n the Lord Deputy was returned 
to Dublyn , from Ulfter , he wrote particu- 
Jerly unto the Lords off the Privy Coun¬ 
fell in England , of theife Services, but 
fpecially of the Compofition yelded to by 
the Lords of Ulfter, for the Mayntenance 
of Six Hundred Soldiers, and of a new 
Projed which he propounded, for the 
more liable fettling and continuing of 
that State in Quietnes; the Contents 
wherof were as folio wet h: 


TT/HE REAS before I wrote for Five. 

Hundred Men , 1 pray your Lordjhippe* 
here may be fent Six Hundred , to be levied 
Twenty Five in a Shier , in the bar deft Con- 


trie, and of the be ft and ableft Perjonages 
in England and Wales, to be forted in We- 
pons, as other Bander ordinarily are (ex¬ 
cepting One Hundred and Fifty amongft the 
whole , to be good Bowmen , becaufe I would 
make fome Proffe of them ); And I would 
have Four Hundred of them be landed here, 
and Two Hundred at Waterford. Imeane 


to itnploy them all in this Garrifon of One 
Thoufand One Hundred , mixinge them 


with 
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with the olde Band.es> and to be maynteyn- 
ed chiefely upon Ulfter. But becaufe, as 
your Lordjhippes may perceve a greate Part 
of theyr Fay refteth upon Butter and Oat- 
weak, which with the rejle of theyr Allow¬ 
ances by the Irilh, will yet yelde a reafonable 
Good , recevinge about One Thoufand Two 
Hundred Found Sterling a Bande by the 
Tere: 1 doe on the Services Behdlfe, requier 
the Addition of the Two Hundred and Fif¬ 
ty a Tere for every Two Hundred Men by 
hir Majejlies Condition before-mentioned. 
And then 1 nothing doubt to make, not on¬ 
ly hereby to keepe that Contrie of Ulfter in 
good Obedience , but allfo to make thofe 
Companies a Fall to forrayne Invaders^ 
and Jer vice able to hir Majejlie , in any Place 
where Occafion (hall be to ufe them: I 
thinck the lyke Improvement of Bent hath 
not byn in our Age; for when nothing was 
wont to be had> but allways Damage and 
Occafion of greate Charge {as by the Ac- 
cotnpt will appere.) Now' with this finatt 
Addition of Two Thoufand Seven Hundred 
and Fifty Pound , hir Majejlie Jhall have 
an Inter eft either in One Thoufand One Hum. 
dred trayned Soldiers , to anfwer all Eventes 

(<* 
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(or elfe the lnterteynment anfwerable unto 
them, which amounteth to above Thirteen 
Thoufand Pound a Tere, the moft Part 
wherof in Time may be converted unto hir 
Majefiies Cofers.) And befydes, that Pro¬ 
vince Jhall be quit of the Scotts continual 
lnvafion, which hitherto hath bred, not 
only yerely Charges to hir Majeflie (a greate 
deale above the Two Thoufand Seven Hun¬ 
dred and Fifty Pound now depending, de¬ 
manded ) in maynteyning of Bandes of 
Horfemen and Footemen at the Newrey, 
and Knockfergus (befydes other greate, ex¬ 
traordinary Charges that often happen upon 
Occafion) but allfo Troble and Daunger to x 
that Province, and to all this Realme, and 
efpecially to the Pale. 

T H E People are now pliant, grow in 
Hate of the Scotts, (foe as they may be de¬ 
fended, defier to hold theyr Landes by Te¬ 
nure from hir Majeflie, to have theyr Con- 
tries divided into Shier Grounde, and accor¬ 
dingly to live under peaceable Government. 
This Defier, I doubt not, will hold the fame 
by this Compofition wherewith, upon Al¬ 
lowance of that Two Hundred and Fifty 

to 
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to each Band J will goe forwards , and doubt 
not to make it ftand as benificiall tohir A 1 a- 
jeftie, and as ferviceable to this State as is 
before fett downe. 

B E STD E S the Good of UMer, I may 
not leave to impart to your LordJJbyps, what 
a Prefident I am, in hope it will prove for 
the reft of this Realme, out of the which the 
lyke compofition (I truft) may be drawen in 
time; whereby hir Majeftie ( with tnuchlejfe 
Charges than hertofore hath ben beftowed ) 
may have a trayned Garrifon of neere Two 
thoufand Footemen and Four hundred Horf- 
men: The matter wherupon I ground this 
hope is the prefent Peace and Tranquillity of 
this Realme, and theyr Redines lykewife to 
any Impreffton, the rather uppon the JucceJfe 
of this Service. 

But for the more ftable fetting and continue 
ing of the Good of this State, Let me, I hutn- 
bly pray your Lordjhips , crave Pardon to make 
a Motion, which, in my Opinion, being well 
advifed on, will be the befi Purchafe that ' 
England hath mad this many day: J fup- 

pofe 
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f ofe ( if all be trezv that I have herde ) 
hir Majejlie hath commonly byn charged 
with betwen Thirty and Forty Thoufand 
Founds a Tere t and {if a medium of hir 
Highnes whole Expences were caft ) I thinke 
not fo little as one Tere with another as fifty 
or Jixty Thoufand Founds. If your Lord- 
Jhips can procure hir Majejlie to let me have 
(or fuch as (hall be thought fit to fucceed 
me j for three Teres together the Sums of 
Fifty thoufand Founds yerely out of Eng¬ 
land over and above the fame Revenew 
of this Land: I do truft with God's Fa¬ 
vour at the three Teres ende (excepting 
only that there be no Impeachment by the 
Vefcent of the Spaniardes, and fuch lyke fo¬ 
reign Enemies j to leave hir Highnes fuch 
a trayned Gam [on of 2000 Footemen and 
400 Horfemen as hertofore I wtote of; and 
both they and the Government may be dif- 
charged with a fmall Charge out of Eng¬ 
land. And befides to leave hir Highnes snore 
than allredie fhe hath in this Realme , fe- 
ven walled Townes every Towne a Myle 
pbout j [even Bridges and feven Cafiells. 

BT 
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B 1 theife the whole Realwe may be 
invironed and firenthened, and all greate 
Matters made paffable ( if this jnight be 
brought to paffe ) ; wherin the Opinion that 
I finde is conceded of me agaynfl this Veople 
( and that l likewife concede of them ) ma- 
keth me the more confident, and I hope ftnall 
Perjuafions 'will make both the Neceffity 
and the Commodity therof upper e, foe as I 
humbly leave my Imagination to be confi- 
deredy allowed, cr rejetted by your Wif- 
dornes. And in the Conclufion , 

I pray your LordfhipeSy though this Let¬ 
ter may feame longp , yet not to throw it 
by , but to corfider of the M ocions therin y 
which are y as it were , a Tie of the zvhole 
Government ; and accordingly to returne an 
Anfwer with Speed convenient. Soe I hum¬ 
bly ende from the Caflell at Dublyn the 
fecond Day of O&ober, 1584. 

At this time the Lord Deputy (being 
returned to Dublyn) brought Turlougb 
O-Neale's Sonne with bym, and becaufe his 
Father fliould neede hym ( being become 
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a good Subjed in all Appearance) he ment 
fhortly to returne hym back agayn upon the 
Receipt of Four principall Pledges, Men 
that the Lord Deputie had appoynted to 
be fent unto hyfn. Which Ihould be 
fuer Pledges both for hir Majeftie upon 
0 ~Neale, and from hym upon his Follow¬ 
ers, wherof the Lord Deputy wrote alllo 
unto the Lords of the Privy Counfell in 
England. At that time allfo Shan 0 - 
j Neale's Sonne, which came over with the 
Scott s, mad fuite to be receved to Grace, 
and becaufe they had lately taken one 
Mr. Lambert, an Englijh Gentleman, the 
Lord Deputy did the rather incline to 
harken unto them for this Gentleman’s 
Good, and fo lefte Order with Mr. Mar- 
Jhall for the fame. 

Allso about the fame time the Lord 
Deputy mad certayn Mocions unto the 
Lords of the Privy Counfell in England , 
which he thought not meete, being pri¬ 
vate Matters, to intermixe with the pub- 
lick Service, yet were they of good Con- 
fequences, an 4 worthy the Confedera¬ 
tion, 
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The Fit ft was a Mocion made by 
the Lord Deputy hymfelte before his 
coming into lerland ; to fend thither Mr. 
Shettieworth to be not only Chiefe Ju- 
ftice of hir Majeftie’s Bench there,, but 
allfo an Ov erfeer of the reft of the Courtes 
to bring them into better Order; becaufe 
he found want of fuch a One: For be- 
fyds that the Execution of Law was out 
of courfe there ( needing a ftout and 
a learned Man to reduce it into a right 
Forme ) divers of the Judges, Lawiers 
and Ouicers were corrupt, efpecially in 
Religion, (wherof he gave fome Inftances,) 
caried away in Affe&ion of Contrey and 
Kindred. Which mad them that either 
they could not, or would not proceed 
forthright and uprightly in Cafes of Ju- 
ftice. And farther, the Lord Deputy af¬ 
firmed that he muft confefte' good theiie 
Lawiers that were there of hir Maje¬ 
ftie’s Privy Counfell ; yet he fhould be 
better fatished from the Mouth of one 
that he knew to be profound, and allfo 
free from all Partiallitfes; when any Mat¬ 
ter fell out in Counfell, pr otherwife, 
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where Queftion of Law might grow* 
and therfore he prayed, that Mr. Shettk- 
worthy or one of fuch Sufficiency as he 
was, might be fent over. 

T h t fecond Motion was, that where 
the corrupt Cofiome of Tnnifte and Cap- 
fence was the Roote of ail the Barba- 
rifme and Diforder in Ireland , if the 
fame were converted to State of Inhe¬ 
ritance, Men would more willingly buyld, 
plant, and preferve for their Pofterity $ 
wheras no Man careth but for his owne 
time, and therafter fpendeth and fpoileth 
firft his own, and then his Neighbours* 
This People being brought to fee theyr 
owne Error, did defier more dayly to 
hold theyr Lands by Englijh Tenure, of¬ 
fering to make Surrenders, but the Lord 
Deputy did not accept the fame (as he 
affirmed ) becaufe he had no'e perfect 
Warrant to make them any Eftates back 
agayne. Therfore he befought the Lords 
of the Privey Counfell to procure from 
hir Majeftie fuch a Warrant (wherof there 
had byn a former Prefident) that there¬ 
by hir Majeftie’s Profitt together with 
N the 
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the Good of the State might grow in 
time by theife I enures. 

The third Matter by the Lord De- 
putie moved to the Lords of the Privy 
CounfelJ, was in the Behalf of Sir Ri- 
cbard Bingam , Governor of Conaught , who 
( as the Lord Deputie’s Wordes were ) 
toohevfo ftreight a Courfe of Govern¬ 
ment, as thole under hym were reteyned 
in Dutie with good Contentation ; for as 
he bridled theyr Licencioufnes, foe he gave 
them noe caufe of Offence, by admitting 
in hymfeife, or any of his, any thinge, 
which may geive them any Opinion that 
he refpe< 5 teth his owne thrifte, but theyr 
well doeing. Soe that if he were not re¬ 
lieved otherwife then by Fines, which, as 
the Lord Deputy herde, were not great 
as he handled the matter ( celling them 
for the Necelfity of the Service, and not 
for any Lucre ) he was nor iyke to an- 
fwer his Charge with his Interteynment 
by a great deaie. Therfor tbe Lord De¬ 
puty did defter theyr Lordfhippes to pro¬ 
cure an increafe of an 100 l. per Annum 
more for hym, which he protefted he did 

not 
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not requeft either at the feeking of Sir Ri¬ 
chard Bingham , or with his Knowledg, 
but only moved with the good Defertes 
of the Man, and feeing the need he had of 
fome Supplie. 

The fourth Motion was touching a 
See or Buyfhoprick, called the Dioccefie 
of Kyllmore , the Jurifdi&ion wherof is 
over the Cavan O-Nealtes Contrie, and o- 
ther Partes adjoyning. It was not be¬ 
llowed on any Englijhman or Irifh by the 
Queene’s Majeftie or any hir Progenitors, 
within the Memory of Man. Of late 
there was a leude Friar come from Rome 
as a Delegate of the Pope’s, that ufurped 
it, dilperfing abroad feditious Bulls and 
fuch lyke Tralh. The Lord Deputie 
difpofleffed hym of the Place, and hoped 
to chack him* to anfwer his Leudnes, or 
elfe to bring hym unto Submilfion. And 
becaufe he judged it would be an increafe 
of hir Majeftie’s Authority amongft thofe 
barbarous People to have a Buylhop pla¬ 
ced there by hir Majeftie ( and he a Man 
of Creditt and Accompt ) he mad choyfe 
of the Deane of Chrifichurch to fupplie the 
N a Place, 
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Place, and to fupplant the other ufurp : 
Ing Buyfliop. Sythe the Deane was con¬ 
tent to accept it, not for Profitt or Am¬ 
bition’s fake (for he had refilled better 
thinges ) but for a Defier to doe good. 
Therfor the Lord Deputie defired a War¬ 
rant to Inffall hym. 

The fifth Motion was, that there be- 
inge a Warrant come to the Lord Depu¬ 
ty to beftow the Buyihoprick of Killmal- 
logh in Commendam upon the Arch-Buy- 
ftiop of Tunm , who had already another 
See annexed to his Buyihoprick, and if 
he might have this alllo (wherunto ano¬ 
ther is united) then he Ihould have fower 
in all. The Lord Deputy doubted not 
but theyr Lordlhippes did fee the Inconve¬ 
niences,that neceffarily muft infue this con- 
fufion of fpiricual Dignities j whereof the 
more that were fupplied, the more lyke- 
lyhood of the increafe of Religion, and 
though yet the Livings were not fuffici- 
ent for that Calling, yet he hoped that in 
Ihort Time they would amend together 
with the World, and in the mean time 
that Living that is, would fuffice for iome 

that 
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that hath, or might be reclaymed from 
the Romtjh Faith. Whereby other might 
be incouraged to be drawen from it to 
the trew Church. And therfor the Lord 
Deputy intreated theyr Lordfhips not to 
difalow of his Stay, confidering in what re- 
fped he made it. 

The fixth Motion was, that upon the 
Lord Deputies laft Entry into Dublyn, 
there came Letters to his Hands directed 
from the Lords of the Privy Counfell to 
Turloughy 0-Nea ] .\ and the Baron of Dun¬ 
gannon. The Direction of it felfe Teem¬ 
ing to attribute to much unto them (for 
Turlough was termed Right Honourable ) 
the Lord Deputy opned the Letters, and 
finding the Contents agreable to the Di¬ 
rection, thought good, by the Advife of 
the Counfell, to make flay of the Delivery 
of thofe Letters, leaf!: they fhould have 
puffed them up to high as Thinges then 
flood. But the Lord Deputy befought 
theyr Lordfhips to writt theyr Letters 
in allowance of Turlough's Dutie and Ser- 
viceablenes, in the Compolition which he 
had mad, wherby he had flrengthned 

N 3 hym- 
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hymfelfe by the aide of lawful Peres un¬ 
der Government, with Caution, that theyr 
Lorafhips Ihould not allow hym to high 
a Stile, for fear of Pride and Preemption, 
wherto his Place with any Applaufe 
would eafily hurie hym, as the Lord De¬ 
puty knew beft. 

The feventh Motion was, that inaf- 
much as it pleafed the Queene’s Maje- 
ftie to refer the Nomination of the Pri¬ 
macy unto the Lord Deputy ; he having 
preferred one Dodor Longe unto it, did 
finde that he difcharged the Place with 
Credite and the good Lyking of thofe 
under hym, amongft whom, both by 
preaching and governing otherwife,he did 
much good, and won many ; and the De¬ 
puty did hope he fhould do more, if his 
Credit were increafed with the Increafe 
of a Counfellorfhip here, a Calling well- 
befeeming not only his Degree and Place, 
but allfo other Sufficiencies that are in hym 
fitt for it. And therfor the Lord Deputy 
humbly recommended the Preferment of 
hym to theyr Lordfhips good Confide- 
ration. 

The 

v * 
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The eighth and laft Motion was in 
the Behalf of Sir Lucas Dyllon, who, all- 
though he were foe well knowen to theyr 
Lordlhips, as the Lord Deputy thought 
the Addition of his Commendacion Ihould 
not greatly neede ; “ Yet he mud needes 
<e fay that he found hym a faythfull and 
“ a paynfiill Councellor both abroad and 
tc at home, and an earned Favourer and 
<c Furtherer of hir Majeftie’s Proceedinges 
tr for the Good of his Contrie without 
<c any fecond Intention, in refpett wher- 
<f of he was fpecially drawen from his 
tc Weale and Eafe at home to difcharge 
tc the Services then committed unto hym.” 
Therfor the Lord Deputy humbly praied 
theyr Lordlhips he might be anfwered 
with Expedition. 

The Lord Deputie havinge performed 
all thefe Services, for the prefent, pro¬ 
jected thefe Plottes for time to come, and 
recommended thefe Mocions, all foe ne- 
celTary and foe profitable for the good Go¬ 
vernment of that Realme, in fuch forte 
and foe foone, as almoft it is uncredible,

foe greate Perills and Mifchiefes lhould 
be prevented, and foe great Matters per¬ 
formed in foe fliort a Space, with the Loife 
of foe little Blood, and the Expence of 
foe little Time and Money : For Firft, 
it appereth by the former Difcourfe, and 
by other good Demonftrations, that at the 
Lord Deputies coming into Ierland he 
found the North Parte of the Realme re¬ 
die to enter into Rebellion, and to incite 
the Lords of Nlounfier and Conaught to 
combyne with them therin, Turlough , 
O-Noale redie to joyne with the lflanders, 
beinge brought in by Sorleboy, and they 
having brought with them Shane 0-Neale's 
Sonne to countenance theyr Caufe and 
theyr Cominge, theyr felves beinge more 
in Number, and better furniflied than for¬ 
merly they had byn feene, allfo other 
brayve Ayd promifed and expected, 
which noe doubt would have followed 
Ihortly, if they had found any good Sue- 
cefl'e at the firft. All which Inconvenien¬ 
ces, Daungers and Difficulties the Lord 
Deputie muft incounter and prevent as it 
were, at his firft Landing, or coming into 
the Land, or elfe to hazard his Credite 
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and the State of that Contrie wherin he 
governed, or rather was begynning to go- 
verne. And yet all thefe Perills and im¬ 
minent Combuflions he did overcome and 
Pacified within leffe than tenne Weekes, 
fettled the Hertes and Eftates of the good 
Subje&es, fubdu’d, or expelled the bad, 
tooke Pledges for all fuch as were fu- 
fpefted, compounded all Controverfies 
betwixt the greate Lords, drew the Nor¬ 
thern Lords to a Compofition for the 
Mayntenance of 1200 Soldiers, allmoft all 
on theyr owne Charges, and palled tho- 
row the five Provinces ( as hymfelf wrote 
to the Lords of the Privy Counfell) with¬ 
in lelfe than a Quarter of a Yere, notwith- 
ftanding the Impediments of the Services, 
and the fowle Weather which followed hym 
in the latter Part of his Jorney. Tiieife 
Services feeme ftrange to be foe fpeedily 
and fuccefsfully performed, yet there are 
many livinge which were Eie Witnefies 
herof fo that it fhould feeme Induftrie, 
Prudence, and Profperitie, did ftrive at 
the firft Entrance of the Lord Deputie’s 
Government, which Ihould gaine hyn? 
the greateft Honor and Furtherance. How 

well 
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well his Services were allowed of by the 
Queene and hir Privy Counfell of Eng¬ 
land y as allfo how willing they were 
to graunt his reafonable Motions for 
the better Accomplifhment of the Services 
that he intended, appereth by a Letter, 
which theyr Lordfhips wrote unto the 
Lord Deputie, which was as full of Com¬ 
mendation and Incoragment, as other fu¬ 
ture Letters and Meflages were after¬ 
wards fometimes fraught with fharpe Cen- 
fure and Arid Reftrayntes, both from the 
Queene his Soverayne, and from fome o- 
thers of hir Privey Counfell, either by 
hir Diredion or Privitie. Such is the For¬ 
tune of Governors to be fubjed unto Cen- 
fure, but we will begyn with this Appro¬ 
bation and Commendation, which was in 
this forte. 


A FTER our kariy Commendacions to 
your Lordjhip , hir Majeflie havinge 
found how paynfully and profitably you have 
employed your Time , finre your Repayre in¬ 
to that Realme; hath by hir Letters y noe doubt 
to your finguler Comfort, teftified unto you how 
thanckefully Jhe dot h accept therof, Soe we 
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allfo for our partes could not but let your 
Fordjhip underftand , that as we are very 
glad that it hath pleafed God to bleffe your 
Fravells with foe good fuccejfe , as well for Hr 
Majeftie's Service , as for your owne parti - 
, cular Credit: Soe you may ajfure your felfe 
we will not fayle in any thinge that Jhall lie 
jn us to yelde our beft Furtherance to the 
Advancement of the Service foe profperoufly 
begune by you. And though our Aunfwer to 
your fondry Fetters hath not byn made with 
that Expedition you looked for ; We pray you 
thinck the fame proceeded not of any lack of 
Care or Redines in us to have fatisficd you 
therin; but rather by reafon of the multitude 
of great Affayers which have byn of late here 
in hand ( occafioned afwell by the Parlia¬ 
ment, as otherwife y And as for the faiti- 
cular Poyntes of your Fetters , wherin you 
defier our' Refolution. Fir ft touching the 

Compofition made with Turlough, Le- 
noughj and the reft of the principal Per - 
fons in Mounfter, as we doe conceive that 
it is a thinge that not only tendeth to the 
Reformation of that Province } but allfo 
giveth jufte Caufe of Hope , that the fayd 
Province keinge reformed , the reft of that 

Realme 
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Realme will with the more Facillitie he 
reduced to Civillity ; confidering that the 
fayd Province hath hertcfore ferved for a 
principal Refuge for the difordered and un- 
duitfull Per font of the whole Realme ; foe 
we for our partes cannot but yelde all the 
Furtherance we may , to a Matter , that 
carieth foe greate Probability and Lykely- 
hood, to worke not only fomc good Refor¬ 
mation in that Realmey but, allfo within 
few Teres to disburden both hir Majefiie 
and this Realme of a greate deale of ex¬ 
traordinary Charges that hath byn imployed 
there. And therfor touching the 250I. for 
every Band of an Hundredy that Jhall ferve 
in the fayd Provincey which in the whole 
( befydes the Contribution of the Contrie the 
Bands beinge Eleven in Number ) amount- 
eth unto 2750 I. zve have foe farre pre- 
vayled with hir Majefiie therin , as Jhe hath 
yelded to the fayd Allowance of 2750 1 , foe 
as hir Charges may be otherwife eafed , by 
ths Vifcharge of fotne of thofe Bandes now 
in Pay there . For that hir Majefiie con-, 
ceiveth that a Garrifon of 1500 Soldiers be¬ 
ing maynteyned in that Provincey there Jhall 
be the leffe neede to intertayne any greate. 

Forces 
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Forces in the reft of the Provinces of that 
Realme. And wheras you deftred for the 
erefting of the fayd Garifons, that there 
Jhould be fent over 600 Men into that 
Realm , wherof 400 Men to be imbarcked 
for Dublyn, and 200 for Waterford. We 
have therin according to your Rcqueft all- 
redy given Order, that the 400 that are 
required to be fent to Dublin floatl be at 
Chefter by the 1 ph of February next in- 
filing, where they Jhall finde Efficient Ship¬ 
ping for the Tranfportation of them, as alL 
fo Jhall receive there a Monetises Pay. At 
which time you Jhall doe well to fend from 
thence fome dife rete Perfon to take the Charge 
of the conducting of them over. And to fee 
the fayd Plumbers both for theyr f urniture 
and Perfonages, to be fetch as Jhall be meete 
for hir MajeJlie’s Service. Wherin we have 
given in hir Majeflies Name a fpeciall 
Charge to the Cominiflioners in the Coun¬ 
ties where the fayd 400 are appoynted to 
be levied, to have due Regard in the Choyfe 
of the Men, as they may be in all refpecles 
found ferviceable, as you may well percevo 
by a Minute of one of the Letters fent into 
that Countie. And wheras amongft other 

thinges 
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thinges conteyned in your Letters touching 
the Choyfe of the fayd Men , you defired they 
m ght be levied in thofe Counties where they 
are hard of Breede , and fuch as may be befi 
able to endure Colde y and other lncommodi- 
ties incident to thofe that ferve in that Realme. 
Although we have given a fpeciall Charge 
therin to the Cotnmiffioners ( as you may per¬ 
ceive by the fayd Minute ) to have due Re¬ 
gard therunto y yet notwitkfianding we thinck 
meete y that thofe Men now appoynted to be 
fent cver y Jhould be layd in Garrifon for a 
time in thofe Partes of that Realme (if by 
you it Jhall be thought meete ) that arefreefi 
from thofe Incommodities , untill fuch time as 
they Jhall be acquaynted with the Nature 
and Difpofition of the Contrie: For that the 
old Bandes now ferving there are the better 
able to indure thofe Incommodities , than thofe 
that are now to be fent over. And as touch- 
inge the 200 Men you defire may be fent to 
Waterford, we have thought good ( finde- 
ing it a very cumberfom , and chargeable Mat¬ 
ter to fend Men from Briftol, which is the 
ordinary Place of imbarquing ) to Water¬ 
ford in the Winter.feafon ; to deferre the 
fame untill the latter ende of March. Un-

lejje we /'hall underfland from you fome 
Caufe of more Expedition to be ufed therm. 
Jnd touching an Increafe of an loot per 
Ann. to be added to Sir Richard BinghamV 
Internment , wherin you defire our Forthe- 
tance to hir h/lajeftie. Forafmuch as we doe 
finde hir Highnes hardly drawen to yelde 
to any Increafe of Intertaynment 3 we have 
thought good to advife your Lordftoip , that 
for his belief e he may have the Charg of the 
Foot-band that ferveth in that Province 
and that the Captayn 3 to whom the Charge of 
that Band is committed , may have the Charge 
of fome of thefe Bandes that are to be eretted 
and placed in Ulfler, Touching the reft of 
your Requefts , to have the Buyftsoprick of 
Kylmore beftowed upon the Deane o/Cbrift- 
Church. Hir Majeftie’s comfortable Let- 
ters to Tirlough, Lenough, hir Highnes 
Affent for callinge of the Primat of Ar¬ 
magh U be of the Counfell there , and a 
Warrant to take Surrenders as well of Ore- 
lighes, as allfo the reft Iriflirie. We have 
foe dealt with hir Majeftie therin as you 
Jhall receve by this Bearer fufficient Authority 

from hir Highnes for the Accomplijhment 
theroft c '?c. 

This 
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This Letter being written from the 
Lords of the Privy Counfell in England 
unto the Lord Deputy, in Commendation 
and Allowance of his Services, and in fa- 
tisfying his reafonable Requefts for the 
Fortherance of future Services, did noe 
doubt incorrage hym much to procede 
in the Performance and the Accomplifh- 
ment of his beft IndeVt>rs: For allthough 
it is fayd, that Virtue is a Reward to it 
felfe, yet when virtuous Addons are ac- 
company’d with Commendation, efpe- 
cially of the Prince, or of the fupreame 
Magiftrates, there a kynde of Spurre is 
added to animate the Well-doer. Soe the 
Lord Deputy being thus comforted with 
the good Approbation of his Services by 
the Queene, and hir Privy Counfellors, 
begynneth to bend all the Force of his 
Induftrie and Imaginations to the Redu¬ 
cing of that Realme of Ireland into Ci- 
villitie and Tranquilitie. For the better 
effedting wherof he firft begynneth with 
Religion, and therfor he addrefleth his 
Letters unto the Buyfhopes and Prelates 
of beft Account ( efpecially to thole with¬ 
in 
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in the Pale ) for the Repayer of decayed 
Churches,- wherby the People might in 
time be the better induced to repayer 
unto them to heare Divine Service, know¬ 
ing ( as he bymfelfe fayd) that the Ser¬ 
vice of God was the fureft Knott to tie 
them unto the Obedience due unto theyr 
Prince, and to deale juftiy with one ano¬ 
ther. Next unto this principal! and firft 
Poynt of Wifdom ( which is the Feare 
and trew Service of God ) he directed his 
Labors to make the rude People capable 
and conformable to the Lawes. Which 
are the trew Ballances of Right and Ju- 
ftice; to this Ende he allfo directed his 
Letters unto the cheife Lordes within 
the Pale, and next to the Precindies ther- 
of, to yelde that theyr Contries might be 
divided into Counties, where there were 
none before, and to place therin fuch Of¬ 
ficers as were ufuall in the Shiers of Eng¬ 
land i as Sheriffes, Feodaries, Excheators, 
and the lyke; by which Meanes the poore 
People might have the n;ore redie, and 
ieffe chargeable Trial of fmall Caufes at 
Home, the ignorant might be inftrudted 
in the Law, and the willfull might be 
O made 
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made fubjed to the Law, the great Lords 
might be brought from Tyranifing of theyr 
Tenants, and they on the other fyde might 
learne to fupport themfelves by lawfull 
meanes from unlawful! Ufurpations and 
Exa&ions. This beinge confented to by 
moft, and not contradided by any, but 
fome few of the worft forte, and that ra¬ 
ther in fecret, than by open Contradidion 
or Oppofition, the Lord Deputy made fe- 
veral new Counties. 


These Contries being divided into 
Shiers, and Officers placed in them, the 
Lord Deputie wrote his Letters unto the 
Juftices of the Peace, and other Officers 
appoynted to ferve in the fame, for the 
Difcharge of their Duties in this forte. 


yjFTER my right harty Commendations , 
* 1 hauinge of late entered into Confide- 
ration of the prefent Efiate of the Shiers 
within the Realme , both how hir Majeftie's 
publick Peace , thorow the Minifiery of fome 
well-chofen for the fame, might be mayn . 
teyned, and allfo all chill and popular Con¬ 
tentions rifing betwene Partie and Partie 

i jnight 
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might be heard and ordered by the Juflices of 
the Peace in the Affcmblies at the fhiarter- 
Sejjions ( without drivinge the poore People 
to feake theyr Remedy farther of;) 1 have 
thought good by the Advife of them to nomi¬ 
nate and appoynt you as Commjfioners for the 
Peace in that Countie , not doubting. Gentle - 
men, of your forte ( well qualified and fyn- 
cerely affected ) you can dijeerne of the bn- 
portance of fuch a Charge, and to what De- 
' gree of Truft and Credit jor the Service of 
hir Majeftie you are called, being indeed a 
Function of good Account in a well ordered 
Common-wealth. I have allfo made choyfe 
of Feodaries and Efchetors, with Direction 
by Writt to the Sheriff and your felves 
to appoynt two CcroWners; for that as 
they are to be ufed as inferior AJfiftants 
to you in fuch Poynts of Service as belong- 
eth to theyr Charge j Soe lykewife you are 
to choofe within every Baronry of the Shier 
two fufficient and diferete Gentlemen to 
ferve as High Conftables, with two pettie 
Conftables in echePariJh , to fee them fwotn 
unto hir Majeftie as apperteyneth. Soe that 
if there be in all Parties that Induftrie and 
Action that apperteyneth, and is principally 

O 2 ex- 
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expected at your Handes: I fee no Caufe but 
that the Courfe of Inormilies , which bath her- 
tofore runne with more Impunity than was to 
be wifhedy may be flopped , and the State of 
that Contrie brought from good to better , or 
at leaft not fuffered to declyne agayne from ill 
to worfe 3 as in tbefe late broken times it 
hath don. Only I now recommend to holde 
fpecially the Quarter Sefjions upon due Som- 
mons 3 and in Places convenient. There to 
make Inquiry of all Offences and Offenders , 
with other Thinges as the Law in that Cafe 
limitethy and you in Difcretion Jhall thinck 
vieete for the Prefervation of the Peace and 
Compounding of private Controverfies 3 where¬ 
by evill Men may be correfted 3 and good Men 
cherifhed; which is the Thing I moft defier 
for the Good of you all; and to that Ende I 
doe , and will dijpofe all my Studie and Tra- 
vell. And as for your Parts , I cannot doubt 
but in foe good a Work , which regardeth 
chiefly the Weak of your Contrie ( wherof 
you are fpecially intcrefted 3 being principall 
Members of the fame ) you will performe as 
much as is expelled at your Handes ( which 
I will be right glad of:) Soe for my Party I 
muft let you underft and , that in which of you 
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foever Jhall be found any juft Crime , or De¬ 
feat, wherby Joe good a Service Jhall be ei¬ 
ther hindered or corrupted , let hym affuredly 
looke to be brought under Juch Penaltie and 
Reprehenfion as the Laws in that Cafe do 
appoynt, befydes the deminifhinge of his Cre¬ 
dit and good Opinion zvith me. Which I 
thought good to infert in this Letter , to the 
Ende that none of you Jhould be ignorant 
how I am affected touching this Charge 
and Adminiftration now committed unto 
you. And foe for this time I betake you to 
the Grace and Favor of God. Dublyn 
the 1 yth of December, 1584.

B e s y d e s this Letter, the Lord De¬ 
puty fent and fett forth certayn Orders 
to be obferved by the Juftices of the Peace 
within theyr feveral Limites thorow the 
Realme,conteyning Ten Articles,which to 
avoyd Tedioufnes are here omitted. And 
allfo for the farther Confirmation of all 
tljefe Conclufions, and for the Addition of 
Q 3 fome 
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fome new Lawes, as for the Abroga* 
tinge of fome of the old ( if Neceflfitie 
fliould foe require) the Lord Deputy 
caufed a Parliament to be fummoned, in 
which moft of the Nobility of that Na¬ 
tion, and foe many of the Spiritualtie 
and Commonalty of that Kingdom, as 
were fufficient to fupply all the Pla¬ 
ces of the three States neceflary for the 
Parliament were there aflembled. In 
which there were none of any Degree or 
Callinge fuffered to come in any Cloathes, 
but only in Er.glifb Attire; and allthough 
it feem’d both uncouth and cumberfome 
for fome of them to be foe clad ( who 
preferred Coftome before Decency, and 
Opinion before Reafon ) yet he conftrayn- 
ed them that did neede any Conftraynt, 
to come in fuch civil Sorte, as did beft 
become th6 Place, and the prefent Service? 
The better to incourage them herto, the 
Lord Deputy beftowed both Gownes and 
Cloakes of Velvet and Satten on fome of 
them, as Turlough , Lenough , and others, 
who yet thought not themfelves fo richer 
ly, or at the leaft foe contentedly attired 
as in theyr Maptells, and other theyr Con- 

try 
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try Habites. Amongft whom bccaufe it 
is a Matter offome Mirthe, and that doth 
difcover theyr Myndes, thoe it be not of 
any great Wayght, we may remember 
one, who beinge put into Englijh Appa- 
rell, came unto the Lord Deputy, and be- 
fought one Thinge of hym ( in a pleafant 
Sorte, as they are mod of them wittie ) 
which was that it would pleafe hys Lord- 
fliipe, to let one ofhis Chaplyn’s, whome 
he termed his Preifte, to accompany hym 
arrayed in Irijh Apparel, and then, quoth 
he, they will wonder as much at hym as 
they do now at me ; foe fhall I pafle more 
quietly and unpoynted at. By this it ihould 
feeme, that they thinck, when once they 
leave theyr olde Coftomes, then all Men 
wonder at them, and that then they are 
out of all Frame or good Falhion, ac¬ 
cording to that Saying, They which are 
borne in Hell, thinck there it no Heaven. 
In this Parliament, as the Lord Deputie 
had the chiefe Place ( reprefenting the 
Qiieene’s Roome and Authority ) foe was 
he the mod eminent Man that came thi¬ 
ther, both in Goodlines of Stature, Ma- 
jeftie of Countenance, and in all Thinges 
O 4 elfe 
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elfe that might yelde Ornament to foe 
greate and high a Prefence ; for as they 
doe witnes, whoe were Eie-witnelfes of 
the fame, they never beheld a Man of 
fuch Comlines in Countenance,. Gelture, 
Gate, and other Features, as he appered. 
to be in his Parliament Robes. And as a 
German Lord affirmed, who was at that 
Parliament, he had travelled thorow Ger¬ 
many ^ Italy , Fratmce , England , and Ire¬ 
land ; but yet in all thofe Contries never 
did he fee any Man comparable to Sir John 
Perrott, the Lord Deputy of Ireland , for 
his Porte and Majeflie of Perfonage , 
whole Pidure this German Lord did much 
delire to carrie with hym into that Con- 
trie. How much the Majeftie of Coun¬ 
tenance and Comlines of Perfonages doth 
breed Reverence and Regard in the com¬ 
mon People ( who judge moft by the 
Sight and outward Senfes ) may be 
proved by the Example of Scipio , whom 
the vulgar barbarous People of Spayne did 
wonderfully admire and obey even in 
the Field, for the outward Sight of his 
goodly Shape, and portely Prefence. The 
lyke Paulus Jo'vius writeth of Sforza the 
' ’ '" Great, 
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Great, that the rude Contry People, which 
never faw hym before, did commonly 
faluted hym with as greate Reverence 
( fometimes beinge flenderly accompa¬ 
nied ) as if he were Emperor over all. 
Such Impreflion of Reverence and Obe¬ 
dience the Majeftie of a Governor’s Per- 
fonage did work in the Myndes of the 
Multitude. The Lord Deputie’s Man¬ 
ner was at his Cominge to the Cloath 
of Eftate, to doe a low Obeyfance un¬ 
to the fame before he fate downe, 

« This Parliament held at Dublyn had 
two Seflions. The firft begun the xxvjth of 
April in the xxvijth Yere of the Queene’s 
Raigne, and continued till the xxvth Day 
of May in the faid Yere ; when it was 
prorogued untill Aprill next following. 

I n this firft Seffion of Parliament there 
was fome Difference in the lower Houfe of 
Parliament, about a Bill for the fufpention 
of Poyning’s pa ft in the tenth Yere 

of the Raigne of King Henry the feventh, 
before Sir Edward Poyninge's, Knight, then 
Lord Deputy of Ireland j which Bill, for 

the 

y x ^ 
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the fufpenfion of the fayd Ad, was im¬ 
pugned by fome of the Pale, and over- 
throwen by them at the third Reading. 
Afterwards they feemed more inclinable 
for the Paflage of the fayd Bill, prayed 
Conference with the Lord Deputy, and 
departed from hym appering fatisfied in 
their Doubts. Wherupon the Parliament 
was prorogued for three Days, and yet 
afterwards; notwithftandinge the Quali¬ 
fication of the fayd Bill agreed up¬ 
on by theyr owne Committees ( they 
Confenting foe to palfe it ) did yet 
overthrow the Bylr the fecond Time. 
About this there grew much Diffention 
and Diflyke. For this Byll was to repeale 
Voyninges A&e, which did reftrayne that 
noe Parliament Ihould be holden in Ire¬ 
land before the A£tes he certified into 
England. But this Byll was to fufpend 
that A&e, and to gaine them Liberty to 
treat of all Matters, either for the Com¬ 
modity of the Queene’s Majeftie, or the 
publick Good of the Common-weale. 
Which fome of the Irijhmen either mi- 
ftaking, or conceiving that it was framed 
for another Intent, than it did pretend. 
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they refilled it, and therin theyr own 
Good and freedom. Thefby they drew 
on the Lord Deputie’s Disfavor towards 
them for their Obftinacie, (as he conceived 
it,) and Difpleafure towards hym from 
the Queene of England , for graunting 
them, or being willinge to graunt, over¬ 
much Freedom of Conference, and Con- 
elufion, as fhe conceived it, and was in¬ 
formed by fome. 

The firft Seflion of this firft Parlia¬ 
ment in the Lord Deputie’s Time, being 
finilhed and thefe fore-named A dies con¬ 
cluded, the Lord Deputy beinge not wil¬ 
ling to be idle, determyned prefen tly to 
make a Jorney into Ulfter , for the pacify¬ 
ing of fome Diffentions betwixt the Lords 
there, the Settling of Peace in that Pro¬ 
vince, and the Divifion therof into Shier 
Ground, with Officers to be placed therin 
after the Englijh Order and Manner. He 
lefte the Arch-Buyfhop of Dublyn and 
Sir Henry Wallop , as Juftices in his Ab¬ 
sence. And he was noe fooner departed, 
but fhortly after the Juftices wrote a pri- 
yate Letter unto Sir Francis Waljingharn ; 

Prin- 
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Principal Secretary, agaynft the Lord De- 
putie’s Undertaking of the Northern Jor- 
neys in his own Perfon, as making them 
unprofitable, chargeable and needles j 
with as many Realons as they could de- 
vile agaynft the fame. Whereby they 
drew not only Sir Francis Walfingham to 
write a Letter unto the Lord Deputy 
( byway of Advice and Perfuafion ) to 
defift from thefe Jorneys, but the Queene 
was moved to write in Myflyke and Dif- 
alowance of the fame; and from this time 
the Lord Deputy found lefle Comfort and 
more Croffes in his Government than be¬ 
fore. For Sir Jeffery Fenton , the Secre¬ 
tary of Ireland , beinge in England , did 
informe and inftill divers Thinges into the 
Queene’s Eares, that did the Lord Depu¬ 
ty noe good. Notwithftanding he conti¬ 
nued his Courfes as well as he could, thoe 
he were fometimes difcomforted. And 
in this Northern Jorney, as it appereth by 
his Letter from Armagh the xxviij of Julie , 
his Lordfhip writeth to the Counfell of 
Ireland , that he found good Lykelyhood 
of eftablifhing Thinges in thofe Partes ac¬ 
cording to his Defire: That Tirlough, Le- 

nough , 
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nough, Magwier, Ochane, and Hugh Mac 
Shane 0 -Neale, with all their Scctts ; AU- 
fo the Erie of Tyrone, Mac Mahon, Ma- 
gennis and Ohanlon had byn with hym. 
And that the Acceffe of fohie others,whom 
he expeded, had byn hindred by the ex- 
treame foule Weather which had fallen, 
his Catnpe beinge for the fpace of fixe or 
feven Dayes inclofed with Waters. But the 
Day of the Date of his Letters the Weather 
breaking up, and the Waters fallinge, he 
marched towards Dungannon, where he 
expected the Repaier of Shane 0 -Neale's 
Sonnes and others. His Lordfliip had re¬ 
ceived Intelligence of fome Troops lately 
arived in Clankuboy, under the Condud of 
Surleboy his Sonne, to the Number of 300 
or 400, agaynft whom he difpached two 
Bandes of Footemen, under the Leading 
of Captayn Henfhaw and Rice ap Hugh y 
with 40 or 50 Horfemen of Captayn Leaes, 
appoynting the Matter of the Ordinance 
to joyne with Sir Henry Bagnall's Foote- 
bandes and Horfemen, which lie in Ga- 
rifon at Knockfergus; 


Duringe 
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During e the Lord Deputie’s Aboad 
at the Nury, whilft he ftaied there for 
Agnus Mac Connell's coming thither, (who, 
with his Mother, made humble Suite to 
have Acceffe for fome Tocatie and Com 
clufion touching the Glinnes ) his Lord- 
fhip that while gave Order for the Pur- 
fuite of the Scotts , and the refilling of theyr 
Attempts in the Nether Clandkuboy. With 
whom, Francis Stafford having the Charge 
of that Service, had a Fight before with 
good Succefle, the Manner wherof, as the 
Lord Deputy reported it by Letter, and 
the Counfell of Ireland advertifed it into 
England , was thus.

« The Incounter between Mr. Fran- 
« cis Stafford and the Scotts , together with 
« the lrifh joyned with them, the 28 of 
« July, 1585. began at vij of the Clocke 
“ in the Morninge, and continued untill 
« three in the Afternoone, they never gi- 
vinge over the Englifh in ten Myles 
<c Marche. The Scotijh and Irijh were 
tc about the Nomber of one Thoufand 1 
« For Con Mac Neale, Oge his Sonne, 

£ and 
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<c and all his Followers, the Scottes of the 
<c Vuffitne, the Okellier , and moft of the 
“ Woodmen of Kilwarnand , Mac Carte’s 
t( Contry, together with Hugh Mac The- 
“ lynnes Sonne being joyned with them 
“ (who of themfelves at theyr Arivall 
t{ were but 30c, and then by theyr Ak 
<£ fociats growen to be betwixt 800 and 
“1000. ) Mr. Stafford had but 170 
“ Men, with whom he indured Fight 
<c thorow all the Woods of Kylultagh a- 
“ gaynft all them, in which Fight the 
tc Englijh, with theyr Commanders Di- 
ct regions, carried themfelves with that 
<c Valor and Judgment, that thay reco- 
£C vered theyr Place of Strength with 
“ the LoflTe of viij Men, which were 
K kylled moft of them with theyr owne 
<e Guydes behynd, and xij hurte. They 
<c kylled xxvij of the beft the Enimie 
“ had, and hurte above forty in this 
“ marchinge, skyrmifhinge Incounter. 

This the Lord Deputy and Counfell 
of Ireland did report unto the Counfell 
of England , for the Credit of both Leader 
and Soldiers. And by the fame Report 

Shane 
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Shane Mac Brian ferved both then, and 
at other times well and forwardly. Af¬ 
ter that time the Enimies fhunned all 
Places and Occafions of Fight, and were 
once gon over the River Ban , to Tyronei 
but the Erie there, with the Companies 
the Lord Deputy lefte hym, drave them 
back agayn; where Frauncis Stafford, with 
a Supplie lent from the Lord Deputy, 
had them in Purfuite. 

What the Occafion and Succefle of 
the Lord Deputie’s owne Services in this 
Northern Jorney was, we may learne part¬ 
ly by his owne Letters written unto the 
Lords of the Privy Counfell in England , 
and by Relation of others who ferved with 
him there. Upon the Lord Deputie’s Re- 
turne he writt this unto the Lords. 

7 T may pleafe your Honourable Lordjhips, 

havinge mad' a Jorney this Sower in¬ 
to the North, I thincke it my Vutie to let 
your Fordjhips under(land both the Occafions 
and Succeffe therof. I was drawen thither 
the lajl Tere by the Scottifll Attempt es^ 
and upon theyr EscpulfionI brought O-Neaie

and the Chieftaines there to fuch a Compofi- 
tion, as your Lordjhips have under flood by 
my Letters therof written hertofore. But 
as I neither did , nor could ever affure that' 
the fame would ftand firme without Fortifi * 
cation , according to the Platt that I added 
therunto: Soe 1 thought it my Dutie to leave 
noe Labour unbeflowed that might uphold 
it, and other Orders lykewife eftablijhed for 
the keeping of thofe People in the beft re¬ 
formed State of Obedience that might be . 
In refpett as well therof as allfo of former, 
and of other new Occafions. The fir ft was 
an Intelligence I had of a Combination in the 
North, for the bringing iu of Frenchmen 
thither, wherin a Papift Buy (hop Jhould have 
byn ufed. But as the Report of my Jorney 
did impeach theyr Purpofe, foe my Cominge 
thither hath given fome hope that it is dif- 
folved. The fecond was an Advertifement 
I received of a Preparation that Alexander 
Mac Sorley made to come over, as fynce he 
hath don with 3 or 400 Scottes. The third, 
that I underftood the State of Tirlaugh, 
Lenagh, O-Neale ( partely thorcw his 
Want of Government ) to be weakned and 
decayed after his Returne from this Par- 
P liament, 
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lament, and his Shew of Obedience ; infoe- 
much that his Followers forfooke hym, and 
refufed to yelde fuch Duties, at he was to 
anfwer the Soldiers, wherby they were put 
in want, and the Compofition in hazard of 
overt hrowinge. The jourth, and one of the 
moft to be doubted, was, that Shane O- 
Neale’i Sonnes, ufing the Advantage of thofe 
Oportunities , grew greate, which I thought 
not good to fuffer ; but to devife Meanes to 
pull them downe at thefirft. 

Havinge travelled for thefe Porpofes as 
farre as Dungannon: I fent for the Chief- 
taynes of all the Partes of Ulfter, except of 
ClankuboyV fide, whom 1 lefte to attend 
the Service agaynft the Scottes. The rejl 
came all unto me, as O-Neale, and with 
hym O-Chaine, and Maguire, and Inter- 
ceffor from Brian Caragb, ( for thefe be his 
Vriagts ) and lykewife Mac DpnneJ], Chiefe 
of the Galloglafles, and Art Mac Donnell, 
that is theyr Captayn, and carieth the Credit 
away from Mac Donnell. Thither came 
allfo Odonnel!, and with hym Hugh Du£fe 
Odonnell, the Tanifi of Tirconnell, Odo- 
hartie, and Sir Owen Otoyle; befydes Shane 

O-NealeV 
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O-Neale’x Sonnes 3 Mac Mahon, Magenis } 
Ohanlan, the Captaynes of Feruy, Fues, 
and Dartry, Tirlagh, Brafilaugh, the 
Chiefe of the Donnelaghes, who favor Shane 
O-Neale’x Sonnes , and the Oquines, with 
divers other Septes. The firft Thinge that I 
thought meete to be done , was to dernamd 
.Pledges , fuch as 1 named unto them 3 every 
me yelded unto />, except one James Ca- 
ragh, a Man of the chiefefi Credit amongft 
the Donnelaghes, and moft devoted to Shane 
O-Neale’x Houfe. And every other brought 
in Pledges at the Dayes ajjigned 3 except Art 
Oge O-Neale, the moft perilous Fellow of 
all Shane O-Neale’x Sonnes 3 as well for his 
Jlirringe Heady and malicious Stomach to the 
State , as for his Corage to execute Mifchiefe 
wherto he was prone , and tooke Advantage 
of the Time 3 &c. 

This much and more, the Lord De¬ 
puty writt in his Letter unto the Lords 
of the Privy Counfell in England of his 
Services in that Northern Jorney. Wherin 
( as hymfelfe fayth in the Poftfcript of his 
6 yd Letter ) he did reduce all Uljler into 
Shiers, ufinge the Advife of the feverall 
P a. Lords 
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Lords for bounding of the fame, and foe 
made fix new Shiers, where never any was 
before, the leaft of them being xxiiij 
Myles over at the leaft: The perfe&e Note 
of Divifion, together with the Names of 
the Shiers, he fent unto theyr Lordfhips. 

After the Returne of the Lord De¬ 
puty from his Northern Jorney, he received 
Letters from the Queene and from Sir 
Frauncis Walfingham , both to one Porpofe, 
bearing Date the xxvjth of July , 1585. 
porporting a Diflyke of his fayd Jorney, 
and of fome other ftricke Courfes taken 
by hym in his Government, the fame Pro¬ 
ceeding by the fecret Perfuafion of thofe 
two chiefely, unto whom the Lord De- 
putie lefte the Sword in his Abfence, and 
wrote theyr Letters agaynft hym unto 
Sir Frauncis Walfingham and others; the 
Copies wherof are yet extant: The Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland begynning now to 
oppofe hymfelfe agaynft the Lord Deputy, 
and to draw fome of tbe Counfell there 
on his Side. 

These 
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These Letters directed from the 
Queene, and from Sir Frauncis Walfing- 
ha/n , gave hym to underftand how it was 
advertifed that fome great Difcontent was 
lyke to grow amongft the Subje&s of that 
Realme: cc For that the Lord Deputy re- 
tc quired of them the Oath of Obedience, 
£C appoynted Officers to looke into theyr 
tc Pattents, and gave Warrant at that Par- 
<c Jiament, amonge other Statutes to pre- 
£c ferre the lyke Lawes as were eftablilhed 
££ in England agaynft Recufants. Allfo 
££ his Jorney into the Nottb ( how good 
££ Succefle foever the fame had ) was in- 
£c timated to be chargeable, uncertayne, 
££ and a Meane rather to move them of 
££ thofe Partes unto riling up into Armes 
££ than to breede Quietnes and Obedience 
££ in that Contry. ” In which Letters of 
Admonition it was fignify’d, <c That hir 
« £ Majeftie was well perfuaded of his 
£C greate Care and Dilcretion, and fhe 
££ could but interpret all his Doinges in 
£ * good part, as proceeding of a fpeciall 
£t Zeale and Care for hir Service, for hir 
“ Safety, and to reduce hir Subjects 
( P 3 there. 
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« there to Obedience and Conformitie of 
« Religion ( as hir owne Wordes were 
« written ) notwithftanding there was 
« fpeciall Caveat given that he Ihould 
« forbeare the tendering the Oath of Ober 
« dience to Perfons of Nobilitie and Qua- 
« litie j and to forbeare the prefent Search 
« of theyr Obedience j confidering the 
<( manifold Pradifes of ill affeded Neigh- 
<« hours, and the Difpofition of ill mynded 
«* Subjeds to take fmall Occafions of Dif- 
<c contentment in that Realme, therby to 
« grow into Difobedience: And allfo a 
« Courfe was advifed to grow into Com- 
« pofition with the Northern Invaders. 

These Letters being brought unto 
the Lord Deputy, brought hym noe fmall 
Griefe, to fee his Services by private Infor¬ 
mation ( as it feemed unto hym ) fufpec- 
ted to want found Judgment and warie 
Proceeding, which he did the more grieve 
at, confidering he knew from whence the 
Groundes of thefe Intimations came. And 
finding good Succefie in all his Services, 
yet feeing the fame not to be foe cenfured 
as he intended it j becaufe his Jorneys, 
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wherby he planted Peace in the Contry, 
were helde chargeable, doubtfull and dan¬ 
gerous ; his Reformation of Religion, 
wherby he would remove Corruption 
from the Hearte to make all the Body 
more founde, was thought to be a Stir¬ 
ring up of theyr Hartes agaynft the State, 
whom he fought to unite more firmely 
unto the State. 

He on the other Side, finding the Pride 
and Power of the Adverfaries abated, the 
People inclined to yeld Conformitie to all 
Commaundements, thought this a fitte time 
to worke that Reformation, which in for¬ 
mer times could not be compaffed ; and 
therfore thought it not fitte to lofe the 
prefentOportunitie of gayninge the Queene 
Obedience, Peace in the Contrie, and Ho¬ 
nor to his Government. But finding that 
all this was conftrued, as tending to Inno¬ 
vation, and lykely to ftirre Diflention and 
Danger, he was much difcoraged, but 
yet helde on his Courfe as well as he could 
being foe reftrayned. 

P 4 Not 
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Not longe before the Lord Deputie’s 
taking this Jorney into Ulfier , did he fend 
Captayn Pantry , Senefliall of Clandeboy , 
unto the King of Scotland , with Letters to 
intreate, and to treate with his Majeftie,that 
none of the Iflanders ftiould be fuffered 
to come over into the North Partes of Ire¬ 
land, as formerly they had done, with Af- 
furance that if his Majeftie would take 
Order for the fame, there ihould be good 
Correfpondence of Juftice and Kindnefs 
fhewed to the People of that Nation, to 
which the Kinges Majeftie anfwered by 
• Letter in this manner.

flight Trujlie and We’l-kloved, We greete 
you well. We have by this Bearer 
Captayn Dantrie received your Anfwer of 
our Letter ; Uttering your good Difpojition to 
Juft ice by the Projfe you geive to your imme¬ 
diate Order taken with our Marchants Goods 
reftrayned by your Commandment at fondrie 
Partes upon that Coaft. For which good 
Office We both thanck you hartely , and mu - 
tuallie do promife, that Soprjn of Dublyn, 
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as allfo the other two Marchants of Ca- 
rickfergus, pretending then to have been 
fpojled by Brodftones, the other by Agnus 
Mac Connell and his People^ Jhall have 
the lyke Courfe of Juftice, patent to theyr 
Suites towards the Rejtraynt , and his Bro¬ 
ther , Sorleboys Brother and Sonnes , and the 
Followers , from coininge into Ireland crai- 
ved by the Bearer's Credit: We Jhall im¬ 
mediacy direct our Letters to theParties y 
inhibiting and discharging the fayd Perfons 
to make any Incurfions and lnroades upon 
that Contry of Ireland, to the troubling of 
the Quiet of that Peace under the Payne of 
Treajon. And if they nevertheles attempt 
the contrary , We Jhall perceive and ufe them 
as our Rebells , and give Commijfion to Mac 
Allen, and the Contrie thereabouts , to rife 
and profecute them accordingly. As on the 
other Part we crave of you , that they be 
Well and kyndly ufed by you in all thinges } 
which may be jujlly claymed by them; as 
our Expectation is you will doe. Wherupon 
refting , We committ you to God’s good Pro¬ 
tection. St. Andrewes the %th of Auguft, 
1585. and of Our Raigne the xixth Tere. 

These 
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These Thinges paffinge thus in pro- 
fperous forte in the Lord Deputie s Ser¬ 
vice, he began there to be much envied, 
and fuch lecret Informations were ftill 
profecuted agaynft hym that from thence 
forwards the Lord Deputy found much 
Oppofition in all his A&ions of Accompt; 
and the more quiet the Contrie grew by 
his Induftrie and Indevors, the more In- 
cenfments were wrought agaynft hym : 
Private Grudge prevayling, where open 
Hoftilities could do hym noe Harme. 
Amongft the reft of his Maligners, Secre¬ 
tary Fenton being then in England , be¬ 
came an apte Inftrument, whilft he conti¬ 
nued there by fecret Informations to 
make the Lord Deputie s beft Devoirs 
feeme defe&ive or dangerous. 

T h e Lord Deputy, after his Retume, 
fent over unto the Privy Counfell in Eng. 
land , the reformed A&e for the Attayn- 
der of Deftnond , with others; with the 
Examinations taken fithence of the indired 
Pra&ifes of fome in the laft Seflion of Parlia¬ 
ment, who under Pretence to oppofe them- 
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felves agaynft the Sufpenfion of Poyning's 
A4fc, did ( as he fayd ) feeke to make void 
the whole Parliament j becaufe they could 
abyd noe Reformation in Matters of Reli¬ 
gion or State. He complayned much a- 
gaynft theyr Stubbornefs, alledging cc that 
* c theyr Pra< 5 tifes to draw back agayn the 
^ Offorells , Oreighlies , Maguife ., and fuch 
<£ others as were newly brought to Go. 
<c verment, and to bring them in Jealou- 
t£ fie of a Parliament, contrary to the Ex- 
peftation that they had of it, he thought 
£ to be noe Way fufferable. 


I n the fame Letter the Lord Deputie 
fayth, “ That there had byn fcarce the 
“ Form, much lefle the Subftance of Law 
<e and Juftice j which moved hym to fette 
<c downe certayn Orders, to appoynt fuch 
<c Officers, as be in England ,to fee the fame 
<c duly executed; but that had byn great- 
« ly hindred by the Obftinacie of many of 
“ the Gentlemen, who refufed to be Ju- 
u ftices of the Peace j becaufe they would 
K not be put unto the Oath of Suprema- 
“ cie.” Which Contempt the Lord De¬ 


puty helde tp draw peere towards an Of- 
* ' " 1 fence

fence in the higheft Degree; yet ufing the 
Advife of the Counfell in fuch unaccofto- 
med Cafe, he proceeded noe farther a- 
gaynft them 5 but bound them to theyr 
Appearance in the Starve or Caftell Cham¬ 
ber at Dublyn , meaning to punifli them 
there by Fine at Difcretion: Then they be¬ 
gan to bow } but having received fome 
Herte from theyr Agents belyke out of 
England, they bore up theyr Heades 
boldly agayn. Wherof the Lord Deputy 
complayned much, and wrote unto the 
Privy Counfell in England, “ That unlefle 
<e the Queene and theyr Lordfliips did 
“ vouchfafe to profeffe an earned: Miflyke 
<c of thefe late undutifull Attempts, both 
u hy this Refufal, and by others in the laft 
ct Seflion of Parliament, and accordingly 
tc to give exprefle Order for theyr feve- 
tc rail Correction, he would looke for no- 
<c thinge but dangerous Alteration; which 
<c having pre-warned, he helde hymfelfe 
“ difcharged in Dutie, humbly requiring 
e * his Revocation thence, as utterly unfitt 
<c to rule, being foe much over-ruled to 
<c his Difgrace, in Cafes, foe weightily im- 
“ porting hir Majeftie’s Service, and the 

« Good 
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<c Good of that State. ” In the fame Let¬ 
ter he fignifieth. That Captayn Dantry 
was returned from the King of Scotte /, 
and fheweth the Reafons that moved hym 
to fend the fayd MefTage ; with which 
he fent the Kinge’s Anfwer to the Privy 
Counfell in England , to the Ende cc that 
* c theyr Lordihips ( as the Lord Deputy 
wrote unto them ) <c might fee the good 
“ Offices of Amitie offered by the Kinge. 

I n the fame Letter, bearing Date the 
vijth of September, 1585. the Lord Depu¬ 
ty finding hymfelfe and his Services crof- 
fed, and that Anfwers, Difpatches and Di- 
reftions came flowly out of England; he 
fayth thus : “ I troble your Lordfhips 
<c with often writing and longe Letters; 
tc wherunto I am the more inforced ; be- 
cc caufe I can have noe Anfwers or Solu- 
<c tions from your Lordfhips, either to di- 
<c reft me in this Service, or to fatisfie me 
<c for your honourable Allowances of me 
<c and my Service, I am driven, as it 
<c were, to propound, and write agayn, as 
t£ though I were anfwered for Matters of 
‘ c State ; and allfo to encounter flande- 

‘‘ rous 
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<< rous Reportes, and malicious Pra&ifes; 
« w herof if your Lordlliips provide not 
« a favourable Redrefle, to yeild me more 
« Comfort than hitherto I have had, I 
« m uft give all over, as a difcoraged 
“ Man : And foe cravinge Pardon, if 
« Grief have caried me away in any 
« Thing over erneftly, I take my hum- 
cc ble Leave. ' 

Another Matter that moved the Lord 
Deputy unto fome Difcontentment was, 
that when the Malicious could not pre- 
vayle by Mifreportes, then they began to 
rayfe Reportes of his Revocation, to the 
Ende that the ill- affected Subje&s might 
have Caufe to rejoyce, and hope of Liber- 
tie, wherby they might grow to more Li- 
centioufnefs. This the Lord Deputie 
hearing of, fayd, “ That if there were any 
« fuch Porpofe of Revocation, foe it were 
“ with hir Majeftie’s Favor, he fhould be 
« moft glad of it, as of one of the beft 
« good Tuines hir Majeftie could be- 
« ftow on hym j but wifhed, if it were 
‘‘Toe, that it fhould be more fecretly car- 
“ ried, even untill the very putting of it 

« in 
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££ in Execution, to avoyd the many Incon- 
£C veniences, that doe allways follow the 
<£ Bruites of Alteration, and the Intermif- 
££ fion of Government. But if there were 
“ noe fuch Thing meant, then it was one of 
££ the moft dangerous Pra&ifes, that the 
££ Enimies of the prefent Calmenes, and 
££ Reformation intended, could have ufed, 
££ the Effects wherof then began to burft 
££ forth; ** and further, would, if the Lord 
Deputy fliould have fuffered it to runne on 
ftill. Which he thought not good to doe, 
but did ufe all the Meanes he might to 
ftoppe it, and to hunt out the firft Author. 
Wherin he found that it partely grew out 
of a Letter written from one Sheriffe to a 
Friend of his in Dublyn, called Kelly. But 
yet the Lord Deputy did doubt, that this 
Rumor could not have grown to foe 
ftronge Credite in foe fhort a time as it did ; 
but that it fprange out of fome bigger 
Roote than yet he could find. That She¬ 
riffe was the fame bad Fellow, which, 
the Lord Deputy certified the Counfell of 
England , had fled thence, when he was 
commanded to ftaie to anfwer the De¬ 
ceits he had committed in the Office of 

the 
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the Ordnance to the Valew of 1700/* 
And now the Deputy had written to have 
hym fent over unto Ireland , as well to an- 
fwer that, as vj Barrels of Corne Pouder, 
the fame conteyning one hundred Pounds 
a-peece, which he fold at Chefter 3 being 
put in Truld, with the Conduft of the 
Munitions thither. This the Lord Depu¬ 
ty certified unto the Privy Counfell in Eng- 
glandi fignifying withal that his Earneld- 
nes in lifting out fuch Abufes and bad Fel¬ 
lows made them foe open-mouthed agaynft 
hym: For if he would give every Man 
his Will, and let goe all Abufes, Picke¬ 
ries, andDeceites, he might have the good 
Words and Willes of fuch kynde of Men 
more than he had, tQ the Harme of hir 
Majeldie and the State, and to the Touch 
of his owne Confcience. 

One Thinge had almoft been over¬ 
paid, that the Lord Deputy at his laid be¬ 
ing in Uljler j when all Things were qui¬ 
eted, and made filer with Pledges, en¬ 
tered into the Coniideration of Q-Neale’s 
Doeings, and of the State of the Soldiers 
to be maynteyned by the Compofition. 

He 
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He found O-Neale , by reafori of his Uri- 
weildinefs (thoiow Age and otherwife 
inclined for Eafe-fake ) to yelde ally the 
Hither-Partes of his Territories, upon bea- 
fonable Compofition to the Erie of Tyrone ,, 
and his owne Sonne Sir Arthur. The 
Lord Deputy did the rather confent ther- 
to, thinking it a Meane to abolifh. the 
Title and Greatnes of O-Neale during his 
Life, and cleane extinguifhing it, and 
drawing the Dependancieoff'rMglv who- 
ly to the State after his Deceafe. For 
thefe Confiderations, and holding up of 
fome Part of the Compofition, and reliev- 
inge of the Soldiers Want, and allfo for 
the keeping downe of Shane 0 -Neale's 
Sonnes, this Agreement was concluded on 
between them by Indenture fealed and 
publilhed in the Campe. 

B y this time the Queene and Counfell 
of England began to be incenfed agaynft 
the Lord Deputie, by Meanes of divers 
fecret Complaynts exhibited agaynft hym, 
proceeding from fome of the Counfell in 
Ireland j as the Lord Chancellor there and 
others, being well aggravated and fett on 
■ Q. by. 
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by Secretary Fenton , whilft he remayned 
in England : As namely, that the Inhabi¬ 
tants of the Pale found themfelves grieved 
with certayn Impofitions of Money, Corne, 
Beanes, and other Provifion for Houlhold > 
which was layd upon them in lieu cfCofte. 
Allfo Fault was found, that the Lord De¬ 
puty lhould by Commilfion or otherwife 
deale with the Government Ecclefiaftical, 
but to committ the fame to the Arch- 
Buyihops and Buyfhops, and to charge 
them to have due Regard to fee the State 
of the Church, and the Miniflers to be 
better governed, &c. 

L y k e w i s e the Queene, by hir owne 
Letter to the Lord Deputy, blamed hym 
for propounding the fufpenfion ofPoyning’s 
ACt the laft Selfions of Parliament in that 
Realme : That his two Jorneys into the 
North , within the Compaffe of one Yere, 
had byn burdenous to the Subjects, and 
chargeable to the Qjaeene: Allfo hir High- 
nes diflyked the Striffes of late growne 
betwixt the Lord Deputy and Chancellor 
of Ireland. Thefe with the lyke Com- 
playnts being made unto the Queene and 

1 Coun- 
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Counfell agaynft the Lord Deputy, and 
inllilJed more and more into hir Majeflie’s 
Mynd, and hir Privy Counfell, iharpe 
Letters were written unto hym, not only 
admonitory, but reprehenfive. Which the 
Lord Deputy receiving, wilhed hymfelfe 
from that Goverment; and that he might 
be revoked, as he wrote unto the Qiieene 
and to hir Privy Counfell. 

Wit hall there happening an Acci* 
dent of the Loffe of Dunlufe ( which the 
Deputy had won, and placed a Ward ther- 
in at his being in the North ) he adverti- 
fed the fame unto the Privy Counfell after 
his Manner. When he firft tooke that 
Pile he placed a Penfioner, called Peter 
Gary, to be Conftable of it, with a Ward 
of xiiij Soldiers, thinking hym to be of 
the Englijh Pale and Race; but afterwards 
found that he was of the Carows in the 
North; he repofing Truft in thofe of his 
Contrie and Kyndred, had gotten fome of 
them into hym, and difcharged the Englijh 
Soldiers unknowen to the Deputy jtwo of 
thefe having confederated with the Enimies, 
drew up 50 of them in the Night by Ropes 

Q 2 made 
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made of Withies. Thefe having furpri- 
fed the Caftell, affalted a little Tower, 
wherin the Conftable was, and a few with 
bym ,• but firft offered them Life, and to 
put them in any Place they would defire 
( for foe had the Traytors conditioned 
with them before ) but the Conftable 
willing to pay the Price of his Follie, 
choofe rather to forgoe his Life with the 
Place in very manly Sorte, than to yelde 
unto any fuch Conditions, was flayne. 
Herof the Lord Deputie advertifed the 
Privy Counfell in England, by Letters bear¬ 
ing Date from Dublyn the xjth of Novem¬ 
ber 1585'. fignifying withall. That it was 
ill to loofe, or let any thinge goe either 
with Scottifh or bijh, who would foone 
grow infolent upon a fmall Caufe. In re- 
fpe& w herof his Mynd would ferve hym 
to repayer loft, how fmall foever he ac- 
compted of the Loffe j but that he was 
ftaied with extreame Want of Money and 
Victuals to doe any Service withall, or to 
keepe the Soldiers together in any good 
forte, being driven for the Covering of 
theyr Nakednefs to take up Broages and 
other Thinges upon Credit, which in the 
. 1 Ende 
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Ende would be but a hard Reckninge for 
the poore Men. Farther he fignified, That 
finding his Credit fhaken, and fome thinges 
that he ment for the beft not allowed of, 
he was fearfull how to attempt any Thing 
that might be contrary to the Porpofes in 
England. Therfore he required fome ex- 
preffe Inftru&ions to be layd downe by hir 
Majeftie, or theyr Lordfhips, what Courfe 
of Government fhould be taken thence 
forwards; and the fooner the better, be- 
caufe it was dangerous (if whilft Thinges 
ftoode in fufpence) the lrijh fhould find 
out the Gapp that was fet open for them, 
and foe fnatch away of themfelves that 
which othervvife might in fome better 
forte be permitted unto them. And if 
it were thought fitt to let fllppe the Hold 
which was had, the Lord Deputy de/ired 
that fome other Man might doe it. But 
during the Time of his Continuance, he 
would difcharge his Dutie the beft he 
might, to fatisfie hir Majeftie’s, and theyr- 
Lordfhips Expe&ation, according as he 
fhould be directed. And in the meane 
Seafon he would keepe Thinges as well as 
he could in that good Stay they were yet 
ft 3 vni* 
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univerfally; how longe foever they would 
foe continue. 

These Crofles happning to the Lord 
Deputy in his Government, did fomwhat 
difeorage hym, yet bis Labours were noe 
leffe than before, and his Succefle good, 
for Peace was ftill maynteyned in that 
Contrie 3 and now by the Advife of the 
.Counfell, Chriftmas drawing neere, they 
being not willing to lofe the next Biliary 
Terme, did prorogue the Parliament firft, 
untiil the 17th of February then next fol¬ 
lowing. The Lord Deputie earneftly 
praying expedit Refolution for the forme 
of bis Government, and Mayntenance for 
the fame both of Money and Viduall; 
wherof it fhould feeme the Wantes were 
greate. 


About that Time hir Majeftie wrote 
a Warrant to the Lord Deputie, for taking 
Surrenders of Mens Eftatesof Inheritance 
in Ireland , and re-graunting the fame to 
them agayn, to be helde of hir Majeftie 
by Tenure of Knights Service in Capite 3 by 

fucb 
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fuch Part of a Knight’s Fee, as to the Lord 
Deputy fliould fee me convenient. 

And even Ihortly after, or about this 
Time, a Prieft, called Sir Dennis Roughan , 
was apprehended for counterfeyting the 
Lord Deputie’s Hand unto certayn War¬ 
rants, wherof he was afterwards convic¬ 
ted. Which Warrants were fent over from 
the Counfell of Ireland to the Lords of 
the Counfell in England; with a Letter 
manifefting the Manner of the Prieft’s 
Apprehenfion, together with the Pradife 
betwixt the fayd Prieft, and one Henry 
Byrde herin. W hich becaufe it doth dis¬ 
cover the dangerous Devifes of the fayd 
Sir Dennis Roughan , who afterwards ac- 
cufed the Lord Deputy of Treafon after 
he lefte the Government of Ireland, and 
was the primary, if not the principal Caufe 
of his mod lamentable Overthrow and 
Deftrudion. Therfore it is not amyfte to 
fett downe the fayd Letter, and the Coun- 
terfeyte Warrants, as they were fent over 
by the Counfell of Ireland unto the Lords 
here, in this forte. 


' Q.4 MAX 
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A/fd T it pkafe your Honourable Lord- 
1 Jhips to be advertifed , that about the 
'viijth of this Moneth the Arch-Bujhop of Ca- 
fliell apprehended a Briefly called Sir Dennis 
Roughan, whom he fufpetfed to he a bad 
Member j about whom he found certeyn 
Warrants in the Name of the L.ord De~ . 
put id, directed to all hir Majeflic's Officers 
within this Realme j unto which Warranter 
the Name of the f,aid Lord Deputy was fette 
in the ufuall Place , appoynted to the Gover¬ 
nors of this Lande : His Lordjhip knowing 
both by the Generalitie of the Wan antes, and 
allfo of the Phrafe oj Writing thereof , that 
they were counterfeited. For in one of them 
was a general Pardon graunted to the fayd 
Sir Dennis, in the Name of the fayd Lord 
^Deputy without Exception of any Lime, as 
allfo this hir Majeflie's Realme and Coun¬ 
fell here were termed his Realme and Coun¬ 
fell ( a dangerous Matter to the Lord De¬ 
puty, if he had figned any Rich Warrant). 
And the Arch-Buy (loop of Calhell examy- 
ning the fayd Prieft , Where and of Whom 
he received the [aid Warrant. He confeffed 
that Henry Byrd, Deputy Regifler to the

High Cotnmiffioners, had written and coun¬ 
terfeited the fame . Wherupon the fayd Arch- 
Buyfhop directed hit Letters, with the fayd 
Warrants inclofed to the Lord Deputy, ad- 
‘vijing hit Lordfhip in Confideration of the 
Premifes to be frier of the fayd Byrd ; for 
that he fufpeCted that in Matters of greate 
Importance he had played ( by counterfeiting 
his Lordjhifs Hand ) the lyke, or greater 
Partes. Upon Receipte of thefe Letters the 
Lord Deputy directed unto us, the Lord Pri- 
mate. Sir Henry Wallop and Sir Nicholas 
White, a CommiJJion to goe, and fearch the 
Chamber andStudie of the faid Henry Byrd, 
as ailfo to apprehend hymfelft ; who upon his 
Examination nrji floutly denied either the 
makings of any fuch Warrant , or the coun¬ 
terfeiting of the Lord Deputie's Hand. But 
afterwards ( ha-vinge the Warrants federally 
ffjewed hym ) allthough at the firji he denied 
them all , yet did he at the Length confeffe 
them to be of his Writing; but utterly denied 
the fitting of the Lord Deputie's Hand un¬ 
to the fame. Upon which his manifefl Halt¬ 
ing ( as ailfo for that we found other in¬ 
direct Dealmges by hym in his Office ) we 
huge committed hym to the Cafell of Dub- 

tyn; 
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lyn; there to retnayne untill the Repayer of 
the fayd Arck-Buyjhop with the Priefte , to 
•vouche his Accusation Face to Face. Ail- 
beit we be Sufficiently perfuaded of his bad 
DeaUnges by fondry Circumflances. In the 
fearch of his Chamber and Studie we found 
divers Writinges , as well Letters as others , 
which are manifefl Tefiimonies of the ill 
Dealinges both of hym , and of his Brother 
John, in executing of the Charge committed 
unto them. Of which JohnV corrupt Ufage in 
the Office we have particular Prooffies. All- 
beit fome of us heretofore have had better 
Opinion of hym } according to which we then 
made Certificat unto your Honors. We have 
farther found in the fearch of the Writings , 
a Letter of John ByrdeV unto the fayd 
Henry ; with theCoppie of a Supplication ex¬ 
hibited by the fayd John unto your Honors a- 
gaynfi the.Lord Deputy. Perufing the Con¬ 
tents therof we did not a little marvell at 
thelmpudency of the yonge Man, whofarre 
without Shame had preferred unto foe hono¬ 
rable an Efiate Matters of fuch Untruth. 
For where he accufeth the Lord Deputy of 
the giving away of his Office unto one Bed¬ 
ford, his Gentleman UJher , as it were to be 
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difpofed unto Sale; we of our Knowledges 
affure your honors , that the Lord Deputy 
hath not only not given away the fayd Of¬ 
fice to the ftaid Bedford, but allfo hath bar¬ 
red hym and one Cowicke ( who allfo 
claymed the Regifterjhip of the Prerogative 
Court ) that Inter eft and Tytie, which they 
have had graunted unto them in other Go¬ 
vernors Times. And hath maynteyned ac¬ 
cording to your Honors Letters directed un¬ 
to hym , the fayd Byrde and his Brother in 
the executing of the fayd Office; but it feetn- 
eth by the cunninge Dealing of the fayd 
John Byrde, who would perfuade your ho¬ 
nors that the Lord Deputy accufed hym for a 
Papift, that he feared fomethinge that might 
come to the Lord Deputie’s Eare agaynft hym y 
and therfore goeth about to cleare hymfelfe 
before your honors of a Fault not yet laied 
agaynft hym , as fane as we can learne y to 
prejudicate the Judgment of fetch Offences 
wherwith he might juftly be charged. For 
as there never was fufpicion of his Tieli. 
gion ; foe now appereth his manifeft Corrup¬ 
tion and Bribery in his Office : Which , as 
it were , by God's Providence is layed oppen 
fo the ftoppinge offoe Jlaunderous a Ccurfe ta¬ 
ken 
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ken agaynft the Lord Deputy ; who, both 
with hym and his Brother, dealte foe ho - 
nourably , as that this John Byrde’x under¬ 
hand Dealinge may jufily of every one be 
condemned , as by the fayd Henry’s Letters 
unto the Lord Deputy , may appear to your 
Lordjhips. The Confideration of which 
Thinges we leave unto your Honors, whofe 
JPifdomes can fee into the Inconveniences 
that will proceedif private Perfons can 
be fuffered for the Preferment of theyr owns 
fuites 9 to fall into Jlaundering of the cheife 
Magijlrate appoynted by hir Majeflie in this 
Realme. And foe with our humble Duties 
we ende. At Dublyn the xxiiijth of De¬ 
cember 1585.

There were allfo two other coun- 
terfeyt Warrants found with the fayd 
Sir Dennisy wherto the Lord Deputies 
Hand was put and counterfeyted as afore- 
fayd. The one was to bynd all fuch Per-

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fons in Recognifances, as the fayd Sir Den¬ 
nis fhould reprefent upon his Corporal 
Oath, that he flood in bodily Fear of^ 
that they Ihould not mifufe, hurte, or 
indanger hym. The other was to attach 
and apprehend the Bodies of certayn 
Priefles and other Perfons, fuch as were 
undernamed in that Warrant: All which 
counterfeyt Warrants thus contrived and 
confeffed, the Counfell of Ireland fend 
over to the Privy Counfell in England;

tc Perfons, that under Pretence of theyr 
“ Liberty of Speache in Parliament, as 
tc otherwife, by giving out of feditious 
“ Bruites, have greately abufed them- 
<c felves : Therfore hir Majefties Plea- 
<c fure was, that the Lord Deputy and 
“ the Counfell fhould call the Perfons 
c< charged by the fayd Examinations, to 
<£ charge them with theyr ill Demeanors 
£t and undutifull Speaches, and to con- 
<c front them with fuch as teftified agaynft 
<c them. After this done, to extend fuch 
tc Punifliment upon thofe that fhall be, 
<c by fufficient Teftimony, found faltie, as 
<c by his Lordlhip, with the Affent of the 
It Counfell there, fliould be found meete.

This did fomewhat falve the Cre- 
dite, and fatisfie the Mynd of the Lord 
Deputy, by giving Order to punilh the 
' diforderly Perfons, to purge hym of theyt 
Suggeftionsj and therby to pacifie and a- 
voyd fuch future Inconveniences. And 
about this time, after the Returne of Sir 
Valentyn Browne , upon the Confideration 
of the Survey by hym and others made of 
the .Landes lately efcheated in Momjler , 
hir Majeftie refolved to difpofe of the fame 
unto divers of hir Subjects that would,in- 
habit, and manure the fame. 

T o that Ende, this hir Majeftie’s Plea- 7 
fure was fignified ( by hir Privy Counfell 
of England ) unto the Lord Deputy, that 
he lhould ( as foone as conveniently he 
could ) make the Noblemen and Gentle¬ 
men of the Pale acquaynted with hir 
Highnes fayd Intention, tending to the 
Benefit of the whole Realme ; and in cafe 
any of them would be content to take 
any Portion of the fayd efcheated Landes, 
upon fuch Conditions as the Englijh -borne 
Subjects lhould doe, he might allure them 

R that 
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that hir Majeftie was as well affe&ed 
to the loyall and dutifull Subje&s of 
that hir Realme, as to any of hir o- 
ther Subjedls. Which Direction bearing 
Date by Letters the 12th of December, 
1585. was feconded and fupplied with 
farther Inftru&ions fent by Secretary Fen¬ 
ton, who Ihortly after returned in Ire¬ 
land, and who whilft he remayned in 
Fngland, did the Lord Deputy noe great 
good Offices. 

Anso by this time much Un- 
kindnefs burft out betwixt the Lord 
Deputy and the Lord Chancellor of Ire¬ 
land, partly about publick Caufes, and 
fomewhat for private Matters concerninge 
the Church Living of St. Patrick's, which 
at the Lord Deputies going over was 
lefte in his Inftruftions, as a principall 
Meanes to be converted for the Ere&ion 
of a New Colledg in Dublyn , which the 
Lord Deputy had a great Defire to fett 
forwards, but the Lord Chancellor being 
interefted in the Livings of St. Patrick's 
by longe Leafes and other Eftates therof 
graunted either to bymfelfe, his Children 

or 
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or Kinfmen, did hy all Meanes withftand 
the Alienation of that Livinge, and be¬ 
ing otherwife a Man of a high Spirite, 
accoftomed to beare fvvay in that Go¬ 
vernment, grew into Contradi&ion, and 
from Contradi&ion unto Contention with 
the Lord Deputie j who, on the other 
fide, brooking no fuch Oppofition, it 
grew to fome Harte-burning and Heate 
betwixt them, wherof the Qiieene ta- 
kinge Notice, wrote Letters both un¬ 
to the Lord Chancellor, and to the Lord 
Deputy. To the Lord Chancellor in this 
forte, 

jD I GUT Reverend Father in God , Right 
Truftie and Well-beloved, we greete you 
Well. As we have allredy written to our 
Deputy of that our Realme, t ucking our 
greate Miflyke of ce'rtayne Unkindnes and 
Difagrement growen of late betwen hym 
and you , being our Chancellor there : foe 
have we thought it noe leffe convenient here¬ 
with to admonijh you allfo of the fayd Mat¬ 
ter. It cannot be unknowen to you what 
greate Inconvenience may grow by the Etna - 
lation and Difcord of two fuch principall Of- 
R 2 ficerst 
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ficersy as we have appointed you to be there] 
Aj'hinge that apparently mufl needes draw 
on dangerous Faction and Mifchiefe to the 
Hinderance of our whole Service in that 
Place. We cannot but find# greate Caufe 
to miflyhe her of 3 not ceri$ynly knowinge 
whom to blame tnofi. But as we have 
written playnly herof to our Deputy; foe.in 
refpeff of your Callinge and Funtfiony We 
cannot but put you in Remembrance, that 
you Jhould have born with our Deputy 9 
being our principall and chief Officer of that 
Realme, though the Caufes of your Varian¬ 
ces had not byn fully equail. Wherby oUr 
Service might have received the better Far¬ 
ther ance ; but the contrary having fallen out 
to our greate Mijlykingy We thought it ne- 
cejfary (as We have done to our Deputy ) 
to admonijh you lykewife therof. And with- 
all to charge yoUy as you tender our Favor 3 
to give no Caufe of any farther Variance be¬ 
twixt you 5 but in good and friendly Order 
(the rather for ypur Vocation ) to reconcile 
yourfelves togetm, foe as, drawinge in one 
Line, our Service may receive as much Fur¬ 
therance by your good Accord her after, as 
it was lykely to have received Hinder ance 

her - 
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hertofore by the contrary. Which our good 
Plea fare , We require , and charge you forth¬ 
with upon the Receipt of thefe our Letters 
to accomplijh accordingly , &c. 

By this Princely Admonition, the 
Queene thought to perfuade the Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland to ihunne Conten¬ 
tion with the Lord Deputy ; but it would 
not prevayle ,• for he did perfift in that 
Courfe of Oppofition during the Lord De- 
putie’s Government. And now was Se¬ 
cretary Fenton , who had continued here 
in England for a good Time ( doeing few 
good Offices for the Lord Deputy ) come 
into Ireland with divers Difpatches from 
the Queene and hir Counfell. Wherin 
amongft other Thinges there were fome 
Reftraynts of the Lord Deputies Autho¬ 
rity and Allowances 3 befydes fome In¬ 
timations of Diflykes fignined from the 
Qjjeene and Counfell of England , that 
the Lord Deputy had aflumed unto hym- 
felfe; wherewith the Lord Deputie being 
made acquainted, found hymfelfe ag¬ 
grieved, and to purge hymfelfe of thefe 
Imputations, he wrote a Letter unto the 
R 3 Qjieene 
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Queen? after this Manner, and in thefe 
.Wordes. 

Jl/f A T it pleafe your M oft Excellent 
, ■ Majejly , by Jucb Letters and lnfiruc- 
iions , as Geffrie Fenton, your Majefiie's 
Secretary here , hath brought me, 1 fade your 
Majefiie's Miflyke of my Proceedings in this 
your Highnes Service, and withall fuch Re- 
firayntes of the Authority of this Place, as 
doe make feame to others noe leffe unable 
and unworthy of the fame, than 1 have ever 
conceived myfelfe to be. A Matter that 
would be greatly to my Difcomfort , if J 
knew not that your Majefiie Jhould be my 
Judge, to Whom I doe appeale, and have 
only vowed my Service. And accordingly 
will apply my beft Indevors to follow your 
Majefiie's Directions and Commandments 
now fent , humbly fubmitting jnyfelfe to your 
Majefiie's Opinion, without producinge for 
the prefent any Parte of your Majefiie's , 
or of your Counfell's former Allowance of 
me, and of my Doeinges , or any Thinge 
elfe that J thinke in myne owne Defence 
( for Matter or Length ) be troblefome to 
your Majefiie in thefe Tunes of your, Ma- 
. 1 ' ' jefiie's 
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jeftie's other moft waightie /Iffayres. Never- 
theleffe having had a Will to doe for the 
be ft in your Majeftie's Service, it would 
grieve me that the Malice of any fhnild 
prevayle foe much, as to draw your Majeftie 
( before my Anfwer ) into a harder Opinion 
of my Aft ions, than l perfuade myfelje they 
doe deferve ; beinge able, for fome of the 
greateft of the fame, to produce Teftimony 
and Allowance under the Handes of all your 
Majeftie's Counfell of this State, whether 
they be here or there. Howfoevsr it may be, 
that \ome doe underhand now impugne the 
fame •, but neither juftifyinge myfelfe agaynft 
your Majeftit's Cenfure, nor givinge Place to 
anyMifinjormatjon,lhumbly befeechyourldigh- 
nes Licenfe for my Acce/fe to your Majeftie's 
Prefence after the Diffolution of this Parlia- 
ment, upon hazard to incurre your Highnes 
Indignation, ( which I would not have for 
all the World ) if I doe not both difprove any 
that Jhall goe abonts to accufe me, or taxe 
me and myn Actions unto your Majeftie: 
And allfo to approve the fame at the lea ft 
excufable, if not juftiftable, and myfelfe to 
have byn as carefull as Jljould become me 
</f your Honor, and more of your Proffitt than 
* 4 of 
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of myn owne , which the End of the Ac¬ 
counts will ever ftjew, whatfoever is in that 
Behalf reproved to your Majeftie. But 
leaft happily this private Caufe ( thoe it doe 
mofl waightily import me ) may not be 
thought Matter fufficient enough for my 
Repayer thither. May it pleafe your Ma- 
jeflie to underftand, that there be other Mat¬ 
ters of greater Waight than thefe I ant 
charged with, upon which the Good of this 
State , together with your Majeftic's Proffitt 
may Joe much depend, as I think them fitter 
to be delivered by myfelfe than committed to 
Paper, or to any Man's Speach befydes. And 
to the Ende fomewhat elfe may fall out for 
your Majeftie's Honor, and the furer Settlinge 
of this Government, I would thinke,ifit may 
be lykinge to your Majeftie, that I may be 
able to bringe with me the Erles of Tyrone, 
Clanricard and Clancarty, O-Neale, Qdon- 
nell, Maguire, Ochane, Mac-Mahon, Sir 
Morough Nedo, O-Burcke, Feaugh Mac 
Hugh, the Chiefe of the O-Conors, and Jome 
other the Chiefe of the Septes in this Realme > 
and 1 thinke Sorleboy allfo. All, or jnoft 
of ihofe, and fotne other, have by theyr fe- 
verall Letters and Meffages made Offers 

si 
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( and fome of them earneji Requeftes ) unto 
me in that Behalfe. Soe allthough I dare 
not affure any Thinge on theyr Wordes , yet 
I might perfuade myfelfe they will perfome 
it, if either they have not hcarde tiat my 
Credite ( which hath byn hitherto fome Stay 
upon them ) is abated , or that there be not 
fome Pratfijes to chaunge theyr Myndes. 
For the Performance wherof j I befeech your 
Majeftie to exatte a Secrecy , as you will im¬ 
part herewith. It is lyke inoicgh the carry- 
inge over of thefe Men will divert the Spa- 
nifli Porpofes , if any be agaynfi this Land; 
efpecially if the fame have any Combination 
with thefe , or any other the Chiefetaynes 
of this Realme. For your Majeftie havinge 
thefe hordes there , the Spaniards may have 
fmall Hope to be any way healped , or ayded 
by theyr People. At the worft (to have foe 
many of them there , as never any of your 
noble Progenitors had) your Majeftie may 
draw of them any Conclufion that may be. 
jnoft profittable to your Majeftie , and the 
Service of this State. And becaufe moft of 
them be Lordes of Cattell , but not of much 
Money , May it pleafe your Majeftie , that 
3000 1 ,. may be redie at the Water's-fide, to

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be distributed among them for the defrayinge 
of theyr Charger ; and Order Jhall be taken , 
that your M ijefiie's Victualler JJoall have the 
fame anfwered in Beefes , for the Ufe of your 
M ajeftie's Garrifons , at Rates profitable to 
your Majefiie, And foe leavinge all to your 
rnofl gracious Confederation, 1 humbly ende, 
befeeching God longs to blejfe and preferve 
your Highnejs with rnofl happy Raigne.

I n this Letter it is manifeft how hard¬ 
ly the Lord Deputy helde hymlelfe to be 
dealt withal, by Mifinformation and Mif- 
content, how defirous he was to be remo¬ 
ved from his Government, and how wil¬ 
ling to bring with hym into. England the 
chiefe Lords of Ireland-, who, if they had 
come, would have brought much Bene¬ 
fit to the State j and it is lykely, that fuch 

Courfes 
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Courfes might have byn fettled ( if they 
bad come over ) at theyr being in Eng¬ 
land, as might have planted Peace, and 
a more certayne Civill Government in that 
Nation ever after but the Lord Deputy 
was not fuffered then to come, or to bring 
over thofe Irijh Lords ; either becaufe his 
Service was thought foe neceflary there at 
that Time, as he could not be fpared 
thence ,* or elfe for that fome thought it 
too greate an Honor for hym to accom- 
plilh fuch Services as could have byn 
then performed. 

Now the xxvjth of Aprill 1586. the 
Lord Deputy began the fecond Seflion of 
Parliament at Du'Ayn, which had byn pro¬ 
rogued from May the Yere before untill 
this Time j and this Seflion was continued 
untill the xiiijth Day of the next Moneth 
of May followinge ; in which Parliament

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After this Parliament was ended, 
the Lord Deputie did adrefle hymfelfe to 
fettle the Contrie in Quietnes, and to com- 
pofe the Contentions arifing betwixt the 
Lords of the Contries ; for ihortly he 
went into Weftford to vifit the Contrie, 
and to heare the Complayntes of Per-, 
fons agreeved. 

About this Time there landed a 
greate Number of Red Shankes in Co- 
naugh to the Number of 1600, whom 
Sir Richard Bingham , Governor of G- 
naugh, did affront as well as he could 
at the firft with the Contrie Forces ; and 
when they palled by he caufed the Com¬ 
panies to coafte after them, untill they 
came to a Place called Ardemy ; but did 
not incounter them all this whiles from 
theyr Land, being the laft of Augufl 
1586. untill the fbure and twentieth of 
the next Month ; before which time the 
Lord Deputie fent unto the Governor 
400 Foote and 60 Horfe, with which, 
and the Provinciall Power, he grew to 
be above 800 Foote, and 100 Horfe.' 

k When 
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When the Provinciall Forces were joyned 
with the Ayde fent from the Lord De¬ 
puty ( who followed after as faft as he 
could ) the Governor as foon as he was 
ftrengthned with this .Supplie, marched 
on all Night, and came the next Morn- 
inge on the Emmies unexpected, where¬ 
with they were foe amazed being fo- 
daynly furprifed and valiantly aflfaulted, 
that they betooke themfelves to Flight, 
almoft without any Fight at all, and they 
were fo invironed, that they could efcape 
noe Way; but were forced to leap into 
the River of Ardenr), where allmoft all 
were drowned that efcaped the Sword. 

The Lord Deputie was by this time 
come on as farre as Rofccommon, and hear¬ 
ing of this difcomfeture, wiflied he had 
byn at the Service, and perchance was 
not well pleafed, that the Honor therof 
was taken from hym by the Governor, 
to whom he had fent Forces, wherby 
that Service was principally achived. Then 
the Lord Deputie finding it not neede- 
fall to goe farther ( when the Enimie was 
overthrowen ) went only to Galloway, 

wher§

where he remayned fome tene Dayes, to 
hear the Contries Caufes decyded, and 
foe returned agayne to Dullyn, compo- 
finge Controversies and hearing Com- 
playnts as he went. 

At this time the olde O-Neale 7 ur- 
lough Lenough growinge aged, and very 
unweildie, when he returned from the 
Parliament, the more conformable he 
Ihewed hymfelfe to obey the "State, the 
leffe Obedience his own People Ihewed 
towards hym : The People of thofe Partes 
little regarding Governors that are obe¬ 
dient to the Prince, or unable to leade 
theyr flirringe Spirites in fuch Actions, 
as they were inured withall. Which 
he findinge, and not knowing how to 
amend his Eftate otherwife, was content 
to enter into Compofition with the Erie 
of Tyrone. 

Articles of Agreement betwixt 
Turlough Lenough and the Erie of Ty¬ 
rone were the rather condifcended to by 
the Lord Deputy and Counfell of Ire¬ 
land) becaufe they thought it a good 

Meane 
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Meane to abolifh the Title and Power 
of 0*Neale in Uijler, who becaufe they 
had byn Princes of that Province, as 
longe as the Name remayned, they 
thought the Dignitie and Prerogative 
xnuft ever follow j to extinguifh which 
Opinion, and Operation of that Opinion, 
the Erie 6f Tyrone did then undertake to 
fupprefle ( upon the Affumption of this 
Stile and Partition. ) And foe for that 
Time a Peace and Unitie was procured 
betwixt the Lords of Ulfter , that Contrie 
quieted, and the Composition maynteyn- 
ed } yet Turlough Lenough had no fooner 
concluded thefe Conditions, but he be^ 
gan to repent his Bargayne, as beinge fen- 
fible of the leaft Lofle, allthough it were 
of fuch Things as hymfelfe knew he was 
not well able to holde ; and foe lhortly 
after would fpmetimes fay. They had put 
up a Whealpe, which they jhould not be 
able to pull down foe eafily ; meaning the 
Erie of Tyrone, whofe afpiring Mynde 
Tmlough lenough knew by former Ex¬ 
perience as well in the Erie as in hym¬ 
felfe, and the reft of theyr Kynd in that 
Contrie , whofe Condition is never to 

re- 
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regard any Thing except they have all 
they defire. 

The Lord Deputy thus bufying hym- 
felfe as much as might be, to plante 
Peace in that Kingdom wherin he go¬ 
verned : The more he fought it, and 
prevayled in his Indevors, the more he 
was malic’d there by the Governors; and 
the more he was beloved amongft the 
People whom he governed for procuring 
them Peace, and defending them from 
Injuries, the more fecret Adverfaries he 
had of fuch as could, or would doe hym 
moft Hurte. Yet he did ftill goe on 
with his Courfes, and keepe the Con- 
trie in greate Quietnes. For amongft 
other Meanes wherby he did accompliib 
the fame, his Manner was to heare all 
theyr Complaynts indifferently, knowing 
and confidering, that the Concealement 
of Wronges, and the keeping backe of 
jufte Complaynts is the greateft Imputa¬ 
tion of lnjuftice that may be in a Gover¬ 
nor, and the greateft Caufe of Griefe and 
Difcontentment that the governed can re; 
ceive; and if they being hearde doe com- 

playne 
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playne without jufte Caufe, there is juft 
Caufe they fliould be hearde. Which 
Rule the Lord Deputy did ever obferve, 
and amongft many other we fliall inftance 
one Example. There was about this time 
a grievous Complaynt made agaynft Sir 
Henry Harington , Knight, by fome of 
the Clanns y over whom he governed ; 
and this Information being delivered by 
writing unto the Lord Deputy at Sir Hen¬ 
ry Harington s Howfe what Time the Lord 
Deputy was there, and received great 
Intertaynment of hym. At his Departure 
he called Sir Henry unto hym, and told 
hym ( as hymfelfe reported ) ££ Sir Hen- 
££ ry (quoth he ) you know I love you 
£C well, and you have made me exceed- 
<c ing good Intertaynment; but there is 
<c an Information of many foule Mat- 
<c ters delivered agaynft you, and ther- 
t( fore as well as 1 doe love you, if you 
, t£ doe not difprove it, you fliall be fure 
et to fmart for it. Prepare to anfwer it 
C£ in Dublyn at the Starve Chamber by 
<£ fuch a Day, where it fliall be publick- 
£C ly hearde. ” At the Day appoynted* 
both Sir Henry Harington and his Accu- 

fers 
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fers came thither, and were fully hearde 
in Triall; wherof it fell out that his Ac- 
cufers did malicioufly fayne Falfhoods and 
Untruthes agaynft hym. Which being 
proved, the Lord Deputy at lengthe 
ftoode up, and fayd, tc I am glad that 
tc Sir Henry Harington hath purged hym- 
<c feife foe well, and foe would I wife, 
u that all others could doe, that are foe 
<c accufed, and doe governe in the lyke 
tc Places. But becaufe he hath byn 
<c wrongefully accufed, as he feould have 
cc byn fearpely punifeed, if it had byn 
“ proved, foe I know noe Caufe, but 
<c that thofe which have flandered hym> 
te feould be made to know and to confeffe* 
, <c theyrSlaunders: Therfore my Cenfure 
<£ is, that thefe Accufers of Sir Henry Ha- 
<c rington feall publickely confefle theyr 
cc Faltes in accufinge hym falfely, and that 
cC too, in the Church where Sir Henry Ha- 
“ rington dwelleth j allfo that they feall 
<c remayne in Prifon, untill they be wil- 
<c ling to make this Confeflion and Satis- 
faction in fome other publick Places,

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This Sentence of the Lord Deputie’s 
did not only declare his Defire to doe 
Juftice, in hearing willingly the Com- 
playnts of any, which make fliew that 
they were wronged, but it wrought this 
Effeft ; that the Accufers could not com- 
playne they were wronged, becaufe they 
were not hearde; the accufed was fatis- 
fied and righted, becaufe by indifferent 
hearinge he had purged himfelfe beinge 
guiltles j and they that were not Par¬ 
ties but Viewers, and Hearers of this 
Complaynt might take Prefident herby, 
how falfe Accufers ihould be ferved ; 
how innocent Men ihould be protected 
and purged upon juft Proffe; and how 
Governors ihould be fubjedt to accompt, 
and therfore wary of theyr Anions whilft 
they are in Authority. 

Another Courfe ( befydes this pub-' 
licke and indifferent Hearinge of Suites and 
Complayntes ) the Lord Deputie tooke, 
wherby he reduced many difcontented 
and diforderly Perfons unto Obedience 
and civill Government, which was, that 

when 
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when any of the Lords ftoode upon 
any Termes of Minores demaunding, or 
making Tyde unto Landes, or ’of any 
other privat or publicke Quarrells : He 
would as foone as he might have Intel¬ 
ligence therof, fend for them on Protec¬ 
tion, which few would refufe ; and when 
they were come to his Prefence, he would 
expoftulate the Matter, tell them theyr 
Duties, and the Danger of Difobedience, 
affuring them of Favour, if they remay ned 
faithfull, and lettinge them know what 
they fhould truft unto, if they did the 
contrary. After fuch Conference and Ad¬ 
monition he would difmils them; if they 
continued honeft he would ufe them very 
kyndely ; but if they did afterwards 
breake the Bounds of Fidelitie, there was 
noe Hope of Mercie or Favor to be found 
with him. For as to the tradable and 
faythfull, he was a knowen Friend, fo to 
them that would flyde from, and tranf- 
greffe the Boundes of Dutie after Admo¬ 
nition, and Pardon once obtained, he 
would be very fevere. Wherby he kept 
the beft forte in Obedience with Love, and 
the worft with Feare of offendinge. 

T * In 
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In thefe Services the Lord Deputy 
continued very carefiill all the Time of 
his Government, and had alhvays not 
only a watchfiill Eie unto the Maynte- 
nance of Peace in that State, but was 
very forelight-full and fearefull of any 
Perill, that might' befall either of both 
Kingdomes, that of Ireland or this of Eng¬ 
land ; for he maynteyned and imployed 
divers Spialls in Spain , wherof fower 
were put on the Racke by the Marquefle 
della Santa Cruce 9 and three of them died 
therof in the Year 1587. by whom, and 
by others that the Lord Deputie imployed 
in Spayn and Portugal /, he did receive 
often Advertifement of the Spanijh Prepa¬ 
rations agaynft England 3 and continually 
informe the Queene of England , and hir 
Privy Counfell, or fome principall Perfons 
amongft them, as will appere by. his di¬ 
vers Letters written therof out of Ireland , 
wherof fome are yet extant j and in all of 
them the Burden was ever this Admoni¬ 
tion, To prepare for Refiftance , and to pre¬ 
vent fuch perilbus Defignments in Time. 
For that it was dangerous to be taken un¬ 
provided ., 
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provided , and to /land upon had I wifi, 
when it was too late to incounter the Ma¬ 
lice and mischievous Invafions of foe power- 
full an Adverfary. Of thefe particular Ad, 
vertifements the Lord Deputy wrote well 
neere forty feverall Letters to the Queene, 
to hir (*) Counfell, to the Erie of Leicefler, 
to the then Lord Treafurer, and to Sir 
Frauncis Walfingham, in the Years 1586, 
and 1587. 

And befydes all this, allthough he re; 
ceived divers Oppofitions in his Govern¬ 
ment both in Ireland , by the fecrett Work¬ 
ing and Pra&ifes of his Contraries of that 
Kingdom, and by fuch Meanes as both 
they, and his other Oppofites wrought 
agaynft hym in England. Yet ftill he 
maynteyned the State of Ireland in firme 
Peace, foe that there was fcarce any 
knowen Rebell in Ireland before his De¬ 
parture thence* but O-Donell being fufpefi;- 
ed, becaufe his People began to play iome 
bad Partes, and hymfelfe flood upon lome

T 3 Terms, 
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Terms, not fitting for hym to do, or infift 
upon ; therfore the Lord Deputy and 
Counfell entred into Confultation how he 
might be apprehended. Wherein fome 
of them did advife to fend Forces into 
O-Donell's Contry, and to bring hym in 
by Force. But the Lord Deputy argued 
agaynft that Project, alledging that this 
could not be done without an Army o£ 
two or three Thoufand ; which would be 
both hazardous and chargeable to the 
State and the Queene’s Majeftie, yet fayd 
he, You Jhall geive me Leve to trie one 
Conclitfion which I have in Hand , and doe 
hope to have O-Donell thereby without Lejft 
of Men or .Expence of Money; and if that 
take not Effeff, then let us fall to'force, 
ox what other Meanss we can devife for 
his Apprehenfion. 

The Lord Deputies Devife was thus. 
He had prepared a Shippe with fome 
Wines to be fent into O-DondPs Contry, 
and the Captayne of that Shippe beinge 
one chofen for the Porpofe, had this geiven 
hym in Command from the Lord Deputy, 
jhat when he came into O-DoneWs Contry, 
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he ihould fayle as neere his Dwelling as 
he might, and there profferre his Wines to 
be folde ( beinge Sachet which the Irish¬ 
men love beft ) and foe he did. At his 
Comihg into the Contry, the Contry 
People came to the Shippe, lome to 
drink, fome to prife the Wines, and all of 
them, according to the Captayne’s Inftruc- 
tions, had what Wine they would drinke 
for nothinge, as a Tafte j with this kinde 
Offer, that if Q-Donell would come hym- 
felfe, he ihould buy the beft Wine at a 
reafonableRate. At length O-Vonell came 
hymfelfe to buy fome Wines, whom they 
ufed fo courteoufly,that they gave hym his 
full Allowance, and finding hym well 
fraughted, and the Windes fervinge well 
for that Porpofe that they came, to re- 
tume backe, and to cari e O-Dmell with 
them, they flowed hym under Hatches^ 
at the firft, and foe brought him to Dub- 
lyn 3 without Stroake or Lofle of any Man’s 
Life. Which to have byn effected by 
Force, as it was firft intended, would by 
all Conje&ure of Reafon haye coft the 
Qpeene much Treafure, if not Blood of 
hir Subjedles, becaufe OtDonell at that time 
T 4 was 
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was one of the ftrongeft, and moft dan¬ 
gerous Subje&es in that Kingdome, by 
reafon of his Alliance, his Command, and 
the Strength of his Contrie; but by this 
Stratagem he was brought in without 
Blowes, and his Contrie kept in Quiett 
without any Rebellion. 

Now the Lord Deputie havinge per¬ 
formed all thefe acceptable Services, and 
yet finding that he was much maligned 
by fome of the State there, and they by 
theyr Meanes, or by fome other working 
underhand for the two laft Yere of his 
Government, allthough he had as good 
Succefle almoft as hymfelfe defired in 
all his Indeavors, ferving for the State, 
yet had he many nypping Letters fent 
bym from the Queene, and fome Re- 
ftrayntes of dealing in any Thinge of Im¬ 
portance without the Confent of the 
Counfell there, with the lyke Difallow- 
ances of particular Actions, which moved 
the Lord Deputy many Times to much 
Griefe and Choller, wherto he was prone 
by Nature, and therfore he defired no- 
thinge more than his Remove from that 

Gq-t 
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Government above a Yere before his De¬ 
parture. For which Porpofe he kept his 
Sonne Sir Thomas Perrott in London to 
follicite his Revocation, and to effedte the 
fame he wrote divers Letters unto his bell 
Friendes in England. At the Length it 
was obteyned, but before he gave over 
his Government, being in a troublefome 
Time, in the Yere 1588. agaynft the Spa- 
nijh Invafion, he tooke this Courfe to 
fettle the Contrie in Peace: And to allure 
that feaminge Peace with fufficient Pledges 
for theyr Fidelitie, he fent for the Chiefe 
Lords of each Contry requiring them to 
put in Pledges for the Mayntenance of 
Peace, and defending the Realme agaynft 
forayne Invafion j to which they all yelded 
either willingly, or at the leaft feamingly 
willinge, and havinge received thele Pled¬ 
ges, the Lord Deputy, for Prevention of 
Sufpicion for any Miftruft to be conceived 
in them, ufed thefe Speaches to good por- 

pofe, as the Time then ftood.

<c Y o u that are here committed to 
** Cuftodie as Pledges, and fuch as have 
‘ c put you in for Pledges, I would wifh 

“ net- 
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u neither of you to thinke that this Se- 
C£ curity is required, foe much in Diftruft 
<c of your particular Fidelities, as for the 
“ generall Quiett of the Contrie, and 
“ for the particuler Good of yourfelves 
<c in a Time foe dangerous: For if I were 
tc in your Cafes, or were a Lord of any

By this Speache and Perluation the 
Lord Deputy prevayled loe much with 
the Pledges, that they were the more 
willing to indure theyr Reftraynt with¬ 
out Grudginge or Griefe; and by hav¬ 
ing them, he had a feft Tie upon the 
Contries, and feveral Provinces of Ireland. 
The Gentlemen that were lefte for Pled¬ 
ges in the Caftell of Dublyn by the Lord 
Deputy in the Yere 15$8, on the 19th of 
September were thefe.

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Which Pledges, if they had byn 
kept faffe and carefully ( as fome of them, 
wherof O-Dondl was one, were afterwards 
fuffered to elcape) they had byn good 
Aflurances for the Quietneffe of the. Con- 
trie, and had laved the Lives of many 
Men, and the Expence of much Treafure, 
which was afterwards fpent in the Warres, 
and by the Revoke of thefe Men and ma¬ 
ny others which did follow, and adhere 
unto them. And for Conclufion of the 
Lord Deputie’s Services, a Counfellor of 
Ireland writteth thus, (i) Subjugauit LJltoni- 
am i pacifica e vit Conaciam , relaxa'vit Medium, 
liga'vit Mononiam , fregit Lageniam , extir- 
pavit Scotop 3 refranavit Anglos , et hijs omni¬ 
bus per aeque 'veftigal acquifinjit Regina. 
Soe the Lord Deputie leavinge all Thinges 
in good Order and the Contrie in Tran- 
qiiillitie, did prepare for his Departure ; 
and before his Delivery of the Sword, 
he gave unto the Cittie of Dublyn a fayre 
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(i) Sir Nicholas White , Knt. Matter of the Rolled 
in Ireland, 
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{landing Guilt Bowie ( which paffeth from 
one Maior to another in Dublyn yerely ) 
with his Armes engraven, and the Perrott 
on the Toppe j about the Beake wherof 
were written thefe Wordes in Latine: 
Relinquo in Pace > meaning that he lefte 
the Cittie , Contrie , and People in Peace. 
Which was very trew, and well knowen 
to be foe; for at the Delivery of the Sword 
unto Sir iVilliam Fitz Williames ( who luc- 
ceded hym in that Government ) he fayd 
thefe Wordes in the Hearinge of many 
honourable and worlhipful Perfons, wher¬ 
of fome are yet livinge j quoth he, £c Now, 
££ my Lord Deputie I have delivered you 
> ££ the Sword with the Contry in firme 
££ Peace and Quietnes ,• my Hope is, you 
<c will informe the Qpeene and Counfell 
te of England thero£ even as you finde 
<c it i for I have lefte all in Peace, and 
tc Pledges fufficient to maynteyne the 
“ Peace ”. To whom the new Lord 
Deputy anfwered, £c Sir John Perrott , I 
£t muft needes confefs, that I finde the 
t£ Contrie quiett, and all Thinges here in 
££ good Order ; I_pray God I may leave

<c which can carie but fix Swords after 

hym into the Fielde, but if you will

After this Charge delivered up, and 
all Thinges elfe provided for Sir John Per¬ 
ron's Departure, he lefte Ireland, and at 
the Day of his Departure out of T)ublyn> 
there were many Noblemen and Gentle¬ 
men 
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men of great Worth come thither to take 
theyr Leave of hym; amongft whom the 
old 0 -Neale ^ Turlough Lenough , with di¬ 
vers others was there, and he, in the greate 
Reverence and Love that he bare to 
Sir John Perrott , did not only come to 
Dublyn , to byd hym Farewell; but tooke 
Boate, and faw hym on Shippe-boarde, 
looking after hym as farre as ever he 
could kenn the Shippe under fayle, when 
he lhedde Teares, as if he had byn 
beaten ,• the lyke did others of good Note 
and Name at that Time. Allfo a greate 
Number of poore Contry People came 
thither at his Departure ; fome that 
dwelt twenty, fome forty Myles, or more 
from Dublyn; and many of them that 
had never feen hym before: yet they 
did drive, and covet, as he went thorow 
the Streetes, if they could not take hym 
by the Hand, yet to touch his Garment; 
all praying for him, and for his longe 
Life: And when he asked them why 
they did foe; they anfwered, “ That they 
“ never had enjoyed theyr owne with 
“ Peace before his Time, and did doubt 
“ they ihould never doe fo agayn, when 
U “ he 
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“ he was gone Such was the Love of 
the Contrie in generall towards Sir John 
Perrotty that never did any Lord Depu- 
tie of Ireland depart thence, with more 
good Lyking of the Commons, Nobility, 
and Gentry of that Nation, wherof, and 
of all that is here written touchinge his 
Services, there are divers yet livinge wor¬ 
thy of Credite, whoe will beare Record 
therof. 

S o e Sir John Perrott having govern-^ 
ed foure Yeres, as Lord Deputy of 
Ireland , departed thence in the Yere 
1588, and fay led to his Caftell of Caret» 
in Pembrohflo'ire ; where he did arive ac¬ 
companied with as gallant a Troupe of 
Gentlemen and Serving-men, to as great 
a Number, as ever followed any Lotd 
Deputy of his Sorte. 

Now havinge related Sir John Per¬ 
ron's Life and Services thus farre, my 
wearied Pen is unwilling to profecute 
his Storie any farther; partly becaufe the 
Finifhing thereof will be laborious, and 
aske lome Lengthe of Time and of Dif- 

courfe ; 
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fcourfe j but principally for that the Ca- 
taftrophe of his Life was very tragicall j 
and to writte all that happned therin^ 
may, perchaunce, breede Offence, and 
touch the Proceedings of Times paft 
too much : Therfore for this time, there 
lhall noe more be fayd of hym, but 
this, that his whole Life was lyke to a 
tragical Comedie, in the Beginninge pros¬ 
perous and joyfull ; in the Ende unfor¬ 
tunate and lamentable: At which let 
hoe Man wonder, becaufe he hath not 
had that Fortune alone ^ but rather make 
ufe of his Fall by making this Conftruc- 
tion of his Fortunes, That Men of great- 
eft Sprites are fubjetf to greateft PeriUs ; 
and that towards the Ende of Princes 
Raigne ( efpecially in their declyningei 
Age) mahy Things happen otherwife* 
than at other Times they would, of 
ihould doe: 

But without defcanting on Times, 
hr ayming at particular Perfons, we may 
gather thefe Concltlfions and Confide-, 
rations out of that which is written of 
Sir John Penott's Life, that as his ex- 
Ef 1 traordinary 
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traordinary Perfonage, Witte, Valour and 
Experience were Cauies of his Imploy- 
ment and Preferment, foe the fame pro¬ 
cured unto hym much private Hatred 
and evill Will. Which with his playne 
Wordes, Severities in Government, and 
not waying of his evill Willers, were 
in the Ende the Caufes of his Over¬ 
throw j which Perills, if his Example 
may prevent in the Readers herof, the 
Writer hath his Defire, and theyr in¬ 
different Cenfure fhall be his Satisfac¬ 
tion. 

Here ends the Manuscript, 
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O UR Author, whoever he was, feems 
to have a very great Tendernefs to 
Sir John Perrott , and therefore draws a 
Veil on that Part of his Life, which he 
judges too melancholy to be expos’d; 
and indeed he may well be excufed for not 
carrying on the Hiftory farther, as from 
the Time of his Retirement to the IfTue 
of his Enemies unwearied Malice (which 
had perfecuted him foe long, and with 
fo much Barbarity ) his Condemnation, 
parted not many Months, when a moft 
fevere and cruel Scrutiny was made in¬ 
to his Aftions, Words, and even Thoughts 
were examin’d into, and by a Law, 
fince happily repealed, he fell a Sacri¬ 
fice to Revenge and Envy: For accord¬ 
ing to oui/ beft Hittorians, he was on 17 
Aprill 1592* arraigned at Wefttninfter , 
found guilty of High Treafon, and re¬ 
ceived Sentence of Death in the fame 
Place on June 16. He was returned to 
the Tower , where Death foon put a 
natural End to all his Troubles, and his 
U 3 liberal 
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liberal Miftrefs, Queen Elizabeth , be? 
flowed that Eftate on his Son, which an 
Entail had long before fecur’d to him, 
and which Ihe thought not fit to dif- 
pute j in this indeed more politick, as 
well as more commendable than fome 
of her Succeflors; tho’ even here, accord¬ 
ing to Cambden , the Merit of having 
married (a) the Earl of Ej (fix's Sifter, 
feems to have been no inconfiderable 
Motive. 1 Ihall not enter further on 
the Character of this great Man, which 
has been drawn by fo many better Pens, 
the immortal Cambden , Sir Francis New¬ 
ton and David Lloyd , particularly the laft, 
are very large on his Head, all which for 
the Satisfaction of the curious, 1 have 
prefix’d to this his Life.

R Y G H T Reverend Fader in God, Ryght 
truftie and well-beloved. Wee greete 
you well: Whereas upon the Departure from 
thence of our Ryght Truftie and well-beloved 
the Lorde GRAY of WIL TO N, late our 
Deputie there.

A Letter from Sir JOHN PERROTT, 
to the Privy Councell in ENGLAND. 

May it pleafe your goode Lordjhips 

A lthough i and this Counceii 

have, by our joynt Letters, truly de¬ 
clared to you the dutiful State of Thinges 
here, and the Caufes, both forrayne and do- 
mefticall, whereupon we gather it, and with- 
all have fhewed our extreme Wantes, and what 
Supplyes are defired \ yet underftanding thence, 
but not from your Lordfhyppes (for I have 
had no kinde of Advertifements, Anfwer, or 
Refblution, for the lame, thefe twelve Moneths) 
that there is a greate Preparation made by the 
Spanyjh Kinge agaynft the Reaulme, and that 
your Lordfhyppes have Intelligence thereof; 
I cannot but, as one whofe chiefe Charge and 
Care it is, importune your Lordfhyppes to cafte 
your Eie more carefullie this Waye j humbly 
praying you to confider, in what Cafe we are 
to trie with a mightie Prince} whether this 
Reaulme fhall be ftill her MajefHes, or his \ 
if there be anie fuch Matters ( as your Lord- 

fhippes 
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Jhippes Icnowe beft ) then I befeche youre 
Lordlhippes to think, whether it be more lafe- 
tie to faye, that we have Tent Provifion to in¬ 
counter the Daunger, or elie, you will fend 
when, perhappes, it will be too late. And 
withall for mine own Difcharge, if I lhall 
tairie, and have nothinge, wherewith. I have 
but a Life to yeeld for her Majeftie, and my 
Contrie } for the Lofle thereof I greeve not 
but rather for the Harme that through Di- 
feftes, I feare, may come to her Majeftie and 
the State, and the Shame I lhall leave behynd 
me. This forrayne Preparation, if there be 
anie fuche Thinge, is likelie to be fpent a- 
gaynft Munfter , to feize upon, and to Ipoylc 
the Citties and Townes of the fame, which in 
Trueth are very weake. If I lhall goc thi- 
ther what for the late Warres, and this lafte 
bad Seion, there is not loe much to be had 
there, as will mayntein that oneBande of two 
Hundred, that is under Mr. Thomas Norys , 
the Vice-Prefident there, but that I am infor-; 
ced to Ihifte them from Towne to Towne 
who, by refon of theyr extreme Penurie do 
receive them with great Greefe and Grudge. 
And though 1 had Men fufficient to incountcr 
the Enemie that Ihould come, yet for Want 

V p y , lle !\ I ftould be drivcn to abandon 
the Place Wl th Daunger and Shame ; where, 

they that ar- to come over, are lyke to bring 
theire Provyfion with them, and to fettle it 


in 
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in fome Towne that they will loone leize up¬ 
on for that Purpofe: Wherefore what may in- 
foe, amongft this unconftant People, naturally 
delighting in Chaunge, your Lordfhyppes may 
foone gather. Belydes this that I have layd 
of the bare Eftate of MO U NS T E i?, where 
there is not lb much to be had as will lerve 
for my owne Familie, or yet to feede my Hor- 
fes till Graft growe, I refer you to underftand, 
not onely the lame more follie, but alfo the 
greate Wantes of the refte of the Reaulme, 
by the Declaration here encloied 5 whych, as 
Beverly the Vy&ualler maketh itt, lb I knowe 
itt to be trew. And therefore I moft hum- 
blie beleche your Lordlhyppes, to lend Ipee- 
die Order, that luch a Staple of Vy&ualls may 
be provided, and be lent over as your Lord¬ 
lhyppes fhall think requifite to lerve, as well 
for the Numbers here alreadie, as alfo for 
thofe that are to be lent over, to incounter 
foch an Accident as may fell out. And here¬ 
in I would wilhe your Lordlhyppes to conli- 
der the Windes and Weather, howe unto- 
wardlie they have framed this Yeare. For 
as Ibme have laine at Cbefter nine Weekes to 
come over hither, lb hath there bene no Paf- 
lage hence this fix Weekes. Moreover, if 
there be fuch- Purpoles in hand, it were goode 
lomc Shippinge were dilpatched for the Guarde 
of the Coaftes. And to all thefe and other 
Difficulties, may I, with your Lordlhyppes 

Favoure, 
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Favoure, adde one more to be contydered of, 
howc wealcely I am leconded, if Neede fall out, 
by thole forrayne Atteniptes, whereof I would 
lay little for any other Caufe : The Marlhall 
is oulde, and not able either to ride or goe. 
The Matter of the Ordinance is bothe abfent 
and oulde, and I wifhe there Were a more lu£ 
ficicnte Man in his Place. The Lord Prefi- 
dent, and Sir William Stanley , who are Men 
of goode Conduct are drawne away \ Sir H. 
Harrington , Mr. Edwarde Barkley , and the Se¬ 
negal Dantry , are fuffered to remayne Hill ' 
there •, but I humbly pray, that they may be 
lped away, together with all other that are Ser¬ 
vitors by anie Manner of Paie there, and loe 
havinge herein dilcharged my Dutie, I hum- 
blie end,

r T'~ l H E Trew and Laffc Teftament of Me 
J[ Sir JOHN PERROff, Knight, 
mayde this thyrde of Maye one Thovyfend, 
fyve Hundred and Nynety two, in the Name 
and Feare of God •, Touching my Religion 
and Loialtie to the Queene’s Majeftie and my 
Countrie, upon my. Salvacyon and Pampna" 
cyoa, as of other Thinges, as neare as my 
Memory will ierve me. To "be leene of aU 
the New Profelfours of the Golpell. God taike 
me unto thee, and brynge. my Solile out of 
this, that it may give Thankes unto the 
Lord. Seinge thow, Q Lord, hafte found 
Iniquitye, even in thyne Angels, and that the 
Heavens are not cleane in thy Sight, much 
more is Man abbominable and filthie, which 
drynketh Iniquitye like Water. It is the 
Lorde of Heaven, that ruleth and dire&eth 
all Thynges by his Providence, unto whom 
I crie for Mercie and Forgivenefle of all my 
Synnes, knowinge that his Mercy is above all 
his Workes ; yea, and as greate as hymfelfl 
Come therefore, Lord Jefus, holi and trewe 
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in all thy Doinges, and Ihorten our Dales. 
Of which great God I aske Forgivenefie for 
all my Sinnes, which are infinite. Truftinge 
only to be laved by the bitter Pa (lion) Deathe, 
and Bloud-lheddinge of my Savioure JeJus 
Chrift) and not by ani of my VVorkes. For I 
confelle, that I am an unprofitable Servant, 
comittinge my Soule to the Fiandes of the 
Omnipotente God of Heaven and Erthe. I 
doe forgyve all Men, and defire to be forgi- 
given of all Men, leavinge all Revenginges for 
the greate Wronges I have fufteined to God’s 
Juftice and Judgment. I do hereby in the 
Feare of the Lorde of Heaven and Erthej 
and upon my Salvacyon and Dampnacyon 
trewly teftefie to all trew Profeflors of the 
Golpell, that I have not hearde any Malle 
lithence the Begininge of my Soveraygne the 
Quecne’s moft happie Raygne. But I have 
ever lithence the Begininge of King Edwarde 
the lyxthe his Raygne abhorred the Pope’s 
Idoll of the Maffe : It beinge a moft wicked 
Illufion to deceeve Men, invented by Popes, 
who in my Conlcience are that Anty-Chryft 
which the Scryptures doe io much Ipeake 
agaynfte whych idolatrous Traditions of the 
Malfe is contrarie to that moft holie and Re¬ 
verend Sacrament of the Supper of the Lord, 
inftituted by our Lord and Savioure Jefus 
Chriji at his laft Supper, to be receaved of the 
Faithfull in both Kyndes: By receavinge of 
X 2 whiche 
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whichc holie Sacrament, as he ordained the 
lame, we receave the fame to our Salvacyon 
as a moft certayne Signe or Badge, that we 
confer Chrifl to be the Savioure of Mankynde, 
and that by his Dethe onelie Man is reftored 
to the Favoure of God, which we had lofte 
by the Falle of Adam , by whiche Redemp- 
cyon we are made Heyers of Heaven, with ) 
and by Chrifl. And nowe I make my Com- 
plainte to God and all good Men, that I have 
bene moft fallelie accufed through the Malice 
and tnvie of (bme wicked and evill diipofed 
Perfons, Schollers of Machiavelli , that I have 
been a Tratour to my So'veraygne Queene and 
Countrie, but I do denie the Meritt, and the 
Benefits of the Blood-lheddinge of my Savi¬ 
our Jcfus Chrifl which I would not doe 
to gett the whole Worlde, if ever I doe 
knowe, that I have committed anie Trealon 
agaynft my Queue or Countrie, or that I was 
at any tyme in any Confederate with the 
Kinge of Spayne, or with anie of his Mini- 
fters dire&ely, or indirettely, in any Pointe of 
Treafone, or ever receaved Melfage from hym^ 
or fait hym anie, this thirtie fyve Yeres lafte 
pafte \ or ever was in any Confederate with 
the Duke of Parma , theVilcounte Baltingla/s t 
in all my whole Life. But the Letters whyche 
were had from Dennys Oroughan , directed to 
the Spanyflje Kynge, and Six'William Stanley , 
are forged and devifed by Sir Dennys Oroughan , 

and 
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and his Partners. And I doe take the God 
of Heven and Erthe to witnefle, that I never 
had any Conference with Sir Denys for his Im- 
ployracnt to Spayne , to Sir William Stanley , 
or Sir Bryan Borke , neather was he emploied 
therin, as he moft fallelie alleadgeth. Neither 
did I trufte Syr Denys , but as a Spie^ as I did 
Others in Ireland , to underhand the Di(por¬ 
tions of the People in Ireland , for the furthe¬ 
rance of hir Majeltie’s Service Neather did 
I ever gyve or delyver him any Money that 
was myne owne, but the Monye that he had 
was Spyall Money, or Dyette Monies allowed 
by Warrant, being hir Majeftic’s Money, as 
by Sir Henry Wallop’s Accounts will appcre, 
excepte he myght have lome parte of the 
Aimes Money I gave the Pry loners. Neather 
did I ever allowe him Meate from my Table, 
nor appoynted hym Wyne when he lyfted,oute 
of my Cellar. All which before written is 
trew, as the Lord fhall lave my Soule. I do 
further declare upon my Salvacyon, or Damp- 
nacyon, that although I did employ Jafpar 
5 thunder as a Spye to Portugal ( as I did (eve- 
ral others ) yet did I never lend by hym Me£ 
lage to the Duke of Medina , the Marquels 
della SanEla Cruet , or to any Spanyard or Por- 
tingall. But he was uled to do his belle to 
brynge home certaine Irijhemen> and if he plaid 
anie falle Parte, that was done wythout my 
Privitie. And the Intelligence I had from 
X 3 hym. 
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hym, I did alwaies imparte the fame •, and 
he told me he had delyvered other Intelli¬ 
gence to Mr. ' Secretaire Wdftngham. J do 
alio denie ray God of Heven and Erthe, if 
ever I fpakc to John Garlande any fuch tray- 
terous VVordes as weare redde at my Arraign¬ 
ment, as Matter faide to be parte of the faid 
Garlande 1 s Examynacyon. For as Garlande was 
but a foolilhe light Fellow, foe I never efteem- 
cd of hym, or ufed hym but for Carryadge of 
Packettes, when I had noe other convenient 
Mefienger, or to looke to my Horfe-boyes, or 
fiich lyke bale Matters. I take the Lorde of 
Lordes to witnefie, that I have alwaies thought 
hir Majeftie to be lawfull and indubitable 
Quene.of thefe hir Imperyall Kyngdomes of 
England, Fraunce , and Ireland. And I denie 
tny God, if I would not have adventured my 
Life againfte anie Man living, that would have 
fayd the contrarie. Neather did I ever laid 
the faide Garlande to Borke to flirr him tp 
committ anie unlaw full Facie. Neather did I 
ever trufte or favoure Borke , but in Shewe one. 
lie to keepe hym quiette, as I did the lyke 
with the Northern Lordes, for the keeping of 
the Reaulme in Peace, accordinge to the War. 
rante, whych I had receaved here-hence. I 
doe lykewyle teflify upon my Faithe, that the 
Lorde Chauncellor of Ireland , and Phillip Wyl- 
lyams doe falfelie belye me in their Declara- 
cyons, touchinge any materiall Pointe that con 
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cerneth hir Majeftie , which they alleadged 
that I fhould Ipeake of hir Highnefle : And 
what is fpoken therin by them is of Malice, 
they bothe beinge knowen to be Men that 
will fpeake muche Untruthe, and the one was 
myne Enemie, and the other was a Spye up¬ 
on me. And I take God to Witneffe, that 
I never had Purpofe to favour Maifter Do¬ 
zier Creaughe , or ever law hym to my Know¬ 
ledge, or ever herde from hym, but wasde- 
lyrous to taike him. Neather did I ever 
write Warfante to Richarde Hardynge with a- 
ny Purpofe of Favour to the a forefay d Dofter 
Creaughe, but if he had the Warrant he fpoke 
of, it Was at the White Knightes Suite, for his 
own Goode, and not for Creaughe. Neather 
did I ever favoure Fryars, or fuch kynde of 
Vermyne *, but I have fupprefled more Mona- 
fteryes and Fryars while I governed that Lande 
6f Irelande, than was done by all the Govemoures 
before in thirtie Yeares. Neather did I ever 
favoure Papift for Papiftrie’s faike, but I did 
Juftice to, and for them upon anie Complainte 
as I did toothers accordinge to the Commtund- 
mente,which I receaved from hir Majeftie. And 
I take the Lorde of Heven and Erthe to wit- 
neffe, that I never receaved Rhyme at the handes 
ofCaptayne Wwdhoufe , written agaynft hir Ma¬ 
jeftie, as he moft fallelie alleadgeth, but upon 
Wordes which he delyvered, took Order for 
the Rhymer’ s forthcomynge, which was done 
X 4 by 
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by the Advifo of ibme of hir Majeftie’s Coun r 
faill. And I have given Money to Rpymers to 
fett forth hir Majeffcies moft worthie Praifes, 
as by Maifter Treafurer’s of the Warres Act 
comptes will appere. And whereas I was 
charged by one I knowe not, to have an Agent 
in Lubecke , or fuch other lyke Place beyonde 
the Seas, whych was to deale between the 
Duke of Parma and me, and named to be one 
Nicholas Coleman. I doe denie my God, if 
ever anie Perfon dealt betweene the Duke 
and me for any Caufe \ tho’ I had about eighte 
Yeres paft one Nicholas Coleman , a Barber, who 
beinge licke, departed from me, but I never 
herde from hym, nor knowe not what became 
ofhym lynce he departed from me, or knowe 
where he dwellethe if he be lyvinge. Nca- 
ther did I ever knowe any of the Jefuites or 
Seminarie Prieftes, or ever herde of their 
Names, before one of the Witnefles named 
them at the Tyme of my Arraignment. And 
theife two Witnefles are foer Knyghtes of 
the Pofte hyred agaynfte me, agaynfte whom 
with all the other falfo Witnefles procured 
falfolie to depofe to my Overthrowe, I crie 
out to God, that he revenge my Cawfe upon 
them, and their Procurors. Towchinge my 
dread Soveraigne Queene, whom the Lorde 
of Heven and Erthe blefle and defende from 
all Evylls, and fond hir Highnefle manie hap- 
pie Yeres, with continual Viflory over, all hir 
; ' ' Ene. 
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Enemies. And whereas I have bene of late 
liilpefted of my Fidelity to hir Highnefie, 

I taike the Highe God to Witnefle upon my 
Salyacyon or Dampnacyon, that I have ever 
ierved hir Highnefie with a moft loyall Harte, 
and have alwaies, fince I law hir Majeftie firft, 
honored and moft dewtifullie loved hir High- 
nefle, and was the better when I lawe hir, or 
could do hir Highnefie anie acceptable Ser¬ 
vice, and would ever fince hir moft happie 
Raygne have dyed in hir Service agaynft all 
Men, that would have dared to have offended 
hir Highnefie, or anie Parte of hir Domini¬ 
ons. But alas, and Woe is me! that luche 
falfe Witnefle fhould be procured agaynfte me 
in a Tyme, that the Golpell is preached, and 
my moft blefled Quene not beleve this my 
moft voluntary Confefiion to be trewe. Nea- 
ther have I upon my Salvacyon or Damp- 
nacyon committed anie of the Trelons, wher_ 
of I was fbunde guiltye at Weflminfler the 
xxvijth Daie of dprilly or therabouts. But I 
cannot dcnie it ( being lette by Practice to doe 
the Service I could havedonne for your High¬ 
nefie, or upon lome fliarpe Matter receaved) 
* I have, far otherwyle than did become me, 
written lome fonde and eger Wordes, for the 
whyche I forrowe in my Harte and Soule. 
Therfore upon the Knees of my Harte I aske 
your Highnefie Forgivenefle, whiche is all 
the Amendes I can now make. But that ever 
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I intended any difloyalle Atte agaynft hir 
Highnefle Perfon or Countries, I denie my 
Lorde God, if ever I propofed the lame. The 
Lorde of Lordes ever Ihrowde hir Highnefle 
under hys mercyful Wynges, and blels my 
fwete Countrie from all. Harme, and cawfe 
hir Highnefle to knowe hir trewe Subje&es 
from the falle, and that hir Enimies may 
wounde themfelves with the Weapons, that 
they 11 tall lifte up agaynft hir Royall Per- 
Ion. And lo God receave, and have Mercie 
upon my Soule, as I doe trewlie and unfaignedlie 
jpeake and write this for my Parte. So be 
it good Lord. I ame to delyver a Truth© 
before the Lorde of Heven and Erthe, that 
where fome flaunderous Perfonnes have laid, 
that I Ihould give to my Lord Treafurer • 
or to Sir Robert Cecill , or to lome other, to 
their Ufe greate Summes of Money or Mo¬ 
neyes worthe. I Ipeake and write it upon 
my Salvacyon or Dampnacyon, that I did 
never give, or promife to them Penney or 
Penney worth, or to any other to their Ule for 
anie Favoure they Ihould doe me in my Tro- 
bles, neather had I nede of their Helpe, my 
Cawlc being goode as it was. But I doe owe 
my Lord Treafurer more for my Dyett, than I 
doe knowe that I do owe anie other Man ly- 
vinge ^ God blefle hym and his, whych is all 
the Paymente I am able now to make to hym. 
The Lord blels the Erie of EJfex , and keepe
